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THE MANUSCRIPTS OF THE DUKE OF LEEDS AT 
HORNBY CASTLE, YORKSHIRE. 

The manuscripts preserved at Hornby Castle, Yorkshire, consist M88. ofthb 
firstly of the papers of Thomas Osborne, created Viscount Dunblaine in Du " og Lb,P9 - 
1673, Earl of Danby in 1674, and Duke of Leeds 20 years later. From 
1673 to 1679 he held the office of Lord High Treasurer, and he was one 
of the active promoters of the Revolution of 1688. Amongst his papers, 
a collection of Tower warrants, in 1660-65, a return of non-conformist 
meetings in London, and of Roman Catholic priests (with whom are 
strangely mingled Socio ian preachers), and some Scottish letters inter- 
cepted in 1688, may be specially noticed. The Tower warrants furnish 
various particulars about some of the regicides, which possibly are not 
otherwise known ; the inquests on Simon Mayne and Isaac Pennington, 
the transportation of Sir Henry Vane, Sir Hardress Waller, Colonels 
Harvey and Lilborne, &c. : while of other prominent names we meet 
with those of Haselrig, Lenthall, Antrim, Argyle, Praise God Barebone, 
Barkstead, Corbet, Okey, James Harrington, and George Wither. The 
order in 1663 that Margaret Johnston, the daughter of Archibald 
Johnston, Lord Warriston, should be admitted upon her own petition to 
live with her father in close confinement, records a touching instance of 
filial affection. And an isolated warrant of the year 1668 gives us another 
famous name, in an order for the admission of one Francis Cooke to Bee 
his master, William Penn, then in close confinement. A letter from 
Catherine Green, the mother of that son of Charles II. who at first was 
known by the name of Don Carlos, and was afterwards created Earl of 
Plymouth, possesses some interest ; as does also a letter of Frampton, 
the non-juring Bishop of Gloucester. 

The second portion consists of the papers of Robert D'Arcy, fourth and 
last Earl of Holdernesse, who was Secretary of State from July 1751 to 
March 1761, and governor to the sons of King George III. from 1771 
to 1776, when he resigned his office (two years before his death) much 
to the regret of the King, who appears to have held him in the highest 
respect and esteem. His papers came, with the Castie in which they are 
preserved (which still bears on its sculptured doorways the name of 
William first Lord Conyers, who in the time of Henry VII. enlarged or 
rebuilt an older structure), into the possession of the Dukes of Leeds by 
the marriage of the only daughter of the Earl of Holdernesse tfi Francis, 
fifth Duke. Amongst them are specially to be noted the papers relating 
to Scotland, with the anonymous letters of a treacherous Jacobite in 
France offering, for sufficient remuneration, to furnish information 
of the agents employed by Prince Charles Edward ; and the letters of 
George III. respecting the Prince of Wales and the Duke of York. 

An idea has been prevalent that amongst these papers there would be 
found some clue to the authorship of the Letters of Junius. The reason 
for this is not known ; but it is an idea which has been entertained for 
some years. But, unfortunately, nfler the examination of every box cf 
family deeds and papers now existing at Hornby Castle, in which there 
was any chance of the discovery of the " missing link," nothing has been 
found which bears any reference to the letters or their writer. In 1850, 
the late well-known bookseller, Mr. H. G. Bobn, saw (as he relates in 
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hss. of titc his edition of Lowndes' Bibliographers Manual) in the family mansion 
vzt or Lbbds. m Lo n d on) t wo parcels of papers marked " Secret," which he hoped might 
contain the desired information, but which he was not then permitted to 
examine. Many of the letters addressed lo the Earl of Holderuesse are 
marked " Secret " and " Private " ; and if the parcels in question are now 
included among the papers at Hornby, it may well be the case that they 
comprehended all the letters and papers relating to the royal princes. It 
is noticeable that for the period from 1760 to the Earl's death in 1778 
there is scarcely anything now existing besides the papers relating to his 
office in the royal family. To examine particularly every one of the 
letters in the mass of correspondence has been, of course, impossible ; 
but the fact that the above-mentioned period exhibits almost an entire 
dearth of correspondence enables me to say, with a tolerable degree of 
certainty, that the desired clue to the mystery is not to be found in this 
collection. 

The last part of the papers comprises a portion of the political corre- 
spondence of the sixth Duke of Leeds, in 1784-5, and 1787-90, while, 
as Marquess of Carmarthen, holding office under Pitt as Foreign Secre- 
tary. The letters of Pitt, and the correspondence of the ambassador in 
France nnd his Secretary, which form the largest part of these papers, 
contribute to make this portion but little inferior in value to the others.

Letter of Btsaor Morley to the Earl of Danby. 

" My Lord, I remember your lordship was pleased to think it fit an 
enquirie should be made in all the severall dioceses of this kingdome 
by theyr respective Bishops, what proportion or disproportion of 
number there is betwixt Papists and not Papists, as likewise betwixt 
other Non-conformists and Conformists, in order (as your Lordship was 
then pleased to tell me) to the obviating or answering of au objection 
the King seemed to have against his declaring his resolution to sup- 
presse conventicles, namely, his Majestye's haveing bin informed that 
the number of those that were to be suppressed did very much exceed 
the number of those that were to suppresse them, and consequently, 
as the effecting of it would be impossible, soe the attempting of it 
would be dangerous, especially if it should (as probably it would) 
unite the Papists and all other the severall sects of Nou -conformists 
together against us. I have, therefore, for his Majestye's and your 
lordship's satisfaction presumed to send you the enclosed abstract of 
the account I have received from my archdeacons of Hampshire and 
Surrey, and which they, in theyr late visitation of theyr severall 
provinces, received from the severall ministers and churchwardens of 
the severall respective deaneries and parishes in the aforcsayd coun- 
ties, whereby your lordship may see that the odds of number is very 
much more for us then the King was informed it was against us, at 
least if the returns from other dioceses be auswerable to this of mine, 
as generally I verily beleeve they will be. And then I hope the King 
and the Lawes and the cheif Minister? of State together, with soe con- 
siderable an advantage of number, being on our side, there will appeare 
to be neither danger in attempting, nor any great difficulty in effecting, 
this great woork, which is absolutely necessary for the securing of the 
legally established goverment of tho Church, and consequently as 
absolutely necessary for the securing of the legally established goverment 
in the State allso ; and therefore I doubt not but all wise statesmen as 
well as all orthodox churchmen will be for the effectuall prosecution of 
it; at least I think soe, and think soe the rather because your lordship 
seemed to roe to be of the same opinion.

I 
tould him that most people had very much altered theire opinions as to 
your Lordship, and that now they pitied you as much as they had 
heretofore rejoyced att your sufferings, and that of the members of 
Parliament themselves (if itt were uot those that were your professed 
enemies') I found none but would bee well enough content that you 
were ont of the way rather then yon should bee found where you are 
att theire meeting, and they be obliged to fall upon theire old differences 
of questioning his power to pardon, and the Bishops' sitting in 
capitall causes, which rights if his Majesty will defend, itt must certainly 
breake them, and so they shall neither bee able to try the Popish Lords, 
or do any other busincsse. Hee gave me this answer, tliat hee had a 
good while been considering with nimselfe, and adviseing with others 
of your friends, what way hee might do itt best and safest both to 
himselfc and you, for that hee was resolved to do itt, but that hee could 
nott sattisfie himselfe of the best way as yett, and therefore must advise- 
with some that were your friends what was to bee done in itt ; but 
that this hee was sure of, itt would bee convenient you should go abroad 
for some time. Hee bid, A pox take the Chancelor for a cowardly 
sneaking fellow, for had itt not been for him itt had not come to this ; 
and that all the judges were cowards, for else itt might have been done 
before now ; but hee say'd, hee would find out a way to do itt with all 
convenient speed hee could, and say'd hee should bee glad to speak with 
some of your counsell who you could best trust about itt. 

I tould him farther that your Lordship had reason to think, by all 
those tliat were your friends that you had discoursed with, that though 
perhaps the Parliament might att first mention itt, yett they would, yts 
thought, bee willing enough after a enisle time to lett itt fall rather then 
give a stop to all publick businesse. Hee tould mee, that whenever a 
Parliament mett, hee did believe that would bee the first thing they 
would medle with, but that hee did not believe they would passe itt over 
so easily ; and that as hee must defend his power, so hee ought to do itt 
the safest way. Hee commanded mee to remember him very kindly to 
your Lordship, and assure you itt should be done as soon as possible,

the Earl of Bath (4) ; Lord Lansdowne ; Lord Conway (3) ; William 
[Lloyd] Bishop of Peterborough (2: in the first, of 20 July, he says, 
" its fitt that your lady should be well secured from all assaults ; 
Dr. Trumbull can tell your Lordship of one Cuffe, who was hired to 
sease her while shee was att Sir Robert Viuer's, and of all the intreagues 
of that conspiracy ;") Sir George Jeffreys (afterwards Lord Chancellor), 
on 21 and 22 June, about his interviews with A. (L. C. J. North) 
and B. [Judge Jones] about bailing the Earl ; unsigned (2); Charles 
Bertie (3) ; Henry Bertie ; George Johnson, at Bowdcn Park ; Earl of 
Ailesbury (2); Earl of Chesterfield; Sir Humphrey Monouse, at 
Wot ton ; John Brydall, advising the Earl, if the judges do not consent 
to his being bailed, to apply to the King for a warrant to the Lieut, of 
the Tower ; Thomas Lord Culpeper, a long letter on a dispute about the 
right to reversions in the Rolls' Office; Sir Edw.

22. The Earl of Danny to Sir John Hanmer, bart., governor of Hull, 
urging him to surrender Hull, and join with the Prince of Orange, and 
offering £5,000 for compliance ; answer to be sent within six hours ;

" My good Lord, By my suspension, which is almost expired, and by 
my deprivation, which is hard at hand, you see that the water is come up 
unto my lips, and that, as wee use to say on publishing the banns 
of matrimony, I must now speake or else hereafter for ever hold my 
peace. 

" Not that I have much to speake, nor anything at all in order to 
mine own indemnity. For who am I that I alone should escape, or hope 
to escape ? And on that silly hope goe about progging for my single 
deliverance, when as so many better men than I are under the same 
condemnation, and, without some timely and friendly interposall, are 
likely to fall together. Who, tho' they are but few in respect to the whole 
English clergy, yet, if I may speake it without offence, are too many 
to be thrown away all at once, considering their inoffensiveness in all 
cases (but this aloue) their great parts and their as great virtues, what 
they have done already for the good of the Church and State, and what 
they are further able and certain to do, if God spare their lives, and the 
Law be not so extreme as to dash them all in pieces like a potter's 
vessel. 

It will therefore be no grief of heart to you, my good Lord, nor to 
any else, I hope, that are of your high station, if you, with the assistance 
of your friends, should move their Majesties and both the Houses that 
those good men may be at all at ease, yea confident I am (because I 
know your generous temper) that it will be the joy of your heart that 
you have been the first mover in it, tho' it should not succeed ; how 
much more if, by God's blessing (which is all in all) you should come 
to accomplish it. 

*' Or if the Law, under which they are for not swearing, be so 
extreme, that it must have some atonement made, and the honour of the 
legislators cannot be salved otherwise, be pleased to endeavour that 
those atonements may be as few as possible : provided that I may be one 
of those few ; and happy, thrice happy, shall I deeme myself if my single 
suffering, be it what it will (undoing, banishment, imprisonment, or 
death itselfe) may be accepted for all the .rest, at lcest for those that are 
of mine own order. 

" Not that I am so foolhardy as causelessly to engrosae the displeasure 
of my superiourB, and draw it wholly on myselfe ; for I know the weight 
of it. I am sure it will crush me, and therefore if I could, would most 
certainly avoid it. Neither do I arrogate anything to myselfe upon this 
offer, as if it were my peculiar ; for there is none (as I am persuaded) of 
all those for whom I plead but would leap into the gulph, for the safety

" In all governments whatsoever, especially in newly erected ones 
(which therefore ought to aim at popularity, and for the most part doe 
so) those punishments are the least offensive which are tho least severe ; 
and those favours the most taking which are the most free and gener- 
ous ; for why should I not speake of some favour to be extended to 
those good men who have of fate so well deserved of Church and State ; 
if it may be, and is, extended, as I hear, to Quakers, who have deserved 
nothing at all of either, or very little, that I 1 enow or. 

" Your Lordship needs not to be told what good effects are likely, yea 
certain, to ensue on such a temper, viz., the uniteing of all our minds 
in those things to which we have attained, which is a great happiness 
to Church and State, and our bearing with one another in what we 
have not or cannot attain unto. As little need have you to be told 
what bad effects are likely, yea certain, to be prevented by it, viz., 
those heartburnings and animosities which have so often endangered 
both, and noe where can do otherwise wheresoever they prevail : never 
did, nor ever will, for it is their very nature to destroy. 

" Nor is it a small inducement to such a generous temper as yours is 
that our Rachel by your means will be fully comforted : I mean our 
good mother the Church of England, the best Christian Church that 
I know of in the world; when shee shall see so many of her children, 
and (without offence be it spoken) some of the choicest that shee hath, 
all safe, and no one of them cast out or cut off, but my selfe, who cau 
best be spared, and will never repine at it. 

" These things I write to you, my good Lord, and to noe man else alive : 
if all or any of them move you, trye what you can doe, and God blesse 
you in it. If you cannot, will not, or dare not, attempt it, for its 
impossibility, or any other smaller cause, burn this letter, and let it goe 
for nothing, though written by, my good Lord, 

Your Lordship's much obliged and most affectionate ser- 
vant, that will love you for ever,

Ebor. ; digested out of deedes, publique 
records and pedigrees, the Great booke of the collections of the right 
honourable Cogniers Lord D'Arcie of Hornbye, and the MSS. of Mr. 
Roger Dodsworth, Mr. Gascoigne, and Mr. Hopkinson, and the 
miscellany notes of Mr. Townley of Carr in Lancashire, and severall 
others, by Nathaniel Johnston, of Pontefract, in the county of Yorke, 
Dr. ofphysick, A.D. 1677." 

Political Correspondence, 

Fourteen portfolios of the correspondence, in 1749-51, of the Duke 
of Newcastle and the Earl of Holdernesse, while the latter was

are Charles and Will. Bentinck, Duke of Bedford, Andrew Stone, Sir

Fox, Henry Pelham, Hugh Valence Jones, Prince of Orange, W. 
Fagel, M. Cressener at Liege, Dayrolles at Dunkirk, Curate de Finocchi- 
etti, and Baron Munchausen. 

One portfolio of the correspondence of the Earl of Holdernesse with 
the Earl of Albemarle, ambassador at Paris, in 1749-51. 

One portfolio of the correspondence and negotiations in Russia of 
the Earl of Hyndford, in 1749, and of the correspondence of the Duke 
of Newcastle with Col. M. Guy Dickens, in 1750-1. 

One portfolio of the correspondence and negotiations of Mr. Onslow 
Burrish in Germany in 1749-51. 

Two portfolios of the like correspondence of Mr. Robert Keith at 
Vienna in the same years, and (in box 11) a parcel in 1754-6. 

In three iron boxes numbered 11, 12, 13, are many hundreds of 
letters to the Earl of Holdernesse, chiefly between 1750 aud 1760, both 
of public and private nature. They are fastened up in separate parcels, 
packed closely together. I proceed to give an outline of the contents 
of the several series, arranging them, for the sake of ease in future 
reference, as they are now kept in the several boxes. 

In box 1 1 there are, 16 packets of letters from Gen. Joseph Yorke 
and 13 more in box 12, at the Hague in 1751-61, with copies of 
letters to him, on foreign affairs. In one of April 1, 1760, he says, 
" Your Lordship will recollect that some months ago I gave an account 
cf the Pretender's eldest son's being at Bouillon." The informer now 
reports that " since he was there last, the young Pretender had con- 
siderably encreased his train, which was composed at present of an 
ecclesiastick, two gentlemen, a fine equipage, a great many hunters, eight 
footmen in livery, Ac. The Intendant told this gentleman that he had 
the French King's orders to furnish him with everything he wanted, 
to shew him all the respect imaginable, and to make his abode at Bouillon 
as agreeable to him as he could." 

Seventeen packets of papers, and four more in box 12, relative to 
East Indian affairs, and negotiations with France in 1753-5. 

Four parcels of letters from and to Lord Albemarle at Paris in 1749-54. 
Among these is a curious series of papers relative to information by 
James Drumroond, of Boheldie, of the clan of MacGregor, of a Jacobite 
plot in France, under the Earl Marischal, for the invasion of North 
Wales and Scotland simultaneously from Ireland by 14,000 Irish; 
with a licence under the King's signature dated 3 Nov. 1753 for 
Drummond's return to England, and minutes of bis examination by 
Lord Holdernesse on Nov. 6. Drumraond professes to give information 
of all the agents in Scotland and elsewhere, including two from England 
named Trent and Fleetwood, he being one of the most trusted ones 
himself ; and advises that all letters directed to Patrick, George, 
or Edward Savage, merchants in Douglas, in the Isle of Man, or to 
Mr. Peter Pippard, merchant in Liverpool, should be intercepted and 
opened. In a letter of 16 Jan. 1754, Lord Albemarle sends a list of 
all the persons who had visited the Earl Marischal in Paris from 
18 Dec. to 11 Jan. But it is satisfactory to read in the same letter 
that he advises Lord Holdernesse not to " give much credit to 
McGregor, for upon reading his long declaration I find in it many 
falsehoods, and very few material circumstances, and upon the whole I 
believe him a most notorious scoundrel." There is a letter from the 
Earl Marischal (signed "Keith") to Lord Holdernesse in 1759, dated 
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at Madrid, Aug. 16, in which he returns his grateful thanks for the hss. 09 the 
news communicated to him by Baron Knyphauseu " that my pardon, npgB or 
which the King has of his goodness and clemency granted, has past 
the seals." 

Four packets of the correspondence of the Duke of Newcastle in 1755. 
One packet of letters from Lord George Sackville, with the army in 
Germany, from Aug. 1758 to Aug. 1759, chiefly written from Munster, 
and six from the Marq. of Granby in 1759-60. Copies of letters from 
Sir Edw. Hawke, relative to his expedition to the Basque Roads in 
1757, and to Lord Anson, from Quiberon Bay, in Oct. 1759. A few 
letters from Anson himself, in 1755 and 1759. From Lieut.-Governor 
Moore, of Jamaica, in 1758-60. One packet of letters from W. Pitt 
in 1755-9, chiefly on foreign affairs, and some of them only short notes. 
A few letters from H. Fox, 1754-9. Letters relating to election for 
the borough of Richmond, in Yorkshire, in 1759-60. 

In a packet of miscellaneous letters of 1755 are two signed "Fidelis 
Brito," urging restrictions upon time bargains in the Stock Exchange, 
in which the writer speaks of " such ill practices as selling bears (as 
they call it) or stock for distant times *' ; and a letter from Capt. Denny, 
dated at Bracmar Cagtle, Aug. 1, with a report on the woollen manufac- 
ture managed at Granada, in Spain, for a company, by — Kelly, an 
Irishman, who desires to break his engagement and leave, in order 
to settle at Norwich or in Spitalfields ; with suggestions for a mode of 
escape. In this year also there are copies of two letters from Lord 
Drumlanrig, dated Nov. 8 and 19, with an account of the earthquake 
at Lisbon, where he was a* the time. Narrative of hostilities committed 
by the French on the Ohio in 1754, with papers relative to the negotia- 
tions thereupon in 1755. Copies of letters between George II. and the 
King of Prussia in 1756-60. Letter from Capt. Peter D'Arcy, with 
an account of the capture of the French fort at Ticonderoga, dated 
27 July 1759. Letter from Lord Mansfield on his accepting office as 
Lord Chancellor, 14 Sept. 1757. Letter from H. Walpole, choosing 
the title of Baron Wnlpole of Woolterton for his peerage, 20 May 
1726. 

Six packets relate to a report furnished by Mr. Charles Areskine, of 
Tinwald, Lord Justice Clerk for Scotland, to the Earl of Holdernesse, 
relative to complaints made to the Government in 1752 that various 
Episcopalians and non-jurors, and persons who had been engaged in 
the rebellion of 1745, had been appointed to various legal offices, such 
as Sheriff-depute, &c. The report, which disproves the charges in 
general, occupies 23 folio pages, and is accompanied by many docu- 
ments and letters in proof. One charge was that persons arrested for 
wearing the Highland dress had been released from custody, which is 
chiefly met by the answer that " a new form of dress [had been] 
contrived by some of the Highlanders, which could not be said to be 
the Highland dress prohibited by law, or any part of it, and yet was 
not altogether the Low Country dress ; and if a Sheriff substitute, in 
a case altogether new, doubted, and allowed his doubt to carry him so 
far as to admit them to bail until he was advised by his Principal, it 
does not seem to be unreasonable in itself, or detrimental to his Majesty's 
service, especially when effectual care was taken by the Principals to 
have even that new form of dress suppressed." In a letter from the 
Lord Justice Clerk, which was sent with the report, dated 17 Nov. 1752, 
the following mention occurs in a postscript of the James Drummond 
who, in the next year, attempted to gain pardon for a murder he had 
committed (of Colin Campbell, of Gleuure,) by betraying an alleged 
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mss. op tiie Jacobite plot, as noticed above. " Since writing this letter I have 
uke of Leeds. rece j ve d ^ account from the General, for which I'm extremely sorry, 
that James Drummond, alias Macgrigor, who was in custody in the 
Castle of Edinburgh, and upon Munday next was to have received 
sentence of death, made his escape last night about a quarter after six. 
The. particulars of the escape I have not as yet learn'd." With these 
papers is a small packet of documents upon which some of the charges 
were based, with extracts from letters of the Dukes of Cumberland and 
Newcastle in 1746, remarks in 1752 on the effect of the system of 
military stations and patrols in tho Highlands, and some lists of names 
of attainted persons. Amongst others is the following list of " names 
of some of the attainted and excepted rebels who are, or have been 
lately, in Scotland, 1752. Lord Pitsligo, lives in Banffshire, and 
frequently at his house near Frazerburgh. Lord Lewis Gordon was 
in Scotland last year, but is said to be returned to France. Lord 
Ogilvie in Scotland, and lately escaped being taken by getting intelli- 
gence of General Churchill's having taken out a warrant to apprehend 
him ; the General not being justice of the peace for all Scotland, as 
General Wade was, obliges him to apply for warrants to search house.*, 
of which they get notice. Donald McDonald, of Clanranald, evades the 
attainder by a misnomer, his name being Ranald. Archibald McDonald, 
son of Col. McDonald, of Barrisdale, in Scotland. Sir William Gordon, 
of Park, lives in the same shire, and frequently at his house near 
Perth." 

Another packet of Lord Justice Areskine's papers relates to suspected 
Jacobite movements in 1752, intelligence being sent that Kinloch- 
Moidart's two brothers, jEneas and Allan Macdonald, and Dr. Cameron, 
brother to the late Lochiel (who " remained at home during the rebel- 
lion, in the shape of an innocent man, and is now the chief director of 
them "), arrived in the Highlands in Oct., and remained some days at 
Fassifern's, in Sunart $ Lieut.-Gen. Churchill is directed to be on the 
watch. 

Other Scottish papers are : 1. A packet relating to an enquiry respect- 
ing Mr. Thomas Hay, nominated to be a Lord of Session, against whom 
it was alleged that he was a non-juror, and attended the meeting-house 
"kept by the person called Bishop Ke[i]th," that he had formerly had 
the pictures of the Pretender and his family hanging in his house, that 
his brother John Hay was attainted, Ac. ; with Thomas Hay's answer, 
dated 4 Nov. 1754, in which he says that since 1742 he had never 
attended non-juring meetings, that he never had " any painted pictures, 
mezzotintos, prints, portraits, figures, or representations whatsoever of 
the Pretender and his family," &c. ; letters from Lord Justice Areskine, 
and the fiual confirmation of the appointment on 22 Nov. 2. Two 
letters from Ranald MacDonald to Lord Holdernesse, acknowledging 
gratitude for the King's clemency, procured by Lord Holdernesse, in 
permitting him to live in freedom in his native land, dated Edinburgh, 
17 July 1754, and Benbecnla, 1 Jan. 1755. 3. The Earl of Cathcart 
to the same, 3 June 1755, reporting his proceedings as Commissioner 
to the General Assembly. 4. Information that — Cameron, son to 
Dr. Cameron, and Capt. in Lord Ogilvie's regiment in France, came 
over into the Highlands in Nov. 1757. 5. Letter from Robert Dalyell 
(dated at Binns, near Edinb., 20 Oct. 1759), who was formerly in the 
Dutch service, desiring license to raise a troop of Light Cavalry, in 
anticipation of an invasion by the French. 6. Letter from Lord Justice 
Areskine, transmitting a copy of a printed " Plan " (34 folio pp.)» drawn 
up at a public meeting, «* for raising a militia in that part of Great 
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Britain called Scotland," in consoquence of the expectation of a French jj 8s 0> TITE 
attack by the squadron under Thurot, of which, however, nothing had i>t?kb of Luros. 
been heard since its leaving Bergen on 7 Dec. ; 15 Jan. 1760. 

There is one letter (in French) from the Grand Duchess Catharine 
of Russia (afterwards Empress) to George II. dated at St. Petersburg, 
3 Aug. 1759, in which she asks that the bearer, Mr. Wroughton, may 
be continued in his post of Consul General. 

In one of two small parcels of papers from Richard Wolters, a secret 
service agent at Rotterdam, there are copies of reports and memorials 
about the intercourse kept up through Jacobite agents in that town in 
1747, with an application to the burgomasters to allow suspected letters 
to be intercepted at the Post Office and given to him, as had been done 
during the rebellion in 1745. Tho suspicious addresses are said to be 
those of Messrs. John Archdeacon, Peter Fox, Van Wyngaarter, and 
— Dillon, four merchants in Rotterdam. An officer named Coleman in 
the Scotch regiment of Ogilvie in the service of Holland is also named 
in 1748. Memorial to the Stadtholder in opposition to an application from 
Edinburgh in 1748 for the revival of tho Scottish factory at Campvere. 

Other parcels of foreign correspondence in this box are : — 
Several (with four in box 12) from Mr. Andrew Mitchell, at Brussels, 
Berlin, Leipsic, &c., 1752-61 ; five packets (of which four are in box 12) 
from and to Sir B. Keeno at Madrid, 1751-6; Mr. Robert Keith at 
Vienna and St. Petersburg, 1756-60; Sir Ch. Hanbury Williams in 
Germany and at St. Petersburg, 1754-7 ; Mr. Titley at Copenhagen, 
1754-8; Lord Roehford at Turin, 1753 ; Sir James Gray; Sir Thomas 
Robinson, 1755 ; General Wall at Madrid, 1754-7 : and Consul Smith 
at Venice. 

Box 12 contains ten packets of the correspondence of the 
Duke of Newcastle in 1750-5, and one of letters from him and the 
Marq. of Hartington in 1755 relative to the Ministry and the affairs of 
Hanover. Four packets of foreign news-letters from Mr. Michael 
Hatton, chiefly from Paris in 1755-8. Two packets of letters from 
William, Duke of Cumberland, while in command of the forces in 
Germany in 1757, with two of replies, &c. Papers in 1760 relating to 
the place of the Duke of York in the House of Lords. Three letters to 
the Earl of Holdernesse, as governor to the young princes, from the 
Princess Amelia, aunt to King George III., ono of which (Dec. 10, 
1772) is an invitation for them to a dance-party, with a list of those 
who were invited. 

An interesting series of forty letters (most of them very brief) from 
George III. to Lord Holdernesse, respecting the education of his sons, 
which display the greatest solicitude on his part for their moral and 
intellectual training; of these 16 are in 1771, and six in 1776 when 
Lord Holder ness resigned his office on account of his difficulties in 
the management of the Princes and want of unanimity amongst the 
tutors. Of him the King speaks in tho highest possible terms, as well as 
of Mr. Smelt, a tutor whom the King with difficulty prevails on in 1776 
to remain two years longer, but who inflexibly declines beforehand to 
accept at the end of that period any appointment, honour, or pension, 
or even the gift of a house. In the choice of tutors counsel is taken 
with " so wise, able and honest a man us the Archbishop of York," 
(Mnrkhara) and the Bishop of Chester (Porteous). On 10 Sept. 1773 
the King writes, " rules prescribed must be rigorously supported, and 
particularly with [the Prince of Wales], who too much inclines to evade 
application. I fear the word duplicity deserves a harsher epithet ; I 
think so the more as you ever incline to the most lenient expressions ; 
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M88. of the the bad habit both my sons have of not speaking the truth gives me 
DruorLKDit mU ch more pain than any want of attention to their lessons. The first 
if not corrected may become a part of their characters ; it is the worst 
of faults ; it is not only unbecoming their rank but that of the meanest 
man. Truth is the constant attendant of an honest heart, and is more 
estimable than any of the advantages to be acquired by birth or educa- 
tion," &c. On 21 Dec. 1775 he writes, after a two hours' conversation 
with Mr. Smelt, that if a good understanding amongst the tutors " cannot 
be restored, it will be impossible to irradicate {sic) those failings in my 
sons that we have often deplored, and that, if they continue, will with 
age become vices that will choak every sentiment calculated to make 
useful and respectable members of society.** And on 6 Apr. 177G, 
when sketching out a method of arrangement by which the Earl may 
be induced to continue in his post, he says, " The desire of fulfilling my 
duty as a parent alone actuates me on this occation, and imposes on me 
first of all to see my children grounded in their religious duties, being 
well convinced that where the sentiments of love and fear for the Creator 
are wanting, all other tyes are but weak, and that passion, not principle, 
will then be the guide." On 22 May there is a letter which is apparently 
the reply to Lord Holdernesse's letter of resignation, " a step which 
though it gives me infinite pain, I am certain appears to you as the 
strongest proof you can give of your duty." Of letters from the Princes 
(chiefly during Lord Holdcrnesse's absence from illness) there are twenty 
from the Prince of Wales, in 1773-5, the same number from Prince 
Frederick (the Duke of York), two from Prince Edward and one from 
Prince William : in all which the professions of attachment to the Earl 
are profuse. In a letter of Mnrch 2.'?, 1774, the Prince of Wales says, 
" I will take care to rectify the fault of inattention, for I shall take as 
a favour every fault your lordship marks for my improvement." On 
18 Aug. : "an adventure happened to us at the fireworks [on Aug. 12] 
which had a very horrid appearance but in reality was nothing; it came 
from a Mount Strombolo, which blew to pieces ; in the middle of its 
burning Seeker opened the window at which the Queen was sitting, and 
called out as loud as he could, ' For God's sake save the Queen and all 
the royal family, for the house is on fire.' The King hit him a violent 
blow on the head, and pulled the window down. The Queen was obliged 
to take some drops, and to give some to the Duchess of Argyll." 1 Dec. 10 ; 
" I hope at your return you will have good accounts of us from 
Mr. Smelt and the other gentlemen, and that you will find no more the 
old trick of round shoulders. The King and Queen have put us quite 
upon the footing of men ; we not only go the Thursday and Sunday 
to them, but likewise we dine with them the Tuesday." Feb. 10, 1775; 
" The 7th of this mouth tho House of Lords had a conference to propose 
an address of impowering his Majesty to take all the measures he 
thought fit about America. Lord Mansfield, as Papa told me, was 
scarce ever heard to speak better, when my Lord Shelburne caught at 
something Lord Mansfield said, and got up saying 4 false, fal*e, false,' 
upon which the whole house was in a hubbub, calling out * to order, to 
order, to order.' After that Lord Littleton got up, spoke remarkably 
well, and gave my Lord a fine trimming for such an infamous thing." 
The Duke of York's letters are much longer than his brother's, and 
more natural. In one of them, dated 15 Sept., 1774, he dwells upon 
his appointment to the Bishopric of Osnaburgb, and in allusion to

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the motto upon medals then struck, " Spes publica," says it "made mss.ottjtb 
me think how much I had to do to rentier their hopes effectual .... Dvkb of Lotps. 
When I have not used the time which has been given me to learn 
■while I am a boy, I shall never have the possibility to regain it. And 
for that reason 1 shall be obliged to labour hard .... Though I 
cannot place myself as high as my brother, because his kingdom is 
much greater than my bishoprick, yet I must have ai much care of it as 
my brother must have of his kingdom." On 17 March in the same year 
he writes, " I hope I shall gain both the love and esteem of the publick, 
which are my most ardent wishes." On 17 Feb. 1775 he writes thus 
about his uncle the Duke of Cumberland : " I wan, my dear Lord, 
shockd to hear that the Duke of Cumberland was entered into opposi- 
tion. I thought from the beginning it would be so, but I do not suppose 
you would think who was his adviser : Lord Mount Morris ! Ev'n the 
opposition said, Block'd, what business has he to do here, when Papa 
told me the only thing he said was, He deserves that name." 

In parcels of miscellaneous letters in this box, of the years 175G— 8, 
the following may specially be noticed. Lon<» letter from Mr. James 
Nairne, as moderator of the presbytery of St. Andrew's, protesting 
earnestly against the appointment of one Mr. William Brown, formerly 
a minister of the Church of Scotland and now at Utrecht, as Professor 
of Divinity ond Church History at St. Andrew's, he having some time 
before demitted his office, and fled the country for an immorality which 
would have been punished by deprivation ; dated June 18, 17.56. 

From the Lord Advocate of Scotland, Robert Dundas, announcing the 
arrival at Edinburgh of " Mr. Macleod (commonly cblled Lord Macleod), 
eldest son of the late Earl of Cromartie, who stands attainted for his 
accession to the late rebellion," who has ccmo from Sweden, in the 
service of which country he has been for some years: " I do not believe 
the young man has any bad intentions .... Your Lordship will no 
doubt remember that his Majesty was pleased to extend his royal 
clemency to both father and son"; dated July 11, 1758. Of a date 
two days later, there is a letter from Lord Macleod himself ; he has 
come to avoid lighting in the Swedish army "against any of his 
Majesty's allies .... inconsistent with the duty and loyalty of a good 
and faithful subject to the King, penetrated with the deepest sense of 
gratitude for his Majesty's royal goodness and mercy to my father and 
to myself .... Penetrated as I am with the deepest grief and re- 
morse for having been engag'd in the late unatural (sic) rebellion, 
I should think myself happy cou'd I wash out with my blood the 
remembrance of that crime and of my past misconduct." There is a 
note also from Lady Cromartie, of July 17, begging for an interview 
with Lord Holdernesse. 

Minutes by Lord Holdernesse, of examinations of Mr. Fosset in 
Feb. 175.3, for his having said in conversation with the Dean of Dur- 
ham and Lord Ravensworth, that Dr. Johnson, Bishop of Gloucester, 
nominated to a canonry in comjnendam at Durham, had been present at 
dinner at a Mr. Vernon's, when " disaffected " healths were drunk, viz., 
those of the Duke of Ormond, Lord Dunbar, and the Chevalier. There 
is also an examination of the Solicitor General (William Murray) ho 
having also been said to be present. 

Papers respecting a representation to the French ministers in September 
1753, relative to works carried on at the harbour at Dunkirk, contrary to 
the stipulations of the treaty of Utrecht; with a report of a voyage 
made thither for inspection by Gen. Major Cornabi in December. 

Box 13 contains several parceH of miscellaneous letteis between 
1751 and 1759. in which some in 1756 relate to riots in Warwickshire,

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MSS.ofthb Nottinghamshire and Shropshire with regard to corn monopoly, with 
Pckb opLbei>b. regard to which Lord Brooke writes that "the poor have just cause 
to complain." One from Orator John Henley to Lord Holdernessc, 
dated "The Oratory, Lincoln's Inn Fields, Apr. 18, 1752," assures his 
lordship "that if any officious sycophants, spies, informers, or personal 
and prejudiced enemies " represent Henley as be?ng in the least 
disaffected or speaking a word against the ministry," they impose on 
them, as he proved six years ago when " an ignorant and spiteful justice 
was my enemy, and his own, for it broke his heart." In 1758 there 
arc two letters from " Justice " Fielding at Bow Street, (in which the 
extraordinary scrawl of a signature, which is all that Fielding himself 
writes, would be impossible to be deciphered were it not for the en- 
dorsement, 1 ) which relate to the prosecutions, 1. of a Air. Page, 
against whom evidence was brought from Scotland; and 2. of one 
Rich. Will. Vaughan, for forging bank notes, not so much with u 
design to injure the Bank of England " as being an enemy to the 
Government." " Parkyns Macmahon writes a long letter on May 
29, 1758, urging his bein.r; brought speedily to trial to clear himself 
from somo suspicion under which he lies since his arrival in England, 
with allusions to his " literary correspondence: " and to a proposed 
journey to Plymouth. 2 And John Newbery, the well-known book- 
seller of St. Paul's Churchyard, writes on Sept. 14, 1754 to intercede 
for one Solomon Jacob, a poor convict from Salisbury, sentenced to 
transportation for stealing something of the value of two shillings. 

Letters to and from Ferdinand, Duke of Brunswick, 1758-1761. 
Four packets of letters to and from Lord Chancellor IJardwickc in 
1751-9, chiefly relative to points of law and foreign negotiations. But 
among his letters of 1755 is a small packet of letters to him from 
an anonymous writer in France, offering to give information against 
the friends of Prince Charles Edward. The correspondence opens 
with a letter (in a largo clear hand) dated 24 Dec. 1754, informing the 
Lord Chancellor that Mr. John Macleod, advocate, is pressing the sale 
of the estate of Sir James Campbell, of Auchinbreck, upon which he has 
a mortgage, before the Court of Session, in order that his sou Alexander 
Macleod, who is attainted, may receive the money in France while his 
father lives, and not lose it by forfeiture to the Crown on his fathers 
death. The writer then proceeds: "The person who gives this 
intelligence can, if properly rewarded, give more and of greater con- 
sequence ; and will particularly discover the person intrusted at 
present, and for these eight years past, with the Pretender's affairs in . 
Scotland. And as he is known to, and intimate with, many of that- 
party, intrusted with their secrets for ten or eleven years past, and 
much connected with them, will probably have it in his power at any 
time, by giving proper intelligence, to prevent and disappoint any of 
their schemes taking place, or their disturbing the peace and quiet of 
the kingdom. A letter addrest A. Monsieur Anderson, gcntilhommc 
Anglois, a Sens en Bourgogne, will, tho' a borrowed name, find him. 
But as anything of this sort will be utterly ruin'd by the least discovery, 
he insists on corresponding directly with your Lordship, and not with 
any clerk or secretary." With this letter is inclosed a copy of the

by the post from Sens, dated December 22, 1751, acquaints the gentle- Dcksop Leeds. 
man who writ it, that, if ho will make good and perform the offers 
contain'd in the said letter, he shall receive all proper encouragement ;" 
with this note subjoined, " Jan. 13, 1755. Shew'd the letter from Sens 
above-mentioned to the King in his closet, who was pleased to give me 
his orders to write as above." The answer to this is dated Jan. 25, 1 755, 
in which tho writer begins by professing to state his reasons for 
wishing to serve the government. " lie lias been educated in the most 
rigid principles of Jacobitism, and taught to believe that the good of 
his country depended on the success of that family ; but his own 
observation, and comparing the present with former* times, has con- 
vinced him, that, whatever are the professions of that family or party, 
it is almost impossible that the people can enjoy greater happiness 
than they do and have done under the present and late King, and that 
any change, how successful soever (beside the ruin and desolation that 
must ever attend the attempt to part of the people) is really no more 
than quitting certainty for hope." He therefore makes the following 
proposals, and if these are not agreeable, no further trouble need be 
taken on either side. A bill of exchange to be sent to him, with a 
blank indorsation ; the sum left to discretion, but if too small the bill 
will be immediately returned ; that the amount may be proportionate to 
the person, he mentions that he has an income of 300/. per an. As he 
would wish to continue his services, and his employers would wish the 
same, he desires also to have an annual allowance for journeys or 
the living at Paris and elsewhere, so long as his services are thought 
to deserve it ; but he insists on direct correspondence, and, as an 
indispensable condition, that he never appears as evidence in any court 
against any man. " His intelligence will generally be well-founded, 
for, beside his intimacy and familiarity with most of that party, he has 
an uncle, with whom he is in strict correspondence, who hos been in 
tho immediate service and trust of the Pretender these seven and twenty 
years." He will simply mention facts j and if informed what pieces of 
intelligence are most desired, will "give immediate answers to such as 
he knows, and endeavour to inform himself of others he may not 
know." Endorsed, " Shew'd this to the Duke of Newcastle soon after 
it was ree'd, who tho't the terms c'd not be complied with, and that it 
did not deserve further notice." A letter of March 8 then follows, 
expressing surprise at the non-receipt of a reply, but saying that, 
trusting in the promise of " all proper encouragement," the writer now 
signifies " that the person employed as the Pretender's agent in Scot- 
land these seven years past is Mr. Walkinshaw of Seotstown," and 
suggests that in arresting him care be taken to secure his papers. 
He desires that a proper reward shall at once be sent, upon which he 
will by return send such information as will easily lead to the discovery 
of the chief people employed in England ; and that some person of less 
note than the Chancellor may be named under whose cover letters may 
be sent, " the present address being rather too conspicuous. If an 
answer, as desired, is not received in course of post, there will be 
absolutely no further Intelligence sent." No answer being returned, 
there comes finally a short letter dated 13 Apr. desiring to know 
whether the previous letters liave been received, the writer concluding 
that they may have been intercepted. It appears, however, that 
though no return was made to tho writer for his information, it was 
acted upon, and Mr. Walkinshaw [the father of Charles Edward's 
mistress] was arrested, for a letter from Lord Hardwicke to Lord 
Holderness of the date of April 12 runs thus, " As to your Lordship s 
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lies. o» the question relating to Mr. Walkinshaw of Scotstown, I apprehend it will 
Dcke op Lbbds. not be proper to send him either to Newgate or the Tower before be 
has been examin'd, and that he should be confin'd in the custody of a 
messenger until his examination is over. 1 presume your Lordship 
will think it necessary that his papers should be perus'd before he is 
examin'd, because from thence the lights must arise whereupon he must 
bo sifted." 



Other letters relating to Scottish affairs, are, a scries of papers in 
1752 on the question whether Edinburgh Castle was a lawful prison ; 
two letters, dated 22 Aug. 1752, to Lord Holderncsse and to the 
Lord Mayor of London, from P. Drummond, sending a pamphlet about 
the improvement of Edinburgh ; a letter from Lord Hardwickc of 
19 Sept. 1754 relative to a proposal of Gen. Bland that he be "autho- 
rized to dispense with the penalties incurred by the inhabitants of the 
Isle of Skye for wearing the highland dress and carrying arms, &c. ;"' 
and a letter from Lord Holderncsse of 16 Apr. 1755, about the arrest of 
a person at Doncastcr, going by the name of Salwyu, as a vagrant, who 
on being examined in the workhouse at Wakefield by Sir Rowland Winn, 
was suspected to have dealings with disaffected persons ; he has therefore 
been brought up to London and has this morning confessed that he was 
in the rebellion of 1 74-5, and has since been employed as an agent for the 
Pretender ; his inability to find bail and his needy circumstances have 
induced him to promise that if ho have protection and reward he will 
discover all he knows ; he confesses that the name he goes by is a 
fictitious one, and that he is acquainted will all the principal agents the 
Pretender has in Great Britain, and can discover mauy important 
secrets ; he is about 50 years of age, a sensible well-behaved man, and 
appears to have had a very good education. 

Two or three letters of Hardwicke's, in July-Sept 1754, and a packet 
of depositions, refer to the verses, or " treasonable libel!, drop't in the 
market-place at Oxford," a matter which created a considerable stir at 
the time. The Chancellor stigmatizes the paper as containing nothing, 
" but what is of the deepest dye, downright treason, and direct incitement 
to rebellion," and expresses great dissatisfaction with the conduct of 
the Vice-Chancellor and Mayor, who appear to have regarded it as a 
mere trick on the part of the pretended finder. The chief part of the 
remaining contents of this box is a series of books of summaries of 
accounts, with all the tradesmen's bills, for the Prince of Wales and his 
brothers Frederick and William, from 1771 to 1776, the Earl of 
Holdernesse having been governor to the princes during that period. 
Letters of summons to the Prince of Wales and Prince Frederick (as 
■** Bishop of Osnabrugh ") for their installation as Knights of the Garter 
on 25th July 1771, with letters of dispensation from taking the oaths; 
and to Prince Frederick for installation as Knight of the Bath on 
15 June 1772. 

In box 14 is a series of oleven portfolios containing foreign news- 
letters, or " Advices," written in a singularly large hand, from 1754 to 
the end of 1760, in French, and chiefly from France; interspersed 
throughout with a series of a quarto newspaper called Le Courier,

III. — Carmarthen Papers.— 1784-1790. 

In Box 15. Portfolio 1. contains 54 letters from Pitt to the Marquis 
of Carmarthen, in 1784-5, with copies of many letters from the latter. 
In one of Oct. 15, 1784, Pitt proposes to the Marq. his resignation 
of office, or change of office, in favour of the Duke of Grafton, as Lord 
Camden, whose inclusion in the ministry is greatly deswed, cannot be 
brought to join unless united with the Duke. Lord Carmarthen's answer 
of consent follows, dated the same day. In a letter of 18 Aug. 1784, 
the latter suggests Mr. Eden as the Minister to be sent to America, as 
his abilities are "just of the nature fit for the business of that 
appointment, consisting chiefly of narrow and illiberal intrigues. I 
know nothing right or honourable about him any further than his 
being a Privy Councellor entitles him to claim." In unswer to an 
application to send Sir John Henderson to Warsaw, Carmarthen 
writes, on 4 Sept., that that appointment is promised to Mr. Whit- 
worth, but " I know some of Sir J. H.'s connections, and have heard 
him well spoken of; he seems a genteel man, and as to outward 
appearance very fit for the foreign line; probably Venice, or one o£ 
the smaller German Courts (when vacant), may be agreeable to him." 
In the same letter he objects very strongly to sending — Johnstone 
to Lisbon ; " whatever may be the consequences of his appointment, I 
beg I may only incur the censure of having submitted to, but by no 
means of having approved, the measure " Pitt's reply defers the settle- 
ment until they have an interview. With regard to a proposed prohibi- 
tion by Austria, of the importation of English manufactured goods, 
specially affecting the woollen and silk trades, Pitt writes on Nov. 2 
that " we have means of ample retaliation," the English imports from 
Austria having exceeded the exports by £50,000 in 1783, and it might 
therefore be stated " in a friendly way, that the clamor of our manu- 
facturers might compel us, even if the measure teemed less justifiable, 
to prohibit all Austrian produce. Such a state of interdiction between 
two countries on terms of friendship, and especially when all restraints 
on commerce are growing out of fashion, would to be sure be singular." 
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mss.optde A letter of Dec. 16, 1785, relates to a memorial from the American 
Poke oy Leeds. Minister, Adams, of 30 Nov., of which Pitt says that "the demand 
seems itself fairly founded upon the treaty," but that the English 
also have claims which must go hand in hand, particularly satisfac- 
tion respecting the debts due from America to our merchants. The 
letters chiefly relate to suggestions respecting foreign despatches, and 
to proposed commercial treaties with Spain and France. 

These are followed by a series of letters from the Duke of Dorset, 
ambassador at Paris, in 1784-5, and from the Secretary of Legation, 
Mr. Daniel Hailes, who is asked by Lord Carmarthen, on 22nd Oct. 
1784, to write special private despatches, in the following words, " My 
dear Sir, for Heaven's sake have pity upon the Department, and either 
prevail upon our friend the Duke to write something worth our Master's 
perusal, or else suppose your principal absent, and let your own zeal 
and abilities have fair play. Consider but for a moment the impor- 
tance of the present moment, and then reflect upon the situation in 
which we three arc placed." The chief subject of negotiation in 1781 
mentioned in these letters is with reference to French claims about the 
island of St. Eustatia. A few general extracts from the series may be 
noted. 

"The new Controllcur-Gtncral is a monstrous extravagant fellow ; he 
pays all the debts of the royal family, and has just paid 28 millions 
French money for the Comte d'Artois " ; 23 Jan. 1784. Other letters 
also speak of the extravagance of the French Court, as in the purchase 
of St. Cloud for six millions of livres, &c. Great frost in Feb. 1784 : 
" the misery of the poor people is beyond all description, and it is 
impossible to say too much in the praises of the King and Queen upon 
this trying season." " I am convinced de Vergennes is an honest, well- 
meaning man"; 8 July 1781. 1 "I will endeavour to get you a print 
of Vergennes, and also a portrait of Prince Henry," of Prussia, 
" who, by the bye, is the most determined enemy to the English I 
ever metwith, next 'to the King of Sweden " : 14* Oct. 1781. 2 "Dr. 
Franklin sent me the two books addressed to his Majesty ; it was the 
author's request to the Doctor that he would send them to me. Dr. 
Franklin and his grandson left Paris last Monday ; he sails from Havre 
de Grace to Cowcs, and from thenc«- to Philadelphia:" 14 July, 1785. 
" There is a Baron de Kendall, a notorious spy, that I should guard you 
against. He is an active intelligent Irishman, and has been doing us all 
tho mischief in his country that he possibly could, in the hope of 
advancing himself here. Pray venture to observe in general that every 
Frenchman of auv condition that goes to England is more or less a spy, 
and brings back all the intelligence he can to ingratiate himself with the 



' Mr. Hailes, on tho other hand, says in a letter of 28th Oct., " M. de Vergennes 
is inordinately avaricious, and the love of place will in all probability sway him in 
his dotenui nations." 

- Of this prince Hailes says in a letter of 1th Nov., "His constant topic has been 
the abuse of this country, and he has frequently spoken of us in English company 
as a people without faith and without honor. " Mrs. Duller, a very sensible woman, 
who has met him very frequently at the Duke de Xivernois, made one day so spirited 
an answer that I cannot omit mentioning it. The Prince, who had more than once 
attacked this lady on the subject of her country, its policy and conduct in wars, 
speaking at that time of the taking of Pondicherry in tho war before last, went so 
far as to say that the English bad not taken but bought that place. Mrs. Bullcr 
said, ' Monsieur le Comte, Je ne suis pas en etat de disputer avec vons but les 
affaires de guerre et de politique, mais permettez moi, de vous dire que les Anglais 
ne sont pas accontumcs k acheter la victoire, 1'epee a la main.' She spoke, as I told 
her like an ambassadress." 
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Minister. The Dukede Liancourt spied as well as he v!Ould in England dSSSofiSw 
and got the cordon bleu. M. de Borabelles spied in Ireland, and has — 
got an embassy. They are sinons all :" Mr. Hailes, 22 Sept. 1785. 
4i I shall make an application to Mr. de Vergennes to-morrow for the 
permission for Mr. Howard to visit the Lazaret at Marseilles, and I dare 
.say the request will be readily complied with " : Mr. Hailes, 17 Nov. 1785. 

I find it will he attended with great difficulty, if obtained at all. The 
Emperor himself, they say, was obliged to see it in an irregular way:" 
24 Nov. Mentioning Neckar's book upon liuance published in 
Dec. 1784, Mr. Hailes says of him, **M. Neckar seems to bo a dis- 
interested enthusiast, who flatters himself that he can make an honest 
system applicable to a corrupt government. I rather think he will never 
recover his place." Some letters contain information as to French 
projects, including the improvement of Dunkirk, the French fleet, 
East Indian n flairs, &c, furnished by one M. de St. Marc, who had 
been engaged as an informer, for three months, at a salary of 60 guineas 
a month ; but in August 1 785, Hailes suggests that he is not to be trusted, 
and he ceases to be employed. On March 10, 1785 Mr. Hailes writes 
that he fears from the Duke of Dorset's coldness towards him,, hat his 
private correspondence with Lord Carmarthen is known to him, and 
desires therefore to give it up, and only to write at times with the 
Duke's knowledge. From this date therefore his letters are much briefer.

Correspondence with Ministers 
abroad and others ; Earl Torrington, Sir Robert Walpole, John Trevor, 
Alex. Munro, Col. William Fullarton in India (strongly protesting against 
the forbearance shown to Tippoo Sahib, and the restoration of his 
forts, &c. when the English forces were ready to march to Seringapatam ; 
with a plan for order of battle of the army), Nath. Smith, .Sir R. Keith, 
Mr. Alleync Fitzherbert (the Empress of Russia particularly wishes for 
a telescope of great power, similar to that made specially by Henckel 
for fieo. 111., but which Henckel will not make without the King's 
sanction), Mr. H. Elliot, Lord Dalrymple, Sir John Stepney, Mr. Jos. 
Ewart, Mr. Morton Eden (sends, as desired, a MS. copy of Graun's 
TeDettm). Letters of various foreign Ministers, &c. ; short notes from 
the first ambassador from the United States, John Adams, on his rirst 
arrival in London, 2G, 27, 28 May 1785; Princo Adam Czartoryski ; 
Comic d'Adhemar, Sainte Foy, Chev. del Campo, Barthelemy, Woron- 
zow, &c. 

Three separate parcels of correspondence of, and with, various 
ambassadors abroad, and of letters and papers relating to foreign affairs, 
in the years 1787-1790. The larger part are the letters of and to Mr, 
A. Fitzherbert and Sir James Harris, at the Hague, with a few of Mr. 
Elliot, Sir R. Keith, Lord Dalrymple, Mr. Ewart, and two or three 
others. Three notes from Geo. III., one on 25 Jan. 1788 upon a con- 
ference held by Lord Carmarthen with the new French ambassador 
(M. de Calonne) which ends thus, "1 cannot say the debut of the 
ambassador is to his advantage; I hope it may mend." Letter from 
Calonne of 31 Jan. in that year to Lord Carmarthen ; has forwarded 
two copies of his book on the finance of France, in reply to Necker, one 
of which is for the King. A memorandum by the Duke of Leeds on 
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MSS. ojthb 16 Oct. 1759 records a conversation with M. de Calonne, in which the 
ciJtofLBBDS. latter informed him thatj WlQg 8ent by the King of France to M de 

Vergennes a few hours before his death, Vergennes entrusted him 
** with a secret which might some time or other be necessary for the 
King to be apprized of, which was the Queen's having obtained six 
millions of livres, which she had conveyed to the Emperor, in return 
for which he engaged himself to pay her an annuity, and have a respec- 
table establishment for her, in case she should ever be under the 

necessity of flying from France He had seen a great part 

of the correspondence betweeu the Emperor and his sister, which was 
carried on by means of a Polish gentleman, and the Emperor had been 
very pressing for the money until it was actually remitted to him 

Al.de Vergennes expired very soon after this interview 

with M. de Calonne. The latter before he left the house took down a 
note of what had passed, and sealed it up in the presence of Madame 
de Vergennes, and the paper remained sealed till opened in the King's 
presence some months afterwards." Short letter from the Duke of 
Luxembourg, at London, 27 Apr. 1790, enclosing French news of 
the 23, with the votes of the National Assembly on that day. Letter 
from the Earl of Massareene, 26 Nov. 1788, from prison in Paris, 
where he had been for 17| years, for debt upon bills of exchange, 
representing his wrongs and sufferings in the most excited terms ; 
'* imprisoned abroad, robbed at home, misrepresented everywhere ;" 
three times shut up in the secret, once for nine days in the 44 dungeon, 
the cachot, the cell, the grotto, where the lowest and most vicious of 
criminals are put," " the greatest part of tho time without fire, candle, 
Knife, fork, spoon, shoes, stockings, or shirt, perfectly soltts, save the 
quantity offices, bugs, lice, and some vermin," and a mouse which he had 
taught to come for food ; sometimes in irons, once tied with cords. 1 

"Caractere du Prince de Galles par Mons. le Comte de B., 1789;" 
a scathing denunciation of the Prince for his vices, his profligacy, 
and follies, with a notice of his marriage to Mrs. Fitzherbert. He 
is represented as having worn out all the companions of his excesses 
but two, " un etourdi qui se nomme Hanger, ct un Capitaiue de 
vaisseau, Payne, ecervell sans fortune ;" and is said on one occasion 
at Court to have said to one of the Ladies of Honour, pointing to 
his own mother, " II n'y a rien que je deteste da vantage qu'un visage 
riant et ouvert, avec un coeur faux et mechant." 

Letters patent (in Latin), dated 13 July 1786, commissioning Francis 
Baron Osborne, Marq. of Carmarthen, as plenipotentiary for treating of 
boundaries, in pursuance of Art. 6 of the treaty with Spain of 3 Sept. 
1783 ; with the Great Seal in a silver box. 



Many boxes are filled with ancient deeds, chiefly relating to property

A line copy of the "Roman de Rott " of Jean Meon deserves notice.

By the kitidness of Louisa, Marchioness of Waterford, I have enjoyed 
the privilege of examining a portion of the large collection of papers 
which are preserved in her Ladyship's residence in Ford Castle. 

The Castle and the property in the midst of which it stands have 
descended to their present owner through a long line of illustrious 
ancestors. 

King Henry the First granted to Robert de Muscamp the lordship ot 
Wooler with its members, of which Ford was one (Hodgson, v. 210). It 
remained in this family until 34 Hon. III. (A.D. 1249-1250), when, on 
the death of Robert, it passed into the hands of Odcnel de Forde, who had 
married Cecilia, one of the coheiresses of the deceased Robert (Dug- 
dale's Baronage i. 557). 

The family of Ford had settled at Ford at an earlier period, aud one of 
them, a descendant from Odcnel, having married a Heron, the property 
passed into the hands of that stirring border family (Dugd. i. 730). 
In them it remained until Elizabeth, daughter of William Heron (sheriff 
of Northumberland, 17 Hen. VIII. ), married Thomas Cave, esq., of Etal. 
An heiress carried the property to Sir Francis Blake, whose daughter 
Mary became the wife of Edward Delaval, the ancestor of Sir John 
Hussey Delaval. Sir John was created Baron Delaval of Seaton Delaval 
21 Aug. 1786, and died in 1808. 

The documents which are preserved at Ford Castle fill twenty-three 
heavy chests, of which the larger proportion yet remains unexamined. 
Piled one upon the top of the other in a narrow closet, to move them was 
no easy task ; and the time whieh I could afford for their examination 
enabled me to do no more than to exhaust the contents of seven boxes. 
The early Northumbrian charters are of especial interest. Among the 
documents which came to light, and which are here described, is a 
series of interesting charters relative to the Cistercian convent of Stix- 
wold in Lincolnshire, about one hundred in number, and ranging from 
the reign of Henry the Second. Some Northumbrian documents are yet 
undescribed. But by far the larger number of the documents consists 
of the papers of Sir John Hussey Delaval, first baron Delaval, and the 
members of his family. A considerable proportion is of littlo value, 
but interspersed with them are many papers of no small interest. It 
is impossible to form a conjecture as to the contents of the boxes yet 
unexplored.

In plain English, on 
Tuesday next the poetical fate of Macklin and the marry'd libertine is to 
be decided." 

The same [to the same]. Advises prudence and patience in the 
present contest. " I could not afford Vj lose the winter, and my 
theatrical prospect in London was most precarious.

Dear Sir, 

I have not had a single moment to myself since I came here ; 
and upon consideration, any comments that I could write in the 
hurry 1 am in at present would only confound and mislead. It is a very 
difficult mutter to describe with accuracy and precision the tones and 
actions which would be necessary to execute such and such passages. 
It is my opinion that every other method but rehearsals before the 
person you may think capable of instructing you, would rather be of dis- 
service than otherwise to the speaker. 

I shall therefore say in general that a Jix'd attcntian to tho business 
of the scene, which Lady Stanhope has to the greatest perfection, is the 
sine qua nan of acting. In the speaking of soliloquies the great art 
is to give variety, and which only can be obtained by a strict regard to 
the pauses. The mixing of the different parts of a monologue together 
will necessarily give a monotony, and take away the spirit and senso of 
the author. 

I shall always be happy to contribute everything in my power to 
your pleasure, and if you will favour mc with a letter, and are of 
opinion that I can solve any questions in your present undertaking, I 
will send the best answer in my power ami immediately. Therefore 
don't spare me ; for I shall be proud to throw in my mite to an enter- 
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tainment which will give so much pleasure to the spectators and do M88.o?Hi>r 
honour to the undertakers.

THE MANUSCRIPTS OF LORD HOTHFIELD. 

Lord Hothfield deposited in the Public Record Office for examination Mss# 0 
by the Commissioners a few packets of correspondence of the families of i^om* 
Clifford and Tufton, Earls of Cumberland and of Thanet. The greater HoT ii!i E 
portion of these documents relates purely to domestic affairs, and their 
chief interest consists in the autographs appended to them. Among 
them are letters from George third Earl of Cumberlaud, when com- 
mandinst at sea, to his wife : others are from the Countess to her 
husband, and to her daughter the famous Anne Clifford, who became by 
marriage Countess of Dorset, Pembroke, and Montgomery. To the 
latter lady the greater number of the other letters are addressed, many 
of them being endorsed by remarks in her own handwriting. There are 
letters signed by Queen Elisabeth, and by James I. ; also a holograph 
letter of the Princess Elizabeth of Bohemia to Lady Pembroke dated

[1586] George Earl of Cumberland to the Countess. 

My suite Mege, — I pray thy lett me here as souue' as thou canst of 
the metyngo betuixte your sunne Francis and you houe he dothe and 
hou poure vobci (?) got home. Scnce your goinge I have allmost dispashad 
all my busines my snippes be upon the point of goinge, lyckelyer none 
to sped well then ever for it is sertayne Sir Fra. Dracke hatho taken one 
of the chefest tounes in all the Indayes cauled Sante Domyngoe and in 
it thry hunderethe thousand duckettes and infiuet other welthc, all the 
pepell of the cuntri folou him and he is very stronge.

n.y. Oct. 23. From the Lion. Same to same. 

Has taken a Dunkirk ship bound for Saint Lucas in Spain, has sent 
Lister to see her unladen in Portsmouth and to send all that is his to the 
Countess, which he would have her use according to her discretion. If 
there be anything fit to give the Lord Chamberlain he would have her 
do it ; it will make him the readier to do for the writer if there be 
cause. The man he has taken tells him there are four ships now ready 
in Dunkirk going for Spain. Hopes within three days to meet them ; 
if he does he will make a good voyage. 

1589-90, Feb. 6. An affectionate letter of the Earl endorsed by Anne 
Countess of Pembroke as "writt to my Mother presently after my 
Berthe when hee then Iaye att Bedford howse att London." 

n.y. Jan. 14. Newark. Same to same. 

It is told for certainty my Lord of Huntingdon is made Lieutenant of 
the North parts, and is said in secret for truth that when he is to receive 
his commission he shall receive great sums of money, to what end is yet 
unknown. 

n.y. March 13. Berwick. P. Willoughby to the Countess of 
Cumberland. 

A long and high-flown letter of thanks and compliment* from which the 
following extract will Buffice. u I can not particular all the cause I have 
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to give you thanks, my paper must be a worlde, the ink a sea and my M lob?* 
hand a soule, but I may not forget these last, your elect history and your Uotbvield. 
passionat Octavia [Cleopatra struck out]. To the last I say as Daniel 
to Nebucadnezur be this dreame far from the king and happen it on his 
enemies. If you have any she ones I wishe them worse than Antonies, 
for whan all is said that may be Antony was a good felow, Cleopatra a 
sunnshine day, and Octavia a ritch clasped boke wherein all the secrets 
of all good wifery is oontayned. Good Maddain, let not my wife open 
it therefore least she become a proselite, forsake hur bible and mistake 
my name." 

Anne, Countess of Dorset to the Countess of 
Cumberland. " Maddam, I have returned the kese of thos writings 
which your Ladyship sent mee agane to you, and for all the state of 
my bisneses Raffe can inforrae your Ladyship more perfectley then I can 
write, and houe my Lorde William Howord bathe shoed himsellfo verey 
constant to me in this bisnes, therfore if it wer not a thing to much 
contrarey to your minde I wolld humbley desire your Ladyship pase by 
all thoes unkindneses that heere to fore hathe bin ofrcd you, and to gooc 
to see his Ladey and to give him maney thnnkes for his favoucr to mee, 
hee hathe parted with that rooge Bemond, which was onsc your La. 
man, so as it seemes to mee hee is verey desirous of your love and frin- 
ship, and your Ladyship knos Soloman himsellfe sayes it is wisdome for 
a man to pase by an ofense, but I refer it holley to your plesuer. I have 
sent you by Rafe my pictuer don in litell* which some sayes is verey like 
mee, and others sayes it dothe mee rather ronge then natters race, I knoe 
you will excepte the shodoe of her hous [whose] sobstance is com from 
yoursellfe.

Her weakness was not 
known to the writer till she was in all men's opinions that were about 
her to have died that night, which was about 2 days before her death, 
and the next morning I was made to believe she was much better.

They did fight three to thiee, Lord Shan- 
doys, Lord Arundel of Wardour, and Mr. Hatton Riche on one side, 
his cousins Henry and John Compton, and one Mr. Stuart Walker on the 
other ; the survivors were all fled. 

1660 or 1661. Draft of the reply to the Commissioners for taking 
subscriptions of Peers and Peeresses, upon the Act for a Free and 
Voluntary Present to His Majesty. 

The Countess of Pembroke certifies that though her law suits and 
repair of her decayed houses in these parts have very much exhausted 
her, yet the zeal and duty she bears to his Majesty and his service are such 
as (though her ability be less) she would not be behindhand with any 
of her condition and quality in testifying the great joy she has for the 
King's happy restoration. She therefore takes the boldness to subscribe 
for the payment of £400 at the end of the following Noveml>er, as soon 
as her jointure rents shall be received. 

1661, October 22. Lincoln's Inn Fields. The Earl of Northampton 
to the Countess of Pembroke, at Appleby Castle. 

Refers to the irreparable loss of his dear wife (daughter of Lady 
Pembroke), whose body is gone down to lie among his ancestors and 
family at Compton. All his brothers, except Henry who was commanded 
by his major to his trosp there being suspicions of a disturbance, went 
quite through to Compton ; his brother Thanet and his sister went 10 
miles ; the Countess of Devonshire and others had their coaches there; 
Dr. Hardy, Dean of Rochester, is to preach the funeral sermon. 

1663, Sept. 11. Westminster. Commissioners for the Subsidy to the 
Countess of Pembroke. 

Desire her to pay to John Clutterbook, gent., appointed Collector, 
the sum of four score pounds at which she has been assessed for the 
first two of the four subsidies granted to the King by Parliament. 

The signatures of Lords Southampton, Clare, Roberts, and Newport, 
the Duke of Albemarle, Lord Craven, and Sir Chr. Hatton are appended. 

1663-4, Feb. 22. Rose Castle. Richard, Bishop of Carlisle, to Anne 
Countess Dowager of Pembroke. 

Understands by Sir Philip Musgrave that she is pleased to give 
way to the exchange of Brougham and Caldbeck, whereby two worthy 
men may be pleasured, and God and his Church in both places well 
served. Craves to be excused from making her castle his inn, his time 
being but short ; purposes to have a confirmation at Penrith on 
Wednesday March 2, and at Appleby on Thursday March 3. 
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1664, May 10. Richard Clapham to George Sedgwick, at Appleby M lSm> P 
Castle. HoTnriEUH 

Lord Thanet died on the previous Friday night. Particulars of hits 
will, Ac. 

1665, June 12. Compton House. The Earl of Northampton to the 
Countess of Pembroke. 

Her ladyship will have heard of the great victory it has pleased God 
to bless us with over the Dutch, though with the loss of many worthy 
and eminent persons, as the Earl of Marlborough who commanded the 
great James, and in the Duke of York's own ship one shot killed the 
Earls of Portland and Falmouth, the Lord Muskerry (who married my 
aunt Clanricarde's sole daughter and heir), and Mr. Boyle, one of .the 
Earl of Cork's sons. 

Report (afterwards contradicted), that Lord Wharton was dead of the 
plague. 

1665, June 27. Hothficld. The Earl of Thanet to the same. 

The loss of Dick Boyle makes a sad house at Whitefriars, and little 
did my Lady of Burlington when she was so merry lately at Hothfield 
think of that fatal cannon shot that cut in two her son, and to aggravate 
the grief, the misfortune to have the rude sea-men fling the re- 
maining part of his body which the cannon left into the sea. 

1665, J uly 1 4. Epsom. Margaret C ountess of Thanet to the Countess 
Dowager of Pembroke, at Brougham Castle. 

Sir Kenelm Digby did not die in Somerset house, but at lodgings in 
Coven t Garden. 

The Queen mother went out of town on tho 29th of last month, and 
the King and the Duke of York saw her on ship board, and she landed 
safe in France. 

Where her daughter [Frances] Drax will lie in is uncertain, as the 
house they had bought is in St. Giles, where the plague is. 

1665, August 7. (Winclandon ?). Philip Lord Wharton to Anne 
Countess of Pembroke, at Brougham Castle. 

Complains that some of her ladyship's tenants in Mallerstang very 
boldly and openly killed a sow, which very probably came out of Whar- 
ton Park, and suggests that she should proceed against and punish them. 
Refers to the obstruction of trade and commerce by reason of the sick- 
ness, and proposes that her rents due in the south should bo paid to 
him at his house at Woburn in Bucks within 6 miles of Windsor, and 
from thence transferred to one of her ladyship's houses in Westmoreland 
or Craven. 

1666, September 12. Stamford. The Countess of Thanet to the 
Countess Dowager of Pembroke, at Skipton Castle. 

I thank God I came well last night to Stamford ; and we are all very 
well ; and I hear it confirmed that Thanet house is safe from the tire, 
and likewise Aldersgate Street, the nearest that it came my house was 
Surgeons' hall on the backside my garden, which is burnt down to the 
ground . . . the Goldsmiths have secured all their money in the Tower 
which is very happy. I hear that Dorset House is burnt down, but I 
hope it is not so. . . . Whether I have a bed left at Thanet house or 
no I do not know. . . . Lord Hatton doth confirm that all is burnt 
down from Pudding Lane that is near the Bear at the Bridge foot to 
Temple Bar. I have sent a man up to London to Fotherby, that if my 
beds be carried out of the house to get some of them in again, for it ia 
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M8S. or dangerous lodging for the plague and small pox, and scarce any lodging 
HotSSip. to be had. 

1667, June 26 (endorsed August). Clarendon House. Lord Chancellor 
Clarendon to the Countess of Pembroke. 

Some action of her ladyship in a suit before the Judges, having ex- 
posed her inferior officers to those inconveniences which the necessary 
course of law will bring upon them, he desires her for their sake to 
return a full answer to the Petitioner's Bill, and she may be assured 
not only of justice, but of all the respects which justly can be paid to 
her by the writer. The concluding portion only of the letter is in Lord 
Clarendon's handwriting. 

1667-8, March 10. London. William Edge (o the Countess Dowager 

of Pembroke, at Brougham Castle- 
Lady Thanct will write to her ladyship concerning the election of 

Mr. Thomas Tufton, who is this day to be brought into the house by 

Sir Philip Musgrave and Mr. Dalston. 



In addition to the above letters, three huge manuscript volumes ot 
collections relating to the Clifford family and their connections were 
examined. 

Part of the title page of the first Volume runs thus : — 
" This is the First Booke of the Recordes concerning the two noble 
families of the Cliffords .... which Booke was compiled Anno 1649 
By the care & Industrie of the Lady Ann Clifford Countess of Dorsett, 
Pembrooke & Montgomerie, daughter & sole heire of Georg Clifford 
late Earle of Cumberland .... The cheife of which Records in this 

Booke was gotten out of several Offices and Courts of this 

Kingdome" 

The heading of that portion of the third volume which contains the 
autobiography of Anne Clifford runs thus: — 

" A Summary of the Records, and a true Memorial of the Life of me 
the Lady Anne Clifford who, by birth being sole daughter and heir to 
my illustrious father George Earl of Cumberland by his virtuous 
wife Margaret Russell my mother in right descent from him and his 
long continued noble ancestors the Veterriponts, Cliffords, and Vcscies, 
was Baroness Clifford, Westmoreland, and Vescie, High Sheriffess of 
Westmoreland, and Lady of the Honor of Skipton in Craven, and was 
by my first marriage Countess Dowager of Dorset, and by my second 
marriage Countess Dowager of Pembroke and Montgomery." 

Extracts from the manuscript containing this curious narrative, or 
from the copy of it among the Harleian manuscripts, have been printed 
before : but some of the selections which follow are new. The 
manuscript was evidently carefully revised by the Countess, as it bears 
occasional corrections and additions in her handwriting. 

*« I was through the providence of God begotten by my valiant father 
and conceived with child by my worthy mother the first day of May in 
one thousand five hundred and eight-nine in the Lord Wharton's house 
in Chanon Row in Westminster hard by the river of Thames, as Psahn 
139. Yet I was not born till the thirtieth day of January following, 
when my mother brought me forth in one of ray father's chief houses 
called Skipton Castle, in Craven. Eccl., chap. 3. For she came down 
into the north from London with her two sons, being great with child 
with me, my father then being in great peril at sea in one of his 
voyages ; for both a little before he begot me and a little after it 
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was ten thousand to one but that lie had been cast away on the mss. of 
seas by tempests and contrary winds. Yet it pleased God to preserve nornrisir. 
him so as he lived to see my birth and a good while after, for I — 
was fifteen years and nine months old when he died. 

And some seven weeks before my mother was delivered of me died 
her eldest son, the Lord Francis Clifford, in the said Castle of Skipton ; 
and the two and twentieth day of February after my birth was I 
christened by the name of Anne in the parish church of Skipton, Philip 
Lord Wharton my aunt's husband being then my godfather, my father 
being then at London, as he was also when I was born. For he landed 
in England the twenty-ninth of December before I was born, by reason 
of his great business of giving accounts to the Queen of his sea voyages, 
and he lying then at Bedford house in the Strand, where Ambrose Earl 
of Warwick died the day before I was christened, who was husband to 
my mother's eldest sister the excellent Anne Russell Countess of 
Warwick. 

About the last of March my father came down to Skipton Castle to 
us, which was the first time that ever he saw me (I being then near 
eight weeks old). And the second of April following, my father and 
my mother carrying my brother Robert and myself along with them, 
went quite away from thence towards London, and I never came into 
that after that time till the eighteenth of July in one thousand six 
hundred forty and nine, when my second Lord was then living, for 
he died not till the thirtieth of January following. And about six 
months before my then removing thither, the said Castle had then 
been demolished, and the principal buildings thereof quite pulled 
down by order of Parliament, having been made and kept as a 
garrison in the late civil wars. Eccl., chap. 8, ver. 6. 

I was but some ten weeks old when I came first up to London. Yet 
did not I nor my mother return again into the north till after the death 
of my father, remaining both of us in the southern parts as North- 
amptonshire, Hertfordshire, Kent, Berkshire, and Surrey, and in and 
about the court, and city of London all that time. 

When T was about a year and four months old died my second brother 
Robert, then Lord Clifford, in Northhall in Hertfordshire the four and 
twentieth of May, in one thousand fivo hundred ninety-one ; and ever 
after that time I continued to be the only child of my parents, nor had 
they any other daughter but myself. 

I was very happy in my first constitution both in my mind and body, 
both for internal and external endowments, for never was there child 
more equally resembling both father and mother than myself. The 
colour of mine eyes was black like my father's and the form and aspect 
of them was quick and lively like my mother's. The hair of mine head 
was brown and very thick, and so loDg as that it reached to the calf of 
my legs when I stood upright ; with a peak of hair on my forehead, 
aud a dimple in my chiu like my father, full cheeks and round faced 
like my mother, and an exquisite shape of body resembling my fathers 
but now time and age hath long since ended all these beauties, which 
ore to be compared to the grass of the field — as Isaiah, chap. 40, 
verse 6, 7, 8 ; 1 Peter, chap. 1 , verse 24. For now when I caused 
these memorials of my life to be written, I have passed the sixty-third 
year of my age. 

And though I say it the perfections of my mind were much above 
those of my body. I had a strong and copious memory, a sound judg- 
ment, and a discerning spirit, and so much of a strong imagination in 
me as that many times even my dreams and apprehensions beforehand 
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mss. op proved to be true. So as old Master John Denham, a great astronomer, 
[oTnriBLD. tnat sometimes lived in my father's house, would often say that I had 
— much in me in nature to show that the sweet influences of the Pleiades 
and the bonds of Orion mentioned in that thirty-eight chapter of Job, 
verse 31, 32, 33, were powerful both at my conception and nativity. 
But happy births are many times attended on by cross fortunes in this 
world, which, nevertheless, I overcame by the divine mercy of Almighty 
God, — Psalm 121. And from my childhood by the bringing up of my 
said dear mother, I did as it were even suck the milk of goodness, which 
made my mind grow strong against the storms of fortune, which 
few avoid that are greatly born and matched, if they attain to any 
number of years, unless they betake themselves to a private retiredness, 
which I could never do till after the death of both my husbands. In 
my infancy and childhood by the means of my said aunt of Warwick, I 
was much beloved by that renowned Queen Elizabeth, who died when I 
was about thirteen years and two months old ; and my mother outlived 
that excellent Queen the same time of thirteen years and two months 
over. 

And the first of September in one thousand six hundred and five was 
the last time I ever saw my father in the open air, for then I took my 
leave of him on Greenwich heath in Kent, as he brought me so far on my 
way towards Sutton in Kent, where my mother then lay after I had 
been and stayed the space of a month in the old house at Grafton in 
Northamptonshire, where my father then lived by reason of some 
unhappy unkindness towards my mother, and where he entertained 
King James and Queen Anne with magnificence — which was a time of 
great sorrow to my saintlike mother till I returned back again to her 
from my father the said first day of September — Psalm 90, v. 15, 16, 
17. 

The thirtieth day of October (being Thursday) one thousand six 
hundred and five in the third year of the reign of King James died my 
noble and brave father, George Earl of Cumberland in the Dutchy 
House by the Savoy at London near the river of Thames, when he was 
almost three months past forty seven years old, my mother and I being 
present with him at his death, I being then just fifteen years and nine 
months old the same day ; where a little before his death he expressed 
with much affection to my mother and me, and a great belief that he 
had that bis brother's son would die without issue male, and thereby all 
his lands would come to be mine, which accordingly befell about thirty 
eight years after, for his brother's son Henry Earl of Cumberland died 
without heirs male in the city of York the eleventh of December one 
thousand six hundred forty and three. 



I must not forget to acknowledge that in my infancy and youth and 
a great part of my life I have escaped many dangers both by fire and 
water, by passage in coaches and falls from horses, by burning fevers 
and excessive extremity of bleeding, many times to the great hazard of 
my life, nil which and many cunning devices of my enemies I hnve 
escaped and passed through miraculously, and much the better by the 
prayers of my devout mother, who incessantly begged of God for my 
safety and preservation. — James, c. 5, v. 6." 

[After giving a lengthy account of the suits at law and other 
disputes between her uncle, the new Earl of Cumberland, and 
her mother the writer proceeds.] 
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" I must confess with inexpressible thankfulness that though through the M88. of 
goodness of Almighty God and the mercies of our Saviour Christ Jesus, hothpibi,d 
Redeemer of the world, I was born a happy creature in mind, body, and — 
fortune, and that those two Lords of mine to whom I was afterwards by 
the Divine providence married were in their several kinds worthy noble 
men as any there were in this kingdom, yet was it my misfortune to have 
contradiction and crosses with them both. With my first Lord about 
the desire he had to make me sell my right in the lands of my ancient 
inheritance for money, which I ncverdid nor never would consent unto ; 
insomuch as the matter was the cause of a long contention betwixt us, 
us also for his profuscness in consuming his estate and some other 
extravagances of his. 

And with my second Lord becau.se my youngest daughter, the Lady 
Isabella Sackville, would not be brought to marry one of his younger 
sons, and that I would not relinquish the interest I had in five thousand 
pounds, being part of her portion out of my lands in Craven. Nor did 
there want divers malicious willers to blow and foment the coals of dis- 
content betwixt us. So as in both their lifetimes the marble pillars of 
Knole in Kent and Wilton in Wiltshire were to me oftentimes but the 
guy harbours of anguish. Insomuch as a wise man that knew the inside 
of my fortunes would often say that I lived in both these my Lords' 
great families as the river of Rhone or Rhodanus runs through the 
Lake of Geneva without mingling any part of its streams with that 
Lake — for I gave myself wholly to retiredness, as much as I could in 
both those great families, and make good books and virtuous thoughts 
my companions, which can never deserve affliction nor be daunted when 
it unjustly happeneth, and by a happy genius I overcame all these 
troubles, the prayers of my blessed mother helping me therein. 

The twenty-fifth day of February one thousand six hundred and nine 
as the year begins on New Year's day, I was married to my first 
husband, Lord Richard Sackville, then but Lord Buckhurst, in my 
mother's house, and her own chamber in Augustine Friars in London, 
which was part of a chapel there formerly, she being then present at my 
marriage. 

And within two days after I was married died my said Lord's father, 
Robert Sackville, Earl of Dorset, in little Dorset House in Salisbury 
Court at London, by whose death my said Lord and I came to be Earl 
and Countess of Dorset. — Job y c. 7, r. 1. 

And the twenty-fifth day of July one thousand six hundred and ten, 
a year and five months after my said first marriage was my cousin 
german Henry Lord Clifford, only son to my uncle of Cumberland, 
married at Kensington, near London, to the Lady Frances Cecil, 
daughter to Robert Earl of Salisbury, Lord High Treasurer of England, 
& then the greatest man of power in the kingdom, which marriage was 
purposely made that by that power and greatness of his the lands of mine 
inheritance might be wrested an! kept by strong hand from me. Which 
notwithstanding came not to pass by the providence of God, for the 
issue male which they had between them all died, and they left only 
one daughter behind them, who is now Countess of Cork." 

[Then follow accounts of her children, three sons and two daughters — 
the sons died young, but the daughters became Countess of Thanet and 
Countess of Northampton respectively; of the great lawsuit in 1615 
about her estates and its settlement; the death of her mother in 1616 at 
Brougham Castle in Westmoreland ; the death of her husband in 1624, 
and the malice of his brother Edward. Her second mairiage to Philip, 
Earl of Pembroke took place on 3 June 1630. In 1641 died her uncle 
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MSS. ot the Earl of Cumberland, and nearly three years afterwards his only 
Lord son.] 

— " And when the Civil Wars between the King and the parliament began 

to grow hotter and hotter in England, my said Lord and I eame together 
from Wilton (12 Oct. 1G42) with my younger daughter, then the Lady 
Isabella Sackville, and the next day we eame to London, where my said 
Lord went to lie at his lodgings in the Cockpit in Saint James's park 
over against Whitehall to be near the parliament. But I and my daughter 
went to live in Baynard's Castle, which was then a house full of riches 
and was the more secured by my lying there, where then I continued 
to lie in my own chamber, without removing, six years and nine months." 

[In 1649 she visited Skipton and Appleby Castles, for the first time 
since her infancy, she having succeeded to the Clifford estates in York- 
shire and Westmoreland on the death of her cousin. 

After the Countess's removal to the North, her narrative assumes 
more the form of a diary, but has little of historical value. It is mainly 
a record of her changes of residence from Skipton to Appleby, and from 
Appleby to Skipton, varied by occasional sojourns at Brougham Castle ; 
the births and deaths of the members of her family, and their connec- 
tions, and of the visits paid to her by them ; the visits also of many of the 
judges when on circuit ; her endless lawsuits with her Westmoreland 
tenants ; and the rebuilding or repairing of the many castles, churches, 
chapels, &c. on her estates. The last event recorded is the death of her 
worthy cousin Sir John Lowther, when about 73 years old, on 30 
November 1675. The Countess herself died at Brougham Castle on 
the 22nd March following, and was buried in Appleby church.]

n. d. Baldwin Wac contirms the grant made to the canons of St. 
Peter " de Brunna '' by Baldwin son of Gilbert, Adelina his wife, and 
Hugh Wac his father, of the churches of Brunna, Morton, Helpingham, 
Westdeeping, Hicham, Scelingou, Bercham, Stowe, nnd Trapeston. 
Witnesses — Roger and Hugh Wac, Helias de Baiocis, Hugh and 
Walter do Boebi, Thomas and Peter de Anesi, Ralph de Briwocurt, 
Baldwin de Waspa, &c, &c. 

.- 1276. St. Wilfrid's day. Retford. Alexander son of Henry le Norays 
of Clawurth grants to Walter Prat of Retford, for a certain sum paid 
to him and an annual rent ef one penny, five acres of land in Grenelay 
with a meadow lying in le Holmer. Witnesses — William de Grenelay, 
Thomas Daniel of the same, John Prat de Retford, Hugh Brun, 
Robert son of John the tanner, Adam Scotus, Adam Leveret, Elias de 

Retford, clerk, and others. 
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1278. Retford. Robert son of Hcary of Tyreswelle and Alice 
llirdman wife of Robert, grants to John son of Robert do Grenlay, for 
a certain sum of money paid to them, a rood and a half of land in Sul- 
croft in the territory of Grenlay, at one halfpenny rent in lieu of all 
services. Two seals attached. 

1285. Hngh son of Hugh de Grenley grants lands to Ralph Prat of 
Grenley, for a certain sura of money paid to him, and an annual rent of 
two silver pennies. 

1282. Vigil of St. James the Apostle. Derby. Hugh de Gurneye 
dwelling in Bolton by Derby, with the consent of his lords Robert de 
Saucheverel and Robert de Dethek, grants all his lands and tenements 
in Bolton and Alwaston to the abbot and convent of Parcho stanT. 
Witnesses — Hugo de Stredleg, William de Shaddesden, John Fennel, 
knts., Ralph Saucbeverel, William le Fraunceys de Osmund, and others. 
One seal. 

n. d. Adam son of Ric. do Grenelay assigns to Thos. son of Ric. de 
Grenelay one acre of land in ihe territory of Grenelay, for one half- 
penny rent and the sura of eight shillings paid down " in mea necessi- 
tate." Witnesses— Robert de Wuntona, Adam son of Ralph, William 
son of Lcvcneti, Geoffrey de Marcha, Thorald his brother, and others. 

n. d. Magister Alanus de Bolleshouere brother and heir of Henry 
Norreus grants to Philip de Ulecotes his land " de Clay " in Stretton, in 
Fenton, in Leirton, in Greneley, in Retford, and in Weston, which the 
Lord J. king of England gave to Henry Norreus his brother when 
he (John) was Earl of Moreton, and afterwards confirmed when he 
was king, for the service " unius paris calcarium deaurator' domino regi 
ad Pentecost' reddendor'," &c. Witnesses — Reginald de Rupe, Richard 
de Wellobec', abbots, William, prior of Blida, Will and Eliasde Buelwell, 
Robert de Wlrigton', Reginald de Bernevall, John de Harewrch, Robert 
de Clifford, and others. One seal. 

1294. Retford. William son of Adam Leveneth of Retford grants 
to Roger son of William Leveneth of the same, for a certain sum paid to 
him, half an acre of land *' in campo de Grenley." Witnesses — Robert 
son of John the tanner of Retford, Thoma9 Danyel of Grenley, &c One 
seal. 

All the deeds relating to Elston in this collection appear to have 
been copied into a large volume by Robert Darwin, who was born in 
1682 and died in 1754 ; he began the work in Nov. 1713, according to 
a note made in the volume. The property to which the deeds have 
reference had passed into his hands from the Lascelles family in 1708. 
This volume also contains copies of seventeenth century deeds concerning 
lands in Kirton, Marton, and Lincoln. 

Among the letters and papers of later date at Creskeld are the 
following : — 

1643, Dec. 1. At our Court at Oxford. Charles I. to all Sheriffs, 
Colonels, &c. whom it may concern. Having formerly granted to Sir 
Robert Mansell and his assigns the sole making of all sorts of glass in 
the kingdom, for which a yearly rent was to be paid, which for sundry 
years past is in arrear, the said Sir Robert had assigned to Mr. Hercy 
(sic) Pate the making of all broad glass, 3*. upon every case of such 
glass being agreed to be paid to the King by Pate. Pate's workmen in 
Staffordshire, taking advantage of this time of trouble had combined 
with certain glasiers and others (rebels from London) to the damage of 
Pate. These workmen are straightly charged to perform their covenant 
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dakwiv with Pate, and any glass sent to London or other place in rebellion is to 
^ be seized and disposed of. 

1647, May 4. Inventory of the personal estate of Geo. Lascelles, 
Esq., late of Elston, exhibited in the Prerogative Court of Canterbury. 
27 May 1647, Amounting to 670/. 5*. 4d. 

1654, Jao. 26. Inventory of the goods, &c. of Miles Chambers, of 
Grantham, woollen draper, deceased. 

1659. A relation of his carriage when the Lord General Monck 
declared for the Parliament — by George Lascelles, Quarter-master to 
Colonel Hacker. 

When left chief officer Lascelles received orders from Lambert to march 
the troop northward. Could not trust thirteen men in his troop, so 
left them at Oakham, and marched with the rest to join Monck. At 
Boroughbridge was unhappily surprized, and he with three others was 
carried prisoner to Newcastle. There Capt. Nicholas Lockyer ex- 
hibited some articles against him, and he was to have been tried for his 
life, when the news came to Lambert that Col. Wilkes and the rest had 
concluded a peace. Upon that he was dismissed and returned to 
Nottinghamshire, where he heard that Monck would not ratify the 
peace ; so away he went to Coventry in the night, when he beard that 
place would be delivered up to the Parliament, which was so, Col. Sir 
John Norwich being instrumental in it. &c, <&c. 

Attached are " Articles (5) exhibited against Quartermaster George 
Lascelles." 

Parchment endorsed "Capt. [George] Lascells certificate of his 
sufferings by his family and of his bravery, conduct and courage.'* 
His grandfather had given away to a son younger than his father an 
estate of 800/. a year. He was imprisoned at Northampton for a long 
time after the fatal fight at Naseby. After Worcester Henry Lascelles, 
his near relation, was instrumental in saving Charles from violence, 
<ftc, &c. 

n. y., July 6. Coventry. Fra. Hawley to . His Excel- 

lency Lord General Monck has given the writer a commission to com- 
mand the regiment that was Col. Hacker's, now quartered at Warring- 
ton. Desires the person addressed to meet him there. 

1660, Sept 27. Cockpit. Ann Monck (Duchess of Albemarle) to 
Lieut. Lascelles. Her husband thinks that no more horses should be 
bought, he having two already, because of the speedy disbanding of the 
army. Sends her love to his mother. 

1667, May to Nov. Book containing receipts and expenditure of the 
Duke of Albemarle, kept by Capt. George Lascelles (equerry ? to the 
Duke). 

Some of the receipts were for rent of lands at Theobalds, Moor Park, 
Cheshunt, and Enfield, the Duke's pay as Colonel, 1/. a day, &c, Ac. 

Among the payments may be noted — for tobacco and pipes, 1/. 5*., 
three barrels of mum, 10/. 10*., three pairs of shoes for the Duke, 15s., 
hair powder, 9*., two shirts for the kitchin boy, by order of the 
Duchess, 5*., Mr. Hanmer for pictures and hangings, 10/. 15*.. glazing 
New hall House, 3/., Ottho Hoynck for four pictures, 6/., given a mau 
that brought the Duke of York's picture by order of the Duchess, 2/., 
"for a shuite for Mounseir," 7s. 6d., 20 chaldrons of coals, 37/. 13s. 4rf., 
bringing the same, 13*. 10rf., various sums for the clothes and teaching 
of Lord Torrington, &c, &c. 

1674, April 14. Commission of Arthur Earl of Essex to George 
Lascelles to be captain of foot. 
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1676, June 6. Mem. showing that Capt. Geo. Lascelles had sold his dakwik 
company of foot, then in Ireland, to Mr. Geo. Lyndon for 400/. 

1707-8, March 16. London. Edmund Lascelles to M™ Ann Darwin 
at Ekton Hall, near Newark. As ordered, he has furnished his cousin 
Natt. Thorold with 10/., who is not yet gone to sea, for the Government 
lias taken 50 men out of his ship upon this critical juncture of affairs. 
The Queen's guards are now on their march towards the north. 

1749, April (rec d Apl. 26.) Chesterfield. Erasmus Darwin to his 
brother M r Robt. Waring Darwin, Old Southampton Buildings, Hol- 
born. Some verses and local gossip. 

1749-50, March 17. London. E. Darwin to Robt. Darwin, esq., 
at Elston, near Newark. Endorsed, "from Bob, with the cause of 
earthquakes."

R.E. [These initials were erroneously at* 
tributed to Henry VII. by the late Mr. Horwood in the third report 
of the Historical Manuscripts Commission, p. 272, and he gives the 
name of the recipient of the letter as Sir Willian Hastings instead of 
Sir William CaUhorp.]

Papers infourmid that the prices of Grayne did ryse excessively and specially 
wheat, We did as it late appeered by our proclamation, resolve to 
forbeare the furdre proceeding therin at that tyme, so as we fynde the 
successe therof to have well insued, and the prices to have Reasonably 
abated ; And now because we still perceave that the carryeng out of any 
wheat shulde be hurt full, which we in no wise meane, and yet that the 
quantitie of Barley and Malte is so greate in that countrey as it may be 
better indured to sell sora convenyeut quautitie to strangeres, and ther- 
with doo allso understande that suche ministers as our saide Treasorer did 
nppointe, had shipped before knowledge of our proclamncion a quantitie

16. — 28 February 1631. The Board at Whitehall to His Majesty's LbStkamgs 

Commissioners for Norfolk. Paper*. 

Empowering them to compound with any gentlemen in Norfolk for 
Knighthood, taking not less than 3£ times as much as the parties stand 
at in the subsidy, but more if they see cause. Further, giving them 
power to examine pleas put in by divers persons claiming discharge as 
not liable. They are directed to use all lawful means "by the assistance 
of the High Constables in every division as by your owne particular 
knowledg to enform yo r selves of the true state and livelyhood of each 
person soe pleading" to take into composition those found '* answerable 
to the vallewes for which others have compounded," and to threaten such 
as neglect with a legal trial in the Court of Exchequer. 

Then follows a list of 65 persons, of whom G2 have pleaded that they 
were not seised of £40 per annum at His Majesty's Coronation and three 
years before, while the remaining three are marked as haviug pleaded other 
pleas that have been over-ruled by the 13arons of the Exchequer as 
insufficient and dilatory. 

17. — 26 April 1632. Toby Peddcr to Robert Banyard.

and in doeing every of you the greatest honor we cann by leaving a 
memorial to posterity of each man's bounty registered under his name in 
a fayre lidger booke which for that purpose shalbe forthwith provided." 

Signed by John Hassall [Dean] and Foulke Robartes, John Spendlove, 
Nicholas Howletr, Edmund Porter, and Edward Younge [Prebendaries 
of Norwich]. 

19. — IS April 1631. Charles I. to the Earls of Portland, Lindsey, 

and others, and to all Justices. 

Copy of Proclamation reciting that whereas he has at this time great 
need of Saltpetre, he empowers any three or more of them to enter break 
open and work for it " in the lands or possessions of us or any of our 
subjects in England & Wales and all priviledged places, & to make 
Saltpeter & thereof powder" to take carts, paying for them 6d. a 
mile, also to take for that purpose sea coals, outhouses, barns, &c. paying 
for the same at a reasonable price. 

20. — 2 July 1635. James Calthorpe to Armiger. 

Encloses letters from Mr. Day and Mr. William Armiger. Is coming 
to Bush am. Requests him to move Mr. Coke for the sight of evidence 
in his custody.

Declaration made against such recoveries as have been 
acknowledged by infants to be voide. " Both bowses attended the King 
this afternoonc at Whitehall, who caused my lord Keeper to declare to 
them, that his armie was marcheing, and noe delay of supplies must he 
made, in a very gratious mild & meeke expression." 
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25. — 15 July 1040. Norwich. Sir John Holland B*. Sir Hamon Lk&trasob 

L'Estrange and others to 1/ Colonel James Calthorp. Papbbs. 

Have received directions for the mustering of the trained flbrces of 
the county, " for the safetio ami defence of the Kealine in this time of 
nction " ; requires him forthwith to call his company before him, to see 
that all tho arms are repaired and made serviceable, that the company is 
augmented to the full number, ami then to muster them completely 
armed and ordered, with all the inferior officers, at Hempton Green on 
Monday the 10th of August before 9 a.m. " Every Musquetteer fur- 
nished with a sufficient quantitie of powder and match, where an exact 
view is to be taken of their number persons and armes, and the true use 
of their armes." Further he is required to send in a Muster lloll of the 
whole Company, with tho condition of their aims and the names of the 
inferior officers, the name* of defaulters, returns of the quality and 
quantity of ammunition, and in what place kept and by whom.

The facts are these: — About two months siuce there came to his house 
one morning a keel man of Lynn who said that two gentlemen in the 
outer Court desired to speak with him. He sent his servant ; They told 
him that many soldiers of the King's party had been sent as prisoners 
from Lynn to Boston ; they overmastered their convoy and wanted the 
keelman to take them to Scarborough ; he said he was not able but 
would land them at Heacham, and that Sir Hamon L'Estrange who 
lived near and hail appeared for the King, would shew them favour; 
they now desired to speak with Sir Hamon ; he refused to see them so 
they departed. Immediately after he sent for Pedder who asked his 
advice. The Keelman confessed that he had used Sir Hamon's name to 
get them to Heacham. Sir Hamon recommended Pedder to report the 
affair and to use his own discretion as to hindering their escape. After- 
wards some of the prisoners & their convoy came to his outer Court and 
the weather being very hot asked for drink, which his butler gave them 
without his direction ( 4i tho' I might safely justifye that charity to a 
Turk) and this is the sum of all that buysiness."

Its now said the new Baron Norton (who comes o r circuit) 
ahalbe removed to the King's Bench, & Sir Job Charlton made Baron, 
& Sir George Jeffryes (the Recorder) made Cheife Justice." 

46. — Copy, dated 8 January, 1683-4, of petition to II. M. Lord Petre 

to the King [Charles II.] 

Hopes that H. M. will pardon the presumption of a dying but 
dutiful subject in giving a short account of himself. Having been now 
above five years in prison under a false calumny of a horrid plot against 
His Majesty's person and Government, aud being now by God's Provi- 
dence called irto another world before he could prove his innocence by 
public trial, he protests solemnly that Titus Gates swore falsely that he 
saw him receive a Commission from Johannes Paulus de Oliva 
appointing him Lieut'-Genernl of an Army which was to come into 
England, and declares that he never saw or heard of any such commis- 
sion to himself or anyone else.

Has lately heard from Mr. Negu.s that the Duke of Norfolk some 
days since received an order from the Earl of Sunderlaud to the effect 
that H.M. approved of the persons therein named to be Deputy 
Lieutenants of Norfolk ; this much surprised the Duke who had not 
presented any of those persons to the King. As the order was not 
under the King's hand or Privy Signet his Grace could not legally 
comply with it, but had asked the King's leave to go beyond sea, and 
was going as soon as possible. At least five Roman Catholics were in 
the list. Some say the Earl of Yarmouth will be made Lord Lieutenant 
of Norfolk, but Edward L'Estrange thinks the Duke of Norfolk will 
continue to hold the office. The Bishop of Norwich has not yet been 
ordered to exhort his clergy to recommend the repeal of the test and 
penal laws.

The Most Christian King has given his most 
royal word for safe conduct going and returning.

" My heart akes for fearc of that addle-headed stubbornegirle of mine 
that has the honour to be under the Protection and Charity at present 
of your roofe."

In it were some round balls which fell to dust, some coloured 
glass beads, a bit with chain and bosses curiously enameled, but so small 
that they seemed to have been made for some creature smaller than a 
horse. Lower still was found an entire egg covered with a hard 
mummy, blackish, pitchy somewhat like Spanish liquorice. Inside 
this were 20 silver coins " perhaps scarce to be equalled in England " ; 
two were of Consular time, the rest of Augustus, Domitian, Vespasian, 
Nero, and other Emperors ; they were nearly as broad as a sixpence but 
three times as thick ; the faces very fine. Underneath were a number 
of human bones, so many that many men must have been buried there.

Among tho historical characters who successively lived at Rufford 
Abbey after the dissolution may be named the Earls of Shrewsbury, for 
three generations, Sir George Savile, first Marquis of Halifax, and Sir 
George Savile, the popular member for Yorkshire in the time of 
George III. ; but the manuscripts still preserved there show few traces 
of these illustrious residents. The collection has, however, considerable 
value and interest. It iucludes : — 

A Chartulary of the Abbey drawn up in 1471, a copy of which is 
among the Harleian MSS. in the British Museum. Thoroton, the 
historian of Notts, appears to have made careful use of this Volume, and 
one or two brief notes in his handwriting are made therein. 

Many deeds of gift, &c. to the abbey from the time of Henry II., and 
documents relating to the property of the Savile family in Nottingham- 
shire and the West Riding of Yorkshire ; the following seem noteworthy 
among them : — 

Henry II. Grant "de teloneo, passagio, et pontagio " to the abbey 
and monks of Rufford. Witnesses : Thomas Cane', Richard Bishop of 
London, Reginald Earl of Cornwall. Dated at Westminster.

Acknowledging 
his efforts to compound the unnatural and unkind difference and ques- 
tions between his cousin Francis Peake, and his brothers and sisters, 
although there had not hitherto grown such fruit thereof as the pains 
and travail deserved.

Sir George Savile, afterwards Marquis of Halifax, had a command in 
the Yorkshire Militia at this time. 

A series of family letters ranging from about 1696 to 1733, the 
earliest being addressed to "M r George Savile at Christ Church in 
Oxford." Early in 1700 is a letter addressed to the same "at M r 
Wotton's at the Three Daggers near the Temple Gate Fleet Street," 
Savile at that time being a student in the Temple. In June 1704 is a 
letter to " Sir George Savile, Barron* in Gerrard Street, near St. Anns 
Church, London," from his grandfather. The following are noteworthy 
among the remaining letters : — 

1706, April 4. Council Chamber at Kensington. Copy of Order in 
Council about Papists, referring to the great boldness and presumption 
of the Romish priests and Papists in the kingdom, and requiring the 
Lord Lieutenant of Notts (John, Duke of Newcastle) to summon the 
Deputy lieutenants to take a distinct and particular account of all Papists 
or reputed Papists within the respective subdivisions of the county, with 
their qualities, estates, and places of abode. 

This is inclosed in a letter from Haughton, dated May 22, of Robert 
Chappell to Sir G. Savile at Rufford, stating that the justices have had 
a meeting at the Crown inn in Mansfield, and will meet again at the 
house of Mr. Edward Jackson in East Retford. 

1710, Sept. 4. Copy of a letter of Sir G. Savile to the Duke of 
Leeds, declining to interest himself on behalf of the Duke's candidates 
in Yorkshire and Notts. 

1714, May 9. Edward Copley to Sir G. Savile. Thanks him for 
promoting his brother to Thornhill Church. Recommends a young lady 
to his prudent consideration, pretty young Madam Savile [of Methley] 
his worthy departed friend's only daughter ; her mother may give her 
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what fortune she pleases, she is very agreeable and pretty, of a fine mild Savubmss. 
temper and gentle behaviour, Ac. 

1715, Nov. 9. Southwell. Edward Becher to Sir G. Savile at Rufford. 
Wishes to know the truth of a report that his outhouses and haystacks 
had been set on fire by some rogues in revenge for showing his good 
affection and zeal for the government, and offers help. 

1727, June 15. London. B. Savile to her son Sir George Savile. On 
the death of George I. — Your sister and I saw him (Geo. II.) proclaimed 
at Charing Cross * where there was vast hosays and we thought visible 
satisfactions.' Mrs. Devayn went close to the King and Queen's coach 
when they came from Richmond yesterday to observe them and saw the 
King look very heavy and thoughtful ; and the Queen's eyes were so 
extremely swollen and red as she had not seen the like. This concern 
for a father at such a time I think adds to their good character. 

1727, June 20. [London.] Gertrude Savile to her brother Sir 
George Savile. 

" As to your enquiries about mourning upon this melancholy occasion 
I suppose you have the printed general orders in the country ; but more 
particularly what we are informed by Mr. Lesure and several others is, 
that your dress must be cloth, with only three buttons, weepers, cambric 
turnover, black sword and buckles, " shamy " shoes and gloves, black 
worsted stockings, no powder for a few weeks. Mr. Lesure says your 
black for Lord Cadogan will not do . . . . We are told your chil- 
dren need not be put into mourning, Lady Pontefract (who is lady of 
the bed-chamber to the Queen) does not put hers in mourning. Lord 
Lichfield and Lady Hinchinbrook are two more precedents of the same. 
I believe you ought to have a night-gown of something of black and 
white, or grey, but will enquire further about that and let you know. 

All things here are quiet (except the prodigious hurry about mourning) 
and peaceable, as if nothing of moment had happened. Joy is the 
universal fashion, without any mixture of concern ; all parties seem 
pleased and full of hopes. The malcontent clergy who were so in the 
late reign (I know not why) now preach obedience, loyalty and unity. 
Those who have never been at court before, or not for thirteen years, go 
now there, never were such crowded drawing-rooms. . . The King and 
Queen's behaviour upon this occasion everybody agrees is very handsome, 
with a proper gravity and concern in their countenance, and condescen- 
sion and goodness to all. There is a very just, I think, and fine character 
of the late King in last Saturday's Journal, whose memory deserves some 
gratitude from us, I think something more than I see paid to it." 

1728, May 29. Note of a meeting at the King's Arms in Pall Mall 
of twenty-one gentlemen from the three Ridings of Yorkshire in support 
of Sir George Savile as member for the county in succession to Sir 
Thomas Wentworth. 

Many other papers also relating to his candidature. 

There is also a bundle of correspondence relating to Yorkshire 
elections dated between Sept. and Dec. 1733. Among the writers are 
Sir Wm. Strickland, Lord Carlisle, and Lord Malton. 

Another bundle contains the following papers, among others of no 
importance : — 

1715, Oct. 2. Owthorpe. Julius Hutchinson to Sir George Savile at 
Ruflbrd. 

Is apprehensive that by hauling so many people to gaol against 
whom there is nothing to object but that they are papists the 
executionera of those warrants and their friends too who have signed 
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SAvitB M88. th em mft y be rendered so odious in the sight of their country that they 
cannot be serviceable to his Majesty. They may seize indeed, but 
their persons will not be secure in the gaol unless they who are 
militia officers will be content to wait at the doors, as they have as yet 
no soldiers under them. 

1715, Oct. 2. Letters of St. Andrew Thornhagh and J. White to 
Sir George Savile on the same subject, 

1715, Oct. 18. Newcastle House. The Duke of Newcastle to Sir 
George Savile and the Deputy Lieutenants of Notts (Copy). 

Thanks them for their services in preserving peace at this critical 
juncture, but asks pardon for differing in opinion about the construction 
of that part of the Order from the Council which relates to the seizing 
of Papists and Nonjurors. He thinks it extends to all papists and 
nonjurors in general as they must be more or less disaffected to the 
government. 

P.S. " We here make a slight business of the Rebellion in Northum- 
berland, but you may judge better of it than we can, however the 
enemies of the Government appear every day so barefaced that all 
possible care ought to be taken to suppress them and to bring them to 
their deserved punishment, which can never be too great for men who at 
once endeavour to destroy the religion and liberty of a free people." 

1715, Oct. 25. Newcastle House. Same to same (copy). Has 
received with the greatest pleasure the accounts of the seasonable 
loyalty of the towns of Nottingham and Worksop. Has spoken to the 
Duke of Marlborough about sending troops to Nottingham, and a regi- 
ment of dragoons is already marching there. 

At Mr. Savile's estate office in Thornhill, Yorkshire, are many court 
rolls from the time of Henry VII. downwards, of the manors of Thorn- 
hill, Shelfe, Stainland, Eland, Skircote, Rawtenstall, Ovenden, Hepton- 
gtall, and Wadsworth. Dated 40 KHz. 19 Jan. is an original indenture 
between Sir Geo. Snvile, knt,, John Lacy, of Brearley, Esq., and 
the freeholders of Wadsworth (Ambrose Greenwood, Thos. Naylor, 
Kichard Wadisworth, Luke Stansfeild, and upwards of twenty others), 
whereby the right of common in Midgley is granted to the latter ; 
signatures and seals are attached.

— ■ TRUST OFFICE, WALKDEN,. LANCASHIRE. 

Some years ago nine boxes of miscellaneous historical and legal 
papers were removed from Bridgewater House, London, to the offices of 
the Trust. These were in the course of the year 1885, by direction 
of the trustees, sorted and scheduled by Mr. Strachan Holme, the 
Estate Clerk, and the order to which they were reduced by the care of 
that gentleman has greatly facilitated the examination of them for the 
purposes of the Historical MSS. Commission. 

The papers consist, to a large extent, of the legal collections of Sir 
Thomas Egerton, the first Lord Ellesmere, who held the offices of 
Solicitor-General and Attorney-General from 1581 to 1594, of Master 
of the Rolls from 1594 to 1596, and of Lord Keeper and Lord Chan- 
cellor from 1596 to 1617. Of the rest, many are papers of the first two 
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Earls of Bridgewater in the 17th century, and some belong to the family Bridobwitfb 

of the Earls of Derby. The papers that fail within the purview of the 

Commission's inquiry are described in the following pages according to 

their present arrangement in parcels, for the object of facility in future 

reference. A collection of dockets of Letters Patent granted during the 

time of Sir John Puckering, Lord Keeper from 1592 to 1596, have not 

been noticed, because they are, as a matter of course, to be found on the 

Bolls. And of papers belonging to the last century the following have 

been passed over : — I. Papers about property in Marine alias Wellcloae 

Square, London. II. A few business papers, including coal accounts, 

relating to the Bridgewater Canal. III. Papers in connexion with a 

trusteeship of the Waldegrave family, including many letters of the 

widow of George, the fifth Earl, who died in 1794. 

Four charters relating to Buildwas Abbey, Shropshire, call for special 
notice, alike for their intrinsic interest and as being (with one other) 
the earliest documents in the collection, while with regard to one of 
them there is a curious question as to its date or authenticity. They 
will be found under Shropshire, in the alphabetical arrangement of 
counties. 

None of the papers printed in Mr. J. Payne Collier's Egerton Papers, 
edited for the Camden Society in 1840, axe to be found in this collec- 
tion. They are still preserved at Bridgewater House, in London.

VI. Lincolnshire. — A collection of court-rolls and other documents 
relating to the manor of Earlshall in Frarnpton, which belonged

A large mass of papers relate to the manor of Wollnston, which was 
acquired from the Crown and the Duchy of Lancaster by Lord Chancellor 
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Bbidoewateb Ellesmcre. They consist chiefly of lenses, and of a few court-rolls from 
MS8 , the time of Q. Eliz. to that of Q. Anne, but amongst them is an agree- 
ment, signed and sealed on 13 Oct. 1631 by 25 freeholders and tenants, 
for the enclosure of certain lands by the Earl of Bridgewater and the 
assignment of other land in compensation, being a confirmation of a 
former agreement made to the same effect on 11 Oct. lb 10. Of the 
25 signatories only four aflix their mark. In a series of letters from the 
earl's agents, one, John Lock man, in a letter which is not dated (written 
towards 1640) informs him of the death of Mr. Peele, vicar of Wollaston, 
and mentions that the annual value of the vicarage is between £50 and 
£60. There are lists of u quernkeepers " in 1630 and 1634, and from 
the latter of these we learu that this name designate* *' such as have 
and keepe maulte mylls or quernes." Those who had had them in 
use for many years in their families refuse to discontinue them, on the 
plea of prescriptive right ; others promise to lay them down, and to 
make use of the lord's mill.

This is printed from a certified copy made twenty years later, in a 
decision at Savigny confirming the subjection to Buildwas both of 
Basingwerk and St. Mary's abbey, at p. 51 of Joseph Hunter'e 
Ecclesiastical Documents, Camden Society, 1840. 

ii. Charter of King John, while Governor of Ireland, to the abbey of 
Buildwus. 
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"Johannes filius doraini Regis Anglie, etdominus Hibernic: Omnibus BwDOKWATrn 
ministris et baillivis suis de tota Hibernia Sa lutein. Sciatis me divini Mss * 
amoris intuitu et pro salute aniine mee et omnium antecessorum et 
successorum meorum dcdisse et concessisse ct preseuti carta mea 
confirmosse abbnti ot monachU de Bildewais in liberam ct puram et 
perpctuam eleraosinam unum batellum ad piscandum in aqua juxta 
Duvelin que vocatur Avenlif, ad sustentncionem iofirmorum suorum. 
Volo autem et precipio quod ipsi et piscatores eorum de eodem batello 
talem libertatem piscandi habent in eadem aqua quale in piscatores do 
bate 11 is meis propriis de Duvelin habent.

Seal 
lost. 

iii. A charter which has been twice printed as a charter of Hen. II., 
but which presents considerable difficulties. We have here what pro- 
fesses to be the original, somewhat mutilated by damp, and wanting the 
seal. The witnesses' names would at once assign it to Hen. II., but the 
handwriting cannot be earlier than the middle of the thirteenth century, 
and is more probably thirty or forty years later. If therefore the 
grant it?elf be genuine, the inference must be that the document 
is a copy made because the original itself was perishing. It is 
printed in the Monasticon, and again in Mr. Gilbert's Chttrtularies of 
Si. Mary's Abbey (Rolls' Series, 1884), vol. I., pp. 79-81 ; but as this 
document professes, at least, to be the original, and there are some few 
variations in the texts, it is worth reproducing in full.

Has terras cum omnibus 
pertinenciis suis in ecclesiis, in capellis, in bosco et piano, in sa- 
bnlis et gliseriis, cum omni wrech quod in terra illorum venerit, in 
pratis et pasturis, in aquis et molcndinis, in stagnis et vivuriis, in 
viis et semitis, in piscariis et piscnturis, in portubus et villis, infra 
burgum et extra, et in omnibus aliis loeis et omnibus altis rebus 
con cess i prefato abbati de Bnldewas et succcssoribus ejus. Quare volo 
et firmiter precipio quod monachi predicti monasterii sancte Marie 
juxta Duwelin abbati do Buldewas subjecti sint, et prenominatas 
terras et omnes elemosinarum douaciones que eis facte sunt vel 
imposterum fient, tarn in rebus ecclesiasticis quam in secularibus, 
ad ejus disposicionem tractent, habeant et teneant, adeo libere et 
quiete, plenarie et integre sicut aliqua abbacia vel domus religion is

On the folded lower margin are written the following words, at 
varying distauces from each other, in a hand of the end of the thirteenth 
cent., or beginning of the fourteenth : —

iv. Consent by Henry de Lacy, Earl of Lincoln and Constable of 
Chester, to the exchange by the abbot and convent of Buldewas of 
their grange at Caldene in Staffordshire for lands at Edwyneye in 
Shropshire belonging to the abbot and convent of St. Mary at 
Crokesdeue. Dated at Blankeford near Bourdeaux, 10 June, 1287. 
Seal lost. This is printed in the Monasticon from this original, which 
was in Dugdale's time in the possession of the Earl of Bridgewater. 

X. Staffordshire. — A parcel of parchment deeds, numbering 134, 
almost entirely relating to property in the parish of Dilhorne (anciently 
Dulverne) and its township of Forsbrook (Fotesbroc), and chiefly of 
the reigns of Hen. III. — Edw. 111., with a few of later date. In a 
grant from Letitia de Stan tun to her son William, of the middle of the 
13th cent. (No. 28), one English term is given, "unamacram jacentem 
in Morrfourlong, que vocatur Anglice le poil acir." Nicholas, prior of 
St. Thomas without Stafford, is witness to a grant from Henry son of 
Roger de Kaverowulle and Mary his wife, circa 1300 (No. 37). In 
this grant there is the curious spelling of " aprowyamentis," " aprowy- 
andin," " aprowyare," for appropria mentis, appropriandis, appropriate. 
The wife calls herself on her seal, not Mary as in the deed itself, but 
Mnriota de Pulv'he. Many of the seals in this parcel have been 
carefully sewn up in wool and paper, which, from writing on the 
latter, appears to have been done in the time of Q. Eliz., when the 
property came to the Egerton family. Ralph Basset of Sapcote has 
for his " sigillum secretum " a stag's head (22) ; to a very tattered early 
deed of William, lord of Caverswall, is attached a heraldic seal, fretty, 
thereon a bar, " [S'] domini Will, de Caresw." (21) ; and the same coat 
is borne by Richard, lord of Caverswall, in 1318 (1 12). Other armorial 
seals are those of Sir Ralph Basset of Cheadle in 1337 (64) ; Sir James 
de Stafford in 1354 (63) ; and a fine impression (but border broken) of 
that of Ralph, Earl of Stafford, in 1351 (62). There is one example of 
an inscription (that of " Roberti de Fotesb'c," 36) engraved in a 
reverse way, by a curious mistake on the part of the engraver whiclr is 
occasionally met with. No. 139 contains *'a table in forme of a

pedegrce directing the conveyances of the lands in Dulverue, Fosscbrooke, Bridobwatbr 
Fnlforde and Chedle unto Rauffe Egerton, esq., nowe owner thereof"; ^S* 
with references to the various deeds concerning them. No. 131 is a 
copy of the poll-book for the hundred of Seisdon, at an election [t. Geo. 
I.], when the candidates were " Wrottesley, Gower, Bagott and Crewe." 

XI. Wartcickshire. — A parcel of deeds relating to Astky, the im- 
propriate rectory, and the site of tho College, up to the time of James I. ; 
commencing with two of the time of Henry II., as follows : — 

i. Grant from Thomas de Estleia, with consent of his wife Ala and 
his heir Walter to Rich, de Cusinton of land in Soudleia. Witu., Hervic, 
clerk of Chelverdescote, Seer de Stokes, Will. Crusset, Robert the 
Cook, John de Flamville, &c. White seal ; an eagle. (5.) 

ii. Grant from the same to Robert the Cook of land which John de 
Hacking held on the day on which Philip de Estlege, the grantor's 
brother, died. Witnesses : — William de Hardredeshulle, Hugh de Bibbes- 
worth, Seher de Stokes, Henry de Morton, Guy de Morton, Philip de 
Stokes, &c. Same seal. (7.) 

In 26 Edw. III. a later Thomas de Asteleye uses a rose on his shield of 
arms : " Sigillum Thome domini de Astele." In 40 Edw. III. he, as 
Sir Thomas Asteleye, son of Giles de Astelcy, makes a grant of rents to 
the Dean, Canons, anil Vicars of the Chantry, of the Church of B. Mary 
of Asteleye in augmentation of the portions of the Vicars. To him on 
9 Feb. 25 Edw. III. Margery, lately the wife of Thomas d' Asteleye of 
Hullemoreton, assigns (in a French deed) all her goods and chattels iu the 
manor of Hullemoreton ; a fragment of her seal remains, bearing two 
shield?, with two crosses of differing form. The official of the arch- 
deacon of Coventry in 1407 issues a notification to Sir William de 
Asteley, lord of Asteley, and to the Dean of the collegiate church 
there, that he has sequestrated the profits belonging to the prebends 
of John Howbel and John Wynkcpyry, on account of their neglect of 
duty with regard to the daily and nightly service in the church. 

XII. Westmoreland. — A few papers of the last century about lead- 
mines at Hilton and Morton, with a long letter about the working of 
the mines from John Gilbert to his brother, dated at Manchester, 14 
June, 1758, and copies of letters from Edward Rawsthorn in 1737. 

XIII. Shire Papers. — In a miscellaneous bundle relating to various 
estates, which is thus marked, and which consists chiefly of law papers 
of the time of Q. Elizabeth, are vellum rolls (decayed by damp) of 
returns of concealed lands in the counties of Berks, Bucks, Devon, 
Gloucester, Lincoln, Middlesex, Monmouth, Somerset, Sussex, Warwick, 
Wilts, York, and others. Inclosed with them is a notification to the 
Attorney and the Solicitor-General, signed by W. Burghley and Wa. 
Mildmay, and dated 4 March, 1585, that, the Queen having by n Great 
Seal dated 10 Aug. 1583 granted to Sir James Croft, knt.. Controller 
of her bouse, power to search during two years for concealed lands, a 
book is to be prepared of the same, with reservation of yearly rents to 
the Crown ; and the value of such lands granted to Sir J. Croft in 
Bucks, Middlesex, and Sussex, is certified to be £12.5.11. 

In this bundle there are also : — for Bucks, a deed by Robert Malet, of 
Quainton, in 1314, with his seal of arms; rental of Pychelesthorne, 
20 Rich. II. (1396), and several early rolls of persons entitled to loads 
of wood there ; some decayed rentals and court-rolls of Ivingho, &c. ; 
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Bbidotwater and the poll-book at the election for the county on 8-9 Jan. 1700. 
" — Leicestershire and Staffordshire. Examination before Will. Skeffington 
and Lord William Paget in Staffordshire of Mr. Walter Ferrers and others 
for supposed complicity as to the proceeds of a burglary committed 
at Leicester by Thomas Harrison of Elford, confession of Edw. Littleton, 
letters from Edward Bradshaw, Will. Skeffington and Peter Warburton, 
and warrants signed by Lord Stafford ; March-Apr. 1605. Lancashire : 
lists of justices of the peace in 1590 and 1592, specifying those that 
have taken the oaths, with orders respecting the same. Nottinghamshire : 
deed of sale by Dame Margaret Stanhope, widow of Sir Thomas Stanhope, 
knt., of Shelford, to Sir John Holies of Houghton, of all the goods and 
chattels in the house at Shelford, saving the heir-looms, because her 
husband had not left enough to discharge his debts, defray the funeral 
charges, or keep his family together for two months as provided in his 
will; 31 Aug. 1596. Petition, &c, about the manor of Mansfield, 1602. 
Somerset : Manors of Curry-Revoll and Bridgowater. 

XIV. Wales. — i. A very imperfect series of account-rolls of receipts 
and expenses of the bailiffs of the lordship of Bromfield and Yale 
(including Ruabon and Wrexham) in the county of Denbigh. 

The first roll is of the expenses of John Griffith, 21-22 Rich. II. 
(1397-8.) In the roll for 21-22 Edw. IV. (1481-2) there is a frequent 
entry, which is continued in the rolls of Hen. VIII., in the accounts of 
various officers, that the rents are lower than usual " pro eo quod adhuc 
quam plurima tenementa ibidem jacentin et domus eorum combusta 
fuerunt per invasioneiu et accessionem rebollium domini Regis do 
partibus Wallie, et nondum reparata, propter absenciam quam pluri- 
morum tenentium, et ob nimiam paupertatem eorundem tenendum." 
These rolls appear to end in 36 Hen. VIII. 

ii. Court Rolls of the same lordship from the time of Hen. VIII. to 
that of James I. There are also single rolls of Wrexham of 39 Edw. 
III. and 14 Hen. IV., and one of Chaulton of 10 Hen. IV. 

iii. Several parcels of leases and other legal documents, relating to 
the rectory of Grcsford in Denbighshire (granted by the Dean and 
Chapter of Winchester to Q. Eliz. 1 Feb. 1581-2), and to Mold, Northop, 
Rhuddlan, Holywell, &c, in Flintshire, to lands (with a chapel) in 
Denbigh, Carnarvon, Flint Salop and Devon, formerly belonging to the 
preceptory of Knights Hospitallers at Halston, Salop, sold by Q. Eliz. 
to Geo. Lee, 15 March, 1560. These reach from the reign of Hen. 
VI. to the time of the Commonwealth. Inquisition post mortem of 
Henry Stanley, esq., 1539. Inventory of the goods and chattels of 
Sir Robert Salusburie, knt., deceased, in the counties of Denbigh and 
Merioneth, 5 June, 1601. Schedule of lands in Wales which descended 
to his son and heir. Anagram on the name of Lady Mary Herbert upon 
her marriage [i.e. " Sidney's sister," Mary Sidney, on her marriage 
to Henry Herbert, afterwards Earl of Pembroke] ; signed W.R :—

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iv. A parcel containing letters and papers relating to tbe Lord Presi- Biui>ge*u.tef. 
dent and Council of the Marches of Wales ; 1591-1642. Many letters ^ 

of lawyers (Jo. Brydgeman, Sampson Eure, &c.) relating to a disputed 
case at law in 1636-7 as to the power of the Council respecting in- 
continency and matters of legacy ; and papers as to the jurisdiction over 
the four English counties, including Lord Bacon's arguments, in 1608. 
List of Royal Instructions preserved among the records at Ludlow. 
Entry-book of cases heard before the Council in Jan. 1631. Letter to 
Sir John Egerton from Thos. Stanley, dated Knokin, 18 Nov. 1616, 
about collection of rents. Letter to the Earl of Bridgewater from 
Magdalen Bagenall, dated at Conway, 8 Sept. 1637, about the purchase 
of some lands. 

v. A parcel containing letters to the Earl of Bridgewater, the Presi- 
dent of the Marches, from Capt. George Betts, one of the officers at 
Ludlow Castle, in 1631, and from Henry Eceleston, steward of the 
King's household there, from July 1640 lo July 1642. These are 
endorsed bv the Earl, and in many cases there ore copies of his replies. 
Eccleston's letters frequently contain strong complaints of difficulties 
met with in the management of the household. The following extracts 
give all the notices that relate to public and political troubles. 

1641, 2.5 Oct. "This present affords no other occasion whereof I 
might give your honour any advertisement , but that which is scarse worth 
notice : of Sir Ro. Harlow's vehement course in pullinge downe the cross 
at Wigmore the 27th September, and caused it to he beaten in peces, even 
to dust, with a sledge, and then laid it in the foote path to be trodden on 
in the church yeard ; and after, upon the 30th day, beinge Thursday, 
he puld downe the cross at Laynterden [Leintwardine], and broke the 
windowes in the church and chauncell, and beate the glass soiall with a 
hammer, and threw it into Teame, in immitntion of Kinge Asa, 2 Cron. 
15, 16, who threw the images into the brook Kydron ; and because ho 
could not come at Kydron, he threw it into Teame, as Mr. Yeates, one 
of h. chaplins, said. He was also at Eamstre [Aymstrey] to have done 
the lyke, but the parish and Mr. Lake the minister withstood him, and 
so he departed for that time." 

1641, 22 Nov. " Here hath bene some sturr this last wicke by meanes 
of a letter sent by post on "Wcnsday at night last the 17th of this instant, 
directed for his Majesties speciall service, to Mr. John Astone at Ludlow, 
and in his absence to Richard Griflyths, who hath taken his shope, and is 
after a sort his servant. Yt came from Sir Robert Harlow ; the effect was 
in these wordes ; ' looke well to your towne, for the Papists are discoverd 
to have a blody designe, in gcnerall, aswell agan this kingdome as else- 
where.' And the same newes it semes came to Bewdley, and caused them 
all in the towne to be up in armes, with wach all night in very great 
feare ; and here the towne hath kept wach ever since ; and at Brampton 
Bryan they were all in armes upon the tope of Sir Ro. castle, and tooke 
up provisions theyther with them, and in great feare ; all which puts the 
countrey in a great amase." 

1642, 29 May. " Amongest many distractions and rumoures it is much 
reported that the Kinge, or the Prince, or both, are like to be here ere 
longe, which if it should so happen I humblie desire to know what your 
honour's pleasure is, wheather 1 shalbe anythingc forward in inakeinge 
any provisions upon your charge, or wheather to offer the small stor& 
that is here remayninge to theyr officers, and leave tho rest to them ; for 
loath I should be to doe more or less then what your honour's pleasure 
is, upon your charge." To this the Earl's reply, dated at Barbacan, 5 
June, is, "All I can saye is, that I beleeve not the rumors and reportes 
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Bbidsfwateb spread© nmongst you. Yf either the Kiug or Prince doe come to 
M88. Lndlowe, it is Htt they shoulde have their castle at their dispose ; but 1 
knowe no reason why I shoulde finde them dyett ther. Their owne 
officers can best tell howe to make provisions for them, for my purse is 
not large enough to beare the charge thereon". Therefore 1 thinke you 
neede [not] to troublo yourselfe with that care or paines, unlesse your 
helpe be desired by their officers without my charge." 

There are also two letters from Edw. Martyn at Ludlow castle, in 
1637-41 ; and one from Sir John Brydgeman, dated 3 July 1636, 
endorsed by the Earl as relating to " customo of eating and drinking at 
Communion Table ; case of Stretton in com. Salop, dismissed upon 
answere of the parson there," in which the following passage occurs : 
" I have received your lordship's letters of the 25th of June last, and for 
the custome therein mentioned, it is true, as I heare, that it is claymed 
in many parishes both in Hereford and Shropshires, and hath bene 
usually performed in the churche, but I do not heare that there was ever 
any allowance geven thereof by this Councell ; but it is true that some 
of the parishioners of Stretton in Shropshire of late exhibited a bill in 
this court against one Mr. Haukes, parson there, to compell him to 
performe that custome, whercunto he answered, shewing the unfittness 
to have eating and drinking in the churche, yett offering to do it in a 
convenient place ; which matter was moved in the begining of this 
terme, being the first tyme I hard of it, whereupon we were so farre 
from relieving the plaintiffs that we dismissed the defendant with good 
costs." 

vi. Three parcels of papers relating to the appointments of Sheriffs 
and Escheators in Wales, in 1631-1642, containing many letters as to 
the character and fortune of persons proposed for office ; letters from 
gentry deprecating their appointment ; list of sheriffs in all the Welsh 
counties, and the English border counties from 1624 to 1639 (No. 14) ; 
list of escheators in Wales, 1631-5 (Xo. 22) ; 

Among the letters are ; — one from Lord Carbery to his " brother " 
Lord Cottington, for the relief of his cousin Rowland Gwynn from being 
sheriff of Carmarthenshire, Golden Grove, 15 Oct. 1635 ; from Sir 
Peter Legh, " your lordship's olde unckle," to the Earl of Bridgewater, 
Haydoek Lodge, 15 Oct. 1635 ; from Rowland Whytc, Richard Bulkeley, 
JSir Tho?». Myddelton, Lady Audrey Dunsraore, " cosen " George Hope, 
-"cosen" George Puleston, Walter Rumsey, Hugh Owen, Sir Nich. 
Overburv, Tyni. Tourneure (one of the Welsh judges) &c. In a letter 
from Thomas Alured (who is addressed by the Earl as " Cousin ") dated 
from Copthall, 21 Sept. 1636, the writer says, "My lord [qu. the Earl 
of Dorset ?] I thanke God is well setled at Copthall, an house richly 
furnished within, and abundantly provided for without, as hay and wood 
and charcole ; and within, theceller stored with beere,and the chambers 
so fitted that my lord removed nor brought either bed or stole, nor any- 
thing save plate and linnen. They have also taken Lowton, 3 miles of, 
where the Lady Wroth lived, for the Lady Savile, who is big with child, 
to lie in this winter. On Sunday last his lordship was at Otelandes, 
where the Spanish Embassadour had his audience, and layd that night 
at my lord Dunsmore's house iu Surrey. The next Sunday the Lordes 
meete at Windsor, whither the King will please to come because he is 
not willing to have the Queen's Court endangered by the great resort 
which is usually on Sundays and Councell-dayes. And he is also 
desirous that the Lordes should be better accomodated, which at Windsor 
they may be rather than at Otelande.**, where many are putt to thare 
shifts, which his Majesty very gratiously takes into consideration." 
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There are several parchment rolls pricked with the names chosen. 




vii. A small parcel containing parchment and paper lists of the 
captains of trained-bands, their arms, ammunition &c. in 1637-42, very 
much decayed by damp. 

viii. "Abergavenny papers.*' Paper roll showing the descent of Lady 
Mary Fane daughter of Hen. Neville Lord Abergavenny (who died 
29 Eliz. 1587) from Drewe de Balun. 

" Certaine questions touchinge the dignity of Bergevenny, with the 
answers thereto." "The title of Edward Neville of Abergavenny to 
the dignitie of the baronie thereof." A few other papers concerning the 
descent of the barony. 

ix. " Carberj papers.'* A small parcel of eleven deeds almost entirely 
relating to the settlements on the marriage of the Earl of Carbery (o the 
Lady Alice Egerton, sister of the Earl of Bridgewater, in 1652, and to 
the settlement of Golden Grove in 1639. 

x. " Herbert Papers." Papers in 1638-8 of the Earl of Bridgewater 
with relatiou to the Hon. Richard Herbert, son of Edward Lord Herbert 
of Cherbury, who married the earl's daughter Mary in 1627; the 
marriage settlements ; and a series of rentals of the Herbert property in 
Anglesea and Carnarvonshire in 1598, 1609 (with comparison of value 
in a survey taken 1 Phil, and Mar. 1554), and 1637. There is also an 
account-roll of the bailiffs of Gilbert, Lord Talbot, for Tallibolyon and 
Turkeiyn in Anglesey for 1414-15. To one of the deeds is attached a 
very fine impression of a double seal of the Earl of Bridgewater : on the 
obverse, the full coat of arras, with crest and supporters ; on the reverse, 
the crest of the lion rampant supporting a pheon. 

The Welsh Shrievalty papers are supplemented by a few English ones, 
chiefly for the years 1632-7, amongst which is a letter from Sir Peter 
Legh to the Earl of Bridgewater, desiring exemption on the score of 
" ould age and unfittnes," dated at Lyme, 26 Oct. 1632.

Morzania, and David de Dorthorruld, knights. Dated at Glenlus, 
20 May, an. 36 (1285). In the copies of the preceding charters the 
attestations arc omitted. 

x. Confirmation by Mark, Bishop of Sodor ; at Kyrk-Andrew, [26] 
June, 1285. 

xi. Confirmation by John, Bishop of Sodor, " sedis apostolice in totn 
Ybcrnia et Sodria nuncius et collector," of the title of the Priory to the 
churches of the Holy Trinity and St. Rune; beaded, " super ecclesiis de 
Kyrkcrist et Kyrkmaroun." Dated at a general chapter in the church 
of St. Lupus in Man, 5 Feb. 1376. 

xii. Bull of Pope Nicholas [iv] in confirmation of No. ix. 13 Apr. 
an. 3 [1291.] 

Endorsed with this notarial certificate : " Hec est vera copia cartarum 
extractarum de autentico libro sive Regestro monasteru Candidecase per 
me Andream Meligan, canonicum dicti monastcrii, ac apostolica auctoritate 
notarium, fideliter de verbo ad vcrbum copiata, signoque et nomine meis 
solitis et consuetis signata coram hiis testibus, Uthtredo Mak Dovell, 
domino de Garrhlayn, Patricio Dunbar apparent* heredo domini de 
Mochr[un], Cudberto Cunygham, Waltero Wauf, et Donaldo Mac Dowell, 
cum multis aliis, apud monasterium nntedictum, penultimo die mensis 
Marcii, Anno Domini Millessimo quingentessimo quarto." With an 
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attestation of collation on the same day, before the same witnesses, by Bbidg kw ate r. 
Duncan Murray, " auctoritate imperiali notarium." In this certificate 
the first witness's name is written, " Wchtrcdo Mak Dowell, domino de 
Gercholaun." 

These papers came to the Egerton family by intermarriage with 
the house of Derby. 

XVI. Bolton Papers. — Amongst a mass of law papers relative to 
suits after the death of the first Duke of Bolton in 1699, are 14 letters 
from the Duke to his son-in-law, the third Earl of Bridgewater, from 
1693 to 1698. In one, dated from Hack wood, 26 May, 1694, he says, 
'* I send your lordship enclosed some news from Water Straford in 
Buckinghamshire, which is attested for a truth by an eminent minister 
here, one Mr. Acton. Sir Charles Wyndham was by .... 
aud says they ought to be whipped and dispersed, but my opinion is 
they are fifth monarchy men. Mr. Barbon desires he may go to 
disperse them, they going naked, but my son William, Sir Charles 
Wyndham, and I, are of opinion your lordship will not give him that 
order." 1 There are also five letters from the second duke in 1699- 
1700, of which two in the former year are about the removal of his son, 
Lord Winchester, from Enfield School, Dr. Rob. Uvedale, writing to say 
that " he declines all businesse and refuses to be govem'd, absenting 
himself from schoole, and by no perswasions will bee prevayl'd upon to 
follow his studyes, but takes what liberty bee thinks fitt upon all 
occasions," and the Earl of Bridgewater writing, " in short, the matter 
is a danger of Lady Faukland's daughter, and no manner of complyance 
in the scoole, aud the doctor declareing he could nott be answerable for 
him one hour.** 

XVII. Among a few Brereton papers relating to law-suits in 
Cheshire, and about the manor of Worsley, is an Inspeximus of an 
enrolment at Cheater by Sir Ralph Brereton, on 1 Sept. 1525, of the 
will of his father Sir Kondulph or Ralph Brereton, dated 2 Aug. 1523, 
providing for the foundation of an almshouse at Malpas, with a bill of 
complaint and certain depositions relative to an alleged ejectment from 
the almshouse of one John Eyre. 

XVIII. Cheync Papers A large mass of papers relative to Charles 

Cheyneand his son William, Lords Cheync and Viscounts Newhaven in 
Scotland. Account book of Francis Cheyne, esq., as Sheriff of Bucks, 
Mich. 1589-1590. Rent-rolls (from 1622), court-rolls, &c, of Drayton 
Beauchamp, Bucks. Minute daily account of provisions consumed at dinner 
and supper, from 3 Apr. to 17 May, 1630, a curious and interesting record, 
with a touching memorandum at the end ( — which probably explains why 
this portion alone of the accounts of a good house-wife was preserved — ) 
that the book was written by Anne Cheyne, wife of Francis Cheyne, of 
Chemam Boys, Bucks, that she was delivered of her fourth son on 
18 May, 1630 (the day after the cessation of the entries) and died on 
25 May. Account book of Lady Jane Cheyne (wife of Charles Cheyne) 
for household linen, &e., from 1656 to 166 1 ; with inventory of her own 
clothes in 1635, of the plate in 1657, and of her jewels in 1656, with 
their prices, in which the first and largest entries are, " a neclase of

A pare of lockets, wherein is 
22!* 18 great diamands, and 16 littell ones, the prise £342." Two interest- 
ing entries iu the household account show that Jeremy Taylor had 
baptized one of her sons (most probably in the house at Chelsea) shortly 
before his leaving London in 1658 for Ireland. " Oweing Mr. Cheyne 
more, what I had for Doctor Taler's chrisninge, £2 10*. oweing more r 
what I gave Doctor Taler, at his goeing into Irland, £5." 1 Folio 
account book of the personal expenses and receipts of her husband 
Charles Cheyne, from Dec. 1669 to June 1673. (Among the 
receipts are frequent entries of money won at chess ; but occasionally 
money is also lost. 2 In London he frequently dines at a house called The 
Quakers, sometimes at Sir John Oldcastles, and at Lockey's.) 
Accounts of the Pipe office in 1703 and 1712-27 (WiUiara Lord 
Cheyne being Clerk of the Pipe) with many notes and collections 
relative to the office, 3 including a list by Edw. Underwood in 1679, of 
all the Pipe Rolls from 5 Steph. [reditu 31 Hen. I.] to 18 Chas. II., 
then existing in the office at Westminster, or in the office of the 
Clerk in Gray's Inn, from which it appears that the Rolls of 1 Hen. III. 
and 7 Hen. IV., which are now wanting were then extant. Tax-book 
of the King's collectors at Acton in 1672. Entry-book of copies of 
letters patent relating to appointments to Exchequer offices, &c, 1671-9. 
Papers relating to the lands at Chelsea bought of the family for Chelsea 
Hospital, and manorial conveyances. Accounts of the trustees of the 
Duke of Kingston, with a scries of letters from his tutors (Dr. N. 
Hickman and Mr. Peter Platel) at Plombieres and Buisson, in France, 
1726-7. Papers relating to an estate at Killeshin, Queen's county, 
Ireland, with letters from Sir Rich. Wolsely. Grant of a pension of 
£1,200 per an. to Charles Lord Cheyne, from James II., dated 24 March, 
1687 (in a box, with a mem. that the pension was paid until Christmas, 
1688, and that Lord Cheyne died 30 June, 1698). Among many 
letters there are some relating to the elections for the county of Bucks 
in 1713 and 1714 (in which William Lord Cheyne took an active part 
on the Tory side) from Lord and Lady Fermanagh, Lord Lichfield, 
J. Fletewood, Rich. Grenville aud James Bertie, with printed papers, 
and accounts of the election expenses. Poll-books of the elections at 
Amersham in 1640 and 1680 ; with a petition to the H. of Commons in 
1 701, signed by a large number of the poorer inhabitants, against a vote 
which had passed for the restricting the right of voting, which had 
formerly been exercised by all householders, to such only as paid scot 
and lot. Abstract of the poll-book at the Bucks election in 1661, with 
marginal notes showing for which party many of the parochial clergy 
voted, marked P. for Presbyterian and 0. for Orthodox : to most names 
O. is attached. Eleven interesting letters from Browne Willis, the 
eminent antiquary, of Whaddon Hall, extending from 1706 to 1714, 
(numbered 9 and between 57-72.) He mentions that he has traced the 
dedications of nearly all the churches in Buckinghamshire by means of 
wills, and sends copies of the wills of Agnes Cheyne, 20 Nov. 1494, and 



1 It must be remembered that the lady who makes these entries was the daughter 
of the Marquis (afterwards Duke) of Newcastle, who was then in exile for his 
loyalty.

Sends draughts of the 
monuments and arms in Drayton church: " I hear your lordship out of 
your great generosity designs to new beautify that church, which when 
you doe, if your lordship will be pleased to remove the painted glass out 
of the north window of the N. isle, and entirely compleat the chancell 
east window with it, in my poor opinion it will add very much to the 
magnificence of the church, and make the altar look very solemn. If 
that and the two east windows of the N. and S. isle were regularly 
glased, it would shew much more decent and ornamental then to let the 
glass be interspersed here and there, and the arms now in the east 
window might better be sett in the other chancell windows." Sends an 
account of Drayton church " copied from a MS. of my very worthy 
deceased friend, Dr. Hutton of Aynhoe," and an account of the lands 
from bis own collections. Wishes Lord Cheyne might be created Earl 
of Amersham, «'-and real Lord Cheyne of your ancient seat of Cheynes, 
or some other eminent title in your neighbourhood, which you might 
derive from Cottslow, or Chilterne, nnd with good authority in relation 
to your ancestors might chnlenge a title from the anticnt Honour and 
castle of Berkhampsted." Several letters about the county election in 
1714, and about a book he is going to publish [the Aotitia Parlia- 
mentarian which he desires to dedicate to Lord Cheyne, who at first 
declines but is at length prevailed ou to accept it. " My account of the 
29 mitred Parliamentary Abbats . . when publish'd .... 
will doe me greater credit then my last appearing in print." A note in 
cipher from Lord Godolphin about exchequer business, dated 6 May, 
1704 (686}. Letter from Kev. John Ball, with profuse expressions of 

g-atitude ror presentation to two livings, Chesham, 27 Sept. 1711 (562). 
raft by Charles Cheyne, esq., of an inscription to the memory of his 
wife Lady Jane who died 8 Oct. 1669, to be set up in Chelsea church, 
to which she gave the roof a few months before her death, which 
draft Mr. Cheyne sent to Dr. Adum '.Littleton to be put in Latin, and 
which is returned by Littleton with his version. (7) Also (559) directions 
for a burial vault for his family, by Mr. Cheyne, with inscriptions in 
Latin and English. A parchment-bound volume contains the Sessions 
proceedings in Bucks in 1702. 

A small additional parcel is endorsed Charles Cheyne Papers. It 
contains thirteen letters from Edward Altham at Rome, about the 
carving of the above monument in Carrara marble at a cost of 700 
crowns=£200, and the making of a telescope by sig. Divini, of 11^ 
palms long, with four glasses and a diaphragma, for 45 crowns, less 15 
for an objectivo sent by Mr. Cheyne. There are also four letters from 
Altham'a brother, Lewenthorpe Altham, and one from Edm. Chaloner, 
at Rome, dated 25 Oct., 1670. This parcel also contains an official 
account-book of receipts and payments at the Custom Houso in London 
in 1677-8. 

XIX. Derby Papers. — Various legal papers relating to the estates 
of Henry, Edward, and Ferdinando, Earls of Derby, and to those

1 To ** Grigg, the 
marbler," for a monument, JE6 10s. ; legacies to the Universities, for 
poor prisoners, Ac. ; total, £1963 10*. 5d. 3. Account of the estate, of 
which Lord Keeper Egerton appears to have been executor and residuary 
legatee ; total value £3,509 7s. 7d. 4. Inventory of books found in his 
study (125 volumes), with the probate valuation. Brook's Abridgement 
of the Statutes, two editions, bears the highest value, at £2 : a " lardge 
church Byble," 13*.

An interesting and somewhat touching series of letters from Lady 
Florence Wrey (written from Tavistock) to the earl, firstly about 
sending her son the youug Sir Bourchier, to Eton, with Rev. Fermor 
Nay lor, fellow of King's College, Cambr., and son of Canon Naylcr, rector 
of Tavistock as his *' tutture," as he " requiers one persone wholly to 
himself, who ought to be with him night and day " ; and then, on his 
removal, in some disgrace, from Eton, (where, as the son himself writes, 
" I am forced by my discontent to absent myself so often from school 
that it makes me lead a very uncomfortable life") about the sending him 
to Ch. Ch., Oxford. Of Christ Church Major John Burrington writes in 
1700, " The governmsnt of that house is much commended : they tell me 
that the Dean [Dr. Aldrich] has all the noblemen once a week at his own 
table "; and the earl also writes, " Christ-Church collidge has a great 
comendation." In that year he had no less a person for his tutor than 
Dr. Bull; " Geo. Bull" give3 a receipt on Sept. 2 for mouey received 
for his pupil's use. There is also an entry of £3 4*. 6d. paid to Mr. 
Alsop for "making publiok verses on the death of the Duke of 
Gloucester " ; this is a payment for Latin verses published in the Oxford 
collection on that occasion under the name of the young Sir Bourchier. 1 
H. [Humphreys] Bishop of Bangor, writes two letters to the earl in 
1697 and 1700; the former about the Welsh estates, the latter strongly 
recommending Owen Griffith (au ngent employed by the earl) whom 
nevertheless the Bishop had dismissed from being his secretary for 
disobeying injunctions. 

XXIV. Official Papers. — In a small parcel thus endorsed are some 
copies of appointments of officers in the Petty Bag office, Records, &c, 
and papers relating to fees, and (1620-21, &c.) to the patent for en- 
grossing wills. Return of fees received for patents in 1594. Reply of 
the Clerk of the Privy Council to the Lord Keeper upon articles of 
enquiry respecting his fees.

XXV. Ecclesiastical Papers. — A folio volume, unbound, of the middle 
of the 10th century, (with an engraved number "9" on the back,) 
containing a common-place book of heads in controversial theology, 
alphabetically arranged, in which the opinions of heretics are first noted, 
and then quotations in reply follow, taken from the Bible, Fathers, and 
later writers, but especially from "Alfonsus." The heretics chiefly 
named are WiclyfT, IIus, the Wahlcnses, and Luther. At the end 
is [Walter Mapes'j poem beginning " Cur inundus railitat sub vana 
gloria," and a table of "The authors' names alleged in the Treat[ise] of 
the Crosse." 

Returns, or signi/icavits, from the Bishops of Chichester, Ely, 
Gloucester, Hereford, Lichfield and Coventry, Norwich, and Salisbury, 
and from the Archbishop of Canterbury for Oxford and Peterborough, 
vedibus vacantibus, in Jan. and Feb. 1600, of the names of Recusants in 
the several dioceses.

Articles against Mr. Carrier, vicar of Wirksworth and Carson, in 
the High Commission Court in 1G33, for entire neglect of preaching 
in both parishes, for holding Romish opinions, for being busied in law- 
suits, for employing one Mr. Botham as curate at Carson, who was a 
button-maker, a tailor, a soldier, and not in holy orders, and Edward 
Haslam as curate at Wirksworth who is charged with gross im- 
morality. 

Copy of the petition of Robert Lucy, Esq., to the House of Lords 
against [Thomas Watson,] Bishop of St. David's. [1698.] 

Letter from four magistrates to the Earl of Bridgwater as Lord 
Lieut, of Bucks, certifying that they have searched all the houses of 
papists in the hundred of Desborotigh for arms, and have summoned 
them and the nonjurors to appear to take the oaths, being four papists 
and one non-juror, (Christopher Iugby, of Chipping Wycomb, foreign 
laceman) ; 17 Jan. 171.5. 

XXVI. Exchequer Papers. — Various papers by Chidiock Wardoure, 
Clerk of the Pells, respecting the tallies in the Exchequer, and their 
facility of falsification, with reference to complaints made by him against 
Robert Petre, writer of the tallies, in 1593, and to articles exhibited 
by him against Vincent Skynner, the next writer of the tallies, in 1599, 
with papers by Petre and Skynner in reply, and a letter to the Lord 
Keeper from the latter. 

XXVII. Chancery Papers, chiefly of the time of Lord Keeper 
Egerton. Amongst Petitions are the following : — 

i. Petition to the Queen from Arthur Hall, complaining of unjust 
dealing by the L. Keeper, and misrepresentation to her of the petitioner ; 
with four letters from him to the Keeper, written from the Fleet, 
between 10 Nov. and 13 Dec. 1601, in which he upbraids the latter in 
strong terms, and two petitions, of which one is dated, 1 Jan. 1601, 
in regard to suits with Edward Sherland, serj. Hele and [Sir] Hugh 
Myddelton [Nos. 48-54]. The following extracts arc worth noting. 
"Your lp. answers no letters of suyters by indorcmcnts or in other 
manner by wryting, as I knowe I have bene tolde ; wold yt please you 
otherwyse, yt were not much amys .... as, before I was to 
desiro your favor, by commendation from the highest, .... 
many tymes synce her majestyes raigne the greatest subjects in 
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England ever have, to whome more then often I have wrytten and they bbidobwater 
answered .... Your lp. said to my man this day .... 
that the Q's majestye wyl [not] wyl you to do what by justice you 
cannot. My good 1., I know the Q. as well as you do : she wyl no 
doubt be unwylling therto : God graunte youre lp. wyll have as heedful, 
care therof as I am assured her highnes alwayes hath and wyll have ; 
and long before you were called to the height you are at, I fealt her 
large favours to me, and I hope yet shall : tho hytherto you have inuche 
hurle me, and not releived me, notwithstanding her majesty's graciouse 
mynd towards me hath spoken for me unto you . . . Do not 
my 1. disdayne or little regarde so meaue a beggar as myselfe : make me 
bounde to you, if you will to end Hele and Sherland's causes. Else 
gyve me leave in my just question to have splene, as the sylly Pismyre 
hath, which oft too much abounds in wyse men of authorytye . . 
I must tell you I was so unhnppie to be so yll advysed, as for the 
reverence I bare unto you, and oppynyon I had of your lp.'s conscience, 
to name you to be an actor for my releife . . . . I am not so 
simple, but I know what your lp. may do as but Mr. of the Rolls, 
nether what you have don in the lyko cases as myne are. If yt please 
not the Q. nor the Us. to heare the matter, I wyll lettyt notwithstanding 
be knowne to all men if I can, that I run not away with undoing and 
discredyt in the world. My 1., cary a myld inclination to afflycted 
persons ; the clamor is grevous (they say) of your sowernes to many, 
how trulye I knowe not : remorce is a qualytye most commendable in 
all men of authorytye .... I have nowe to my great loss, 
being al the whyle in prison, performed your lp.'s strickt and inexorable 
order for a fewe dayes to be grauntcd for the last payment to Hue 
Myddleton. I besech your Lp. to commaunde hym to fulfil what he 
shold, that so base and bad a man as he (which wel wold have nppered 
yf yt had pleased youe to have loked into hys actyons to me) do not 
longer abuse me nor tryumphe over me. I am my L. dy verse ways 
quyte undon (which often som unmercyful meu lyttle respect) by 
occasyon of matters before youe, and chiefly (tho bytterly besyde) in 
having her majesty's heavy displeasure, which howe I have deserved, 
and by what means yt ys procured, God wyl judge, and the worlde 
when yt shal hereafter have knoweledge of the same. I besech your 
lp. I nowe may be delyvered of westward bred Myddleton." The 
petition to the Queen begins thus : " Most respectyve Queue Elizabeth, 
If I shold not be worthy of the grace to have yt graunted that the 
proceedings of my L. Keper in such causes as, of your majestye's most 
bountyfull favor in my behalfe, your highnes commended unto him, 
which he hath managed to my undoing, yet for your roiall clemencye 
and justice vouchsafe it: And that it may be tryed whether he have verry 
untruely informed your highnes against me or no . . . .1 must 
with all humylitee remember your highnes what at Winchester nere 30 
yeares past I requested and your majesty graunted me (that honorable 
gentleman Sir Jo. Stanhope being by in your highnes pryvye chamber), 
vid., that what sinister reportes shold come against me, your highnes 
would not beleeve. Most diva Quene Elizabeth aford me as much, and 
then shall your majestye fynde how unevenly my L. Keper hath 
caryed himself against me to your highnes." Papers numbered 96, 
97, and 126, show that tho matters in dispute were debts due from 
Hall, " a man of above £1,000 land of inheritance per annum, and his 
grounds stocked " (who " lives at his pleasure in the liberty of the 
prison ") ; and a judgment on 9 June 1601, orders him to pay £500 to 
Myddelton in several instalments. The Lord Keeper has underscored all 
passages reflecting upon himself. 
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Brtdgbwatie ii. Three letters from Gifford Leeke, July — Sept. 1G01 (Nos. 39-41) 
^?5r confessing in full detail his forging wine-licenses under the Great Seal, 
and acknowledging in the humblest terms the enormity of his offence. 

iii. Statement of [Charles Yelverton] as to what passed between him 
and Sir William Cornwallis on Thursday, 15 Jan. [1599] in the presence 
chamber : " drawingc him privatlie toe the cubbord I used thies words 
followinge : ' Sir Will. Cornewaleis, I have your father in chasse for 
foule delings, and if I be nott able to make good proffc therof, he hathe 
remedio agenst me by lawe. In the mean space I wishe you forbeare 
toe give me evell reportts, holdinge it unresonable that your father 
should robbc me of my patrimonie and you of my good name.' This 
knight flinginge from me replied 1 was madd. This beinge spoken 
with a lowde voyce I followed him, intendinge toe have iterated my 
speeches in the hearinge of Sir Rob. Duddelie and Sir Rob. Crosse, 
therby to have cleared myself of that imputacon ; but beinge interrupted 
by Sir. Wm. Cornewalies, whoe, snuffing me from him with his hand, 
used thies words, 1 Awaye, thou art madd ; thou art a beggare ; thou arte 
unworthy to speak of my father ; thou arte unworthy the Queen's 
service ; I keep better men then thou nrte ; awaye, I will beate the '; 
ray replie was, 4 Sir knight, had I you out of this place I would pluke 
that periwigge of your poekie patte.' This was the forme of our 
speeches." Thereupon [Yelverton] writes to know when the knight 
would beat him, as he woidd not fail to keep any appointment he would 
make ; but is ordered by the Lord Chamberlain to forbear the Court 
and to keep his lodging ; " since which tyme I remayned prisoner ther." 
The name of the writer is learned from a judgment dated 11 June, 
1599, in which a complaint of Charles Yelverton against Sir Thomas 
Cornwallis for breach of trust is altogether dismissed. (92-94.) 

iv. Petition of 200 copyholders of the manor of Somersham, Hunt 1 ?, that 
they may purchase the freehold of their tenements from the Crown, 
without extinguishment of their common in the wastes and fen-grounds. 
(34.) 

v. Statements by Robert Naunton (afterwards Sir Robert) respecting 
a trust of property committed by him on going abroad in 1596 to Mr. 
Chester, about which there aro?e dispute on his return in 1599. He has 
a younger brother and three poor sisters depending upon him. " My 
case is ten times lesse, and lesse compatible with such a lossc, then 
Mr. Chester's is, he being a man of £1000 by yeare, and I still forced 
to live a pore scholer in the University." (104.) 

vi. Petition from Sir Richard Champernoun,on behalf of the parishioners 
of Modbury, Devon, against Mr. Serjeant Heale. Thomas Prydeaux, 
of Orchartou, esq., charged his lands with an annuity of i'5 to be paid 
to the use of Modbury church, upon an exchango of land with the 
parishioners ; but Heale, haviug purchased Prydeaux's lands, has for 
many years withheld the rent. " Moreover, besides this wronge, it 
pleaseth Mr. Serjeant Heale to beare out and uphould one Hen. 
Copleston, esq., whom tho judges of our circuitc for his lewde con- 
tempt, against them bound to his good behaviour (but Mr. Serjeant 
Heale got him released) and John Copleston his sonne, in their 
dishonest and injurious and unlawfull courses, aswell against me 
as against other gent, and poore men." He forced a man to 
swear against himself ; ** nether makes he difference of men in his 
extreme, insolent and arrogant humour, for not long since he reviled the 
Maior of Exon, terming him foole and asse," because he would not 
punish a gentleman who had been wronged by one of Heale' s name. 
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He has taken fees on both sides in a cause, and then spoken on neither. BBn 55Jy AIEE 
" I omitt many most shausfull and odious partes of his . . . . But — ' 
otherwise, his userie, miserie, lawe, and pride of his purse, hath brought 
him to that height of insolencie, ns he is growno insufferable in our 
countrey, and by some of theis doth he so subject the myndes of many 
to him as fewe or none dare to publishe their knowledg or conceit of 
him." (116.) 

Other noteworthy papers are : — 

i. Statement of the caw? of Thomas Rands, master of the Hospital of 
Spittle, against Sir William Wraie, knt., for pulling down the chapel of 
the hospital and the master's lodging and the dwelling for the poor, ho 
having bought the hospital as concealed. (83.) 

ii. Statement of the causes depending in the Star Chamber against 
Sir Sigismund Zinzan. First, he disturbed a licensed and authorized 
minister, ready to do service on the sabbath day, and appointed another 
neither licensed nor authorized, and wrote to Francis Drake, who had 
the gift of the place, to appoint his man ; and upon Drake's declining, 
because he had already appointed another, and because Zinzan's 
candidate was given to drink and notoriously unfit, wrote two scandalous 
and libellous letters, touching Drake in his place of justice of the peace. 
Secondly, because he beat Rob. Cloy, the messenger who served process 
upon him, with the assistance of Henry Sturloy, his brother-in-law, so 
that Cley was driven to run for his life into the Thames, where he 
continued for a quarter of an hour in the depth of winter. (115.) 

iii. Case of Walter Aston, a ward of the Attorney-Genera], who was 
clandestinely married to Anne Barnes, (for which she was committed to 
the Fleet for nearly a twelvemonth) from which marriage he was freed 
by sentence of the High Commission Court, 12 March, 1600; and 
notice of a case of two men attached for beating Will. Heywood, curate 
of Corfe Castle, in 1601. (63.) 

iv. Letter from Sir Thomas Areskyne to the L. Keeper, 7 June, 1603, 
interceding for the release from prison of John Arundel], on account of 
grievous sickness. " Much doth it move me to pittie that anie 
(thoughe never soe meane) without offence shoulde be soe distressed." 
(112.) 

v. Long letter from Richard Barker, at Shrewsbury, 1 Apr. 16C9, to 
the Earl of Ellesmere, about a warren. (46.) 

vi. Letter from Henry Bowes, to John Halsey, esq., Lincoln's Inn, 
12 Nov., 1655. Divers of the parishioners aro petitioning my lord for 
ill*. Hanson ; others are desirous he would stay his hand " till some (as 
theire word is), soundc able man might bo founde out for the place. 
. . . I have heard by two men endifferent well of Mr. Home ; and 
now you know all I can say of that matter ; better him then a worse. 
Yesternight my lord's farme-house in Knockin, which Robert 
Stanley held, is burned downo to the grounde." (80.) 

vii. Case of Col. M c donald ; in the time of Geo. I. Had served the 
late K. James in France, but was put on board a French ship to be 
exiled, on account of his killing a person in a duel ; the ship was taken 
by Capt. Peddnr, and, as being a prisoner on board, he was not con- 
demned to suffer as a pirate, but was ordered to be exchanged ; this 
cannot with safety be accepted, as he is liable to be tried for his life 
should he return to France ; now, after nearly eight years' imprisonment 
in Newgate, he prays for release. (18.) 
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BHDGBWATBR In a separate bundle of petitious the following may be noted : — 
M88w From Jane, widow of Bnrtram Mitforth, endorsed, " This poore woman 

was first mnried to one Sharpe, who was sister's sonne to the late Lord 
Keper" (Hatton, or Puckering?). 

To Lord Keeper Puckering from William Dowgle of Edmonton 
claimant of a moiety of the manor of Lydiard Millicent, Wilts, whose 
servant on going to take possession was seized by a pursuivant and 
others, who bound him, beat him, cut off his hair, " and notched him lyke 
a foole." 

To the same from Irriell Offarell, chief of his name, son of Offarell 
Boye, respecting lands belonging to him in Ireland. 

To the same from John Marcelline, M.A., clerk, for the living of 
Laiham, Suffolk, of the yearly value of £16 0*. 7\d. y of which the 
houses are utterly ruinous, and the now incumbent is willing to ex- 
change. 

To Lord Keeper Egerton from Elizabeth Shawe against the Queen's 
purveyor, who on 10 Jan. 1598 and at other times took two dozen and 
eight mallards, 12 teals, 3 partridges, 2 capons, 3 dozen and nine plovers, 
5 woodcocks, 22 blackbirds, and 44 dozen larks (larks being then worth 
2s. per dozen) without payment. 

XXVIII. Law Papers. — In a bundle of no general interest, there 
occurs in book-form the speech of counsel upon bringing a writ of error 
in the case of Fansbaw and Paschall about a lease of the manor of 
Denge in Essex from the Hospital of the Savoy, probably delivered 
about 1600, in which the speaker says, u there is an inscription upon 
the gate " of the hospital " ingraved in letters of stone in thois words 
followinge, viz. : 

' Hospitium hoc inopi turbae, Savoya vocatum, 
Septimus Henricus struxit ab usque solo.' "

Notes about a case brought by John Hole, a 
clothier of Wells, employing about 500 poor people weekly, against 
Stephen Milward and a great many other persons (including the mayor of 
Wells) for libellous plays acted on Sundays in May and June 1607: includ- 
ing, minstrels, for playing at cards and drinking in time of divine service, 
" actors of ihe shewe, wherein the plaintiff and other tradesmen were 
deciphered, and acted by their persons and trades," one Will Gamage, 
author of a first libel, and who " acted the holing game with pictures, in 
the lewd manner described in the bill," painters of the pictures, <fec. ; 
William William?, alias Morgan, who invented the second libel, with 
others who sent the first one to London to be printed; and various 
persons who in the Common Council voted money from the town-stock 
and church-stock to maintain the suit against the plaintiff. With a 
letter from the Earl of Hertford to Lord Ellesmerc, dated at Littleton, 
13 Nov. 1609, asking for favour to be shown to the Recorder of Wells, 
as being nenr to him, and to the mayor's son, as being his household 
servant. Notes of precedents for prosecutions for similar libels, viz., 
for a libel by one Colincr against Thos. Smalebrooke, a mercer in 
Bremingham, for his manner of buying and selling, usury, &c., which 
ended thus, 

" Read now my frindes who this catchpoole should be, 
The steward of the towpe in phiiuo tearmes tys lice, 
Smalebrooke by name, a Brooke that yeldes no fish, 
But froggs and toads, and that's no deynty diVhe "; 

for which Colmer in 5 Ja. I. was pilloried and fined ; libel against three 
tradesmen of Gloucester and their wives; &c. 

19 Apr. 8 Ja«. I. [1610]. Cause list, with notes, chiefly on a 
prosecution against Sir John Mallory and many others in Yorkshire, for 
throwing down enclosures. 

4 May — . Heavy sentences of fine, imprisonment, &c. on Sir 
Edw. Dymock, Roger Bayard, and others, for libel on the Earl of Lincoln, 
in " a very infamous and libellous stage plaie, acted on a sabboith daie, 
uppon a greene before Sir E. Dy mock's house, in vew of 300 or 400 
personnes purposely drawen thither, wherein they personated the said 
earle in apparell, speeohe, gesture and name, with much disgrace and 
infamy, and so grossly that the stauders by cryed * Shame ' uppon yt. 
And after the plaie ended, one of them appar relied like a preacher with 
a booke went upp into a pulpitt fastened to the May-pole, and uttered 
prophane and scurilous matter in manner of a sermon, concluding with 
a most blasphemous and gracelesse praier, and thereuppon songe a 
diridge and fyxed a slaundcrous rymc concerningc the earle on the mnye- 
pole, and the enrles coateof amies over yt." With notes of other suits 
between Dymock and the Earl, beginning in 3 Ja. I., in one of which 
(8 Ja. I.) the latter was fined for depopulation in pulling down a house. 

Many more cause lists to 1616, and from 1629 to 1634, with notes 
by Lord Ellesmere, and afterwards by the Earl of Bridgewater.

THE MANUSCRIPTS OF THE CORPORATION OF 

READING. 

The muniments preserved in the Town Hall at Reading are both reSihg 
ancient and uumerous. The earliest documents belong to the reign Corporation 
of Henry III. ; the accounts begin imperfectly at the close of that of 
Edward I., and from the time of Edward III. are continued with some 
degree of regularity; while from the year 1431 there are but few 
breaks in the Register of the Acts of the Mayor and Burgesses, which 
thence dates its commencement. Many of the Account-rolls, as well as 
other documents, have unfortunately been at some time exposed to damp, 
which has greatly injured them, and left some in a state almost too tender 
for handUng; but the whole collection is now well cared for. In 1866 
a schedule was made, by the care of a then assistant Town Clerk, 
Mr. S. Preston, of the number and nature of the various parcels and 
volumes; and this (which was very well drawn up) affords a ready 
means for general reference. Some of the registers and miscellaneous 
papers were used by Rev. C. Coates when he was engaged upon his 
History of Reading, whieli was published in 1802; but any future 
writer on the antiquities of the place would find much of local interest, 
hitherto unused, in the earlient title-deeds, which it did not fall within 
my province to calendar, but which deserve full description. The series 
of letters and notices during the time that Reading was a centre of 
military movemeuts during the Civil War will be found to repay exami- 
nation.* A letter from a tenant of the Corporation, one George Varney, 



* Of the history of Reading during that prominent period in its annals, I may 
mention that the Vicar of St. Laurence's parish, Mr. Guilding, has been for some 
time engaged in preparing a narrative. 
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keadiko t0 ^ e Town Clerk in 1644, gives a graphic account of the losses 
Corporation, suffered through the requisitions of the armies on both sides. 

I have to acknowledge with pleasure the courtesy of Mr. Henry Day, 
the Town Clerk, who is greatly interested in the records under his care, 
and at whose suggestion, I believe, the Corporation invited the exami- 
nation for the purposes of the Commission.

I. Fourteen Royal Charters granted to the borough of Heading from 
18 Edw. III. to 6 Will. IV., with an exemplification of the Charter of 
Charles I., under the seal (of which unfortunately only one half remains) 
of the Keepers of the Liberties of England, dated 11 Dec. 1649. The 
Charter of Edw. III., dated 10 June (1341) at Westminster, is an 
Insjteximus of a Charter of Hen. III., with a qualifying clause excepting 
the privilege that the burgesses should be " quieti de omnibus placitis." 
It is printed by Coates in his History of Reading, Appendix. No. VII., 
who, however, omits the names of the witnesses in both cases. The 
witnesses to Edward's Charter are J[ohn Stratford], archbishop of 
Canterbury, H[alph Stratford], bishop of London, R[obcrt Stratford], 
bishop of Chichester, Will, de Bohun, earl of Northampton, Tho. de 
Beauchamp, earl of Warwick, Thomas Wake de Lydel, Ralph de 
Stafford, steward of the household. Unfortunately the entire Charter 
is greatly discoloured by the application of galls for the purpose of 
rendering it more legible, although in itself it is quite clear. The 
seal, in green wax, is perfect except for one half of the inscription. 

Richard II., at Westm., 20 Feb. an. 2 (1379).— Confirmation of the 
Charter of Edw. III. Similarly discoloured. Seal in similar con- 
dition. 

Henry IV., at Westm., IG Feb. an. 2 (1401).— Confirmation. Dis- 
coloured. Seal almost perfect. 

Henry VI., at Westm., 11 Aug. an. 5 (1427). — Continuation. Dis- 
coloured. Seal almost perfect. 

Henry VII., at MayfHd, 4 Aug. an. 2 (1487).— Confirmation ; but 
adds, i. the right to have two macc-serjeants ; ii. exemption of mayor 
and burgestes from serving on juries j iii. supervision by the mayor of 
the clothworkers. Seal perfect. 

Henry VIII., at Westm., 25 Apr. an. 34 (1512). — A new Charter. 
{See Coates, p. 63.) The initial letter contains a portrait of the King, 
enthroned, with three burgesses kneeling before him, whrse names arc 
written below. Only a fragment of the seal remains. 

Edward VI., at Wes>tm., 17 May an. 1 (1547). — Confirmation. An 
outline sketch of the King is given in the initial letter. Only a small 
fragment of the seal. 

The subsequent Charters are of Q. Elizabeth (1560, Coates, n. 63), 
James I. (1604), Charles I. (1638, Coates, pp. 65-70), Charles II. 
(1667, ib., p. 71), James II. (1686), Will. IV., 1830 (respecting 
Justices of the Peace), and 1835 (granting separate Quarter Sessions). 

There is also a Confirmation by Hen. VIII. (dated at Westm., 17 Feb. 
an. 11, 1520) of articles, in English, for the regulation of the weavers' 
trade at Reading. The abbot of Reading is empowered to choose one 
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person out of three who are to be yearly presented to him, to be the rJ* 8 ' 
keeper of the seal for sealing the cloth. Of the Great Seal attached to Corporation. 
this Charter there are three fragments. — 

With these royal Charters there is also a box containing documents 
respecting the restoration of the rectories of St. Giles and St. Alary to 
the vicarages of those churches, dated 3 & 4 Phil, and Mary, and 
16 Eliz. ; with a letter from Lord Keeper Ellesmere, of 22 July 1614, 
directing their preservation in the custody of the Corporation. 



A small box containing thirty deeds from the time of Edw. II. to II. 
Edw. VI. (omitting the reigns of Hen. IV., V.), together with a 
bond in the year 1665. These early deeds are almost entirely, through • 
out the whole collection, conveyances of property in Reading, and do 
not therefore come within the scope of this Report. It may be sufficient 
to mention as a specimen the earliest one in this box. It is a grant to 
John Vachel (afterwards Sir John Vachel, Knt.) from William and 
Edith, the son and daughter of the late Thomas ie Vineter, of a messuage 
in High Street, bounded on one side by the water of Keuete; dated the 
Sat. before the f. of St. George, 19 Edw. fil. Edw. (19 Apr. 1326). 
The next, dated 21 Edw. III., relating to the same property, is witnessed 
by (amongst others) William Ruscel, mayor ; and the third, 39 Edw. III., 
by Will. Warde, mayor. Nearly all the rest of the deeds in this box 
relate to the descent of the same property, (through Vachell, Cole, 
Appleman, David Atte Hatche, Hen. Lambyn vicar of St. Laurence, and 
Rich. Warde), which was finally sold by Rich. Way to the mayor and 
burgesses, 26 Nov. 1551. Will of John Hole, dated 3 S?pt. 1461, proved 
16 Jnn. ensuing, bequeathing legacies to the churches of St. Laurence, 
Reading, and of Hurst, legacies for highways, &c. Will of Thomas 
Carpenter, dated 20 Aug. 1520. 



Parcel endorsed, •« 24 ancient deeds from the time of Edward III. to III. 
Q. Elizabeth," but really commencing with two deeds of the time of 
Henry III. 

38 Henry HI., morrow of the Purification. Copy of an agreement in 
the King's Court at Westminster betweeu the Burgesses and the 
Abbot of Reading, in a suit brought by the former about their pri- 
vileges, in which the Abbot concedes the right of the burgesses to 
hold their corn-market in the accustomed place and to have their 
guildhall with the meadow called Portmanncsbrok, paying yearly 
half a mark instead of oue penny as.before, the Abbot annually nomi- 
nating a burgess to be " Custos Gildae," and having a fee of four 
shillings on the admission of each freeman's son to freedom, and 
half the sum paid by any stranger (see Coates, pp. 50-1, ami App. 
No. V.). This is on a folio strip of vellum, cutout apparently from 
a roll of Statutes (written in the time of Edward I.,) since the line 
preceding the commencement ends with " Expiiciunt statuta," and 
the rubric " Assisa pants " follows it at the end. On the back are 
prayers in French and Latin to the B. Virgin and St. John, and 
a French poem in 34 lines on the Passion, much rubbed and 
consequently partially illegible. The first four lines run thus :—

Some of these are mutilated through damp. A deed dated 27 
Edw. III. begins with the unusual form, "Salutem in Virgine 
gloriosa." 

1500, July 28. Will of John Blunt of Swalowfyld ; to be buried in 
the church of All Saints there ; 6s. Sd. to buy a standard ( 4< vexil- 
lum ") of St. Margaret. Proved 9 October 1 500. 

One deed dated 1 Sept., 9 Hen. VI. has no connection with 
Reading, but is a grant by Robert Perneys of Abingdon, and Alice 
his wife, of a messuage in Abingdon. 

Parcel endorsed, " 23 ancient bonds, releases, &c, from the reign of 
Edw. III. to Eliz." 



VII. Parcel endorsed, " 27 ancient deeds from the reign of Edw. III. to 
Edw.

8 Hen. VI. (1429) Friday next after the f. of St. Mich. (Sept. 30) 
Indenture between the Mayor and Burgesses, whereby it is agreed 
that five marks shall be paid annually from the common chest for the 
maintenance of the Mayoralty, in exchange for the lands formerly 
assigned for that purpose. 

VIII. Parcel endorsed, " 14 ancient deeds, from the time of Rich. II. to 
Hen.

IX. Small box endorsed, " Four ancient deeds in the reigns of Rich. II. 
Hen. IV., and Hen. VI." 



X. Small parcel containing an award made 18 Nov. 17 Hen. VIII. 
(1525) by Thomas Englefeld, sergeant-at-law, and Walter Luke, gentle- 
man, arbitrators between the Abbey and Convent of Reading and the 
Burgessus, respecting the flesh-sliambles. This indenture has the 
town-seal, and is signed, " T. Englefild." 



XI. 1311-12. 5 Edw. II. «Assisa armorum in villa Radinge." A 
vellum roll, very much injured by damp, containing, in three 
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columns, a muster-roll. First come the names of eight persona, armed mss.o? 
with " glad., arc, sag., et cultell." ; viz., John la Acator, Had. de Bello, Cobpoiutj 
Ad. le Politer, Will Eldesue (« obiit ") Ad. de Madenache ("obiit ") 
Job. le Fogel[ere], Will. Cosin, Tho. Syward. Next follow 33, armed 
with bows and arrows and knives. Then follow over 235 (besides 
names lost at the foot through mutilation of the roll), armed with 
hatchets and knives (" hach' cult."). From this list an approximate 
calculation of the population of Reading may probably be made.

In the parcel with these rolls of Hen. VIII. is a fragment of a paper 
roll, with account, in English, of expenses on a journey to London on 
some business of the town, with the draft of part of a letter, strongly 
remonstrating with " my Lorde " (the person addressed, qu. the High 
Steward ?) for favouring the commoners of the town, who are free from 
tribute, rather than the burgesses who pay tribute. Probably this paper 
belongs to one of the later years of Hen. VII. 

From 1516 to 1584 the accounts are unhappily lost ; then follows a 
short series from Mich. 1584 to Mich. 1600, but wanting several of 
these years. 1601-5 are also wanting, and the series is then resumed, 
but still with many deficiencies.

— "Lodowick Bowyer, servant to the Duke of Lenox 
saith, upon his examination before Mr. Mayor, that on Thursday night 
last Sir Thoby Mathew dyed at Gravesend, and upon his deathbed 
delivered certen letters written to the Pope to the Deane of Rochester, 
and the Deane brought the letters together with 6 bishoppes to the 
Kinges Majestic. And that yesterday morninge he came from White-

XVI. Diary, No. 3, June 1637-Sept. 1617. 

6 Sept. 1637. — Two books formerly belonging to the School brought 
in and delivered to Mr. William Page to be chained and locked in the 
School as before, one being Cooper's Dictionary, given by Mr. Gabriel 
Barbour, late master of the lottery holden in Heading. 

14 Nov. 1637. — Lionel Jackson, a teacher of dancing, convented to 
show cause why he stayed in Reading ; promised to go within a 
fortnight. 

1638-11.— Tax levied for relief of the people " visited " (with the 
plague). 

13 Feb. 1638.— The new Charter read. 

31 July 1639. — Writ for ship-money read, and assessment made. 

15 Jan. 1639. — Another writ read, and assessment ordered. 

12 March 1639. — The Archbishop of Canterbury recommends 
Edward Herbert, the Solicitor- General, to be one of the burgesses in 
Parliament, and the Earl of Holland recommends Sir John Berkley 
for the other. Six voted against both of these as being strangers to 
the Corporation ; twenty for Herbert, and sixteen for Berkley. 

30 April 1640. — Sir Francis Knollis, sen., and Sir Francis Knollis, 
junior, unanimously elected for Parliament, against Sir Robert Heath, 
for whom not a single vote was given. 

15 June 1640. — The Mayor asks advice as to his best course for 
having the ship-money paid. 

19 Oct. 1640. — The same members re-elected for Parliament, " in 
open hall, without any contradiction, but with general alacrity," no 
votes being given for three other candidates, Tanfield Vachell, esq., 
Sir Humphrey Forster, bart., and Edward Clarke, esq. 

23 Nov. 1640. — Letter from the Archbishop of Canterbury sending 
£100, half-year's rent of land given by him for binding out 
apprentices. 
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17 Feb. 1640.-— Ordered that in case the Mayor or aldermen he called ^ ss,op 
in question for doing the King's service at any time, their costs and CoarooATioy 
charges shall be borne by the hall. — 

29 Sept. 1641.—" Agreed that those persones within the towne 
which were distreyned for shipmonyes shalbe agreed with, and have 
their monyes repaid unto them by the hall." 

1 Nov. 1641. — A letter read from the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
desiring that a safe and speedy messenger may be sent unto him for 
the money given by him ; agreed that Mr. Mayor shall attend my 
Lord's Grace. A similar letter read on 25 Oct. 1642. 

28 March 1641.— The High Sheriff of the county, Tanfield Vnchell 
" openly read the booke of propositions for Ireland, and a letter sent to 
him from the Lord Keeper and Mr. Speaker, touching the promotinge 
and speed inge of that service, and did then also move " the Corporation 
"to subscrihe what they would doe therein. But Mr. Sheriffs expectinge 
other bookes of directions from the Parliament touchinge that busynes, 
they referred their answer untill another meet inge." 

15 Aug. 1642. — Agreed that every one will be ready to assist by 
counsel and purse about the setting up the posts and chains, and other 
such like charges, in these times, for the defence of the town. 

2 Sept. 1642. — " Consideration being had of the greate dainger that 
this towne and tho inhabitants thereof arc in (by reason of the Cavaleers 
abroad, interlined with fainter ink), it is therefore ordered and agreed 
for the better safety of tho same (preparation of their suddayuc 
comminge and for their defeate, interlined) that forthwith a monethes 

taxe shall be made (and levyed, interlined) to raise 

monyes to beare the charges of men and horse in this towne, to ride 
out (dailie, interlined) as a scout to informo the towne of such dainger 
as they may learne and understand." 

8 Sept. 1642. — Two men brought before the mayor whom one 
Richard Deane had taken near Marlow, by virtue of a warrant to him 
from the Parliament, supposing them to be Popish priests or seminaries ; 
the oaths of supremacy and allegiance being tendered, one refused them, 
and was by the said Richard Deane on his own authority committed to 
gaol ; the other freely took both, and was discharged. 

9 Nov. 1642. — " Consultations were had nboute the execution of the 
King's warrants and dispatch of other his majesties busynes." 

17 Nov. 1642. — A tax levied " to pay those greate charges which are 
now layed upon the borough concerning cloth, apparrell, victualls, ard 
other things for his Majesties arinye." 

30 Nov. 1642.— 500/. a week required by the King for a month, by 
way of loan. 

14 Dec 1642. — Eight men to attend the several sentinels for the 
quiet passage of such townsmen and countrymen as pass and come to the 
market, according to the governor's command. 

14, 16 Dec. 1642.-1,000/. borrowed of Mr. John Struggell for tho 
King's army, on the security of the market tolls, towards the 2,000/. 
lent to the King. 

16 Dec. 1642. — List of those in the corporation who have taken the 
oath tendered by Sir A. Aston, the governor. 

2 Jan. 1642. — "Agreed that the towne shall joync with the countie 
in a petition as well to the King as to both Howses of Parliament for an 
accommodation." 
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Rkaoixo 6 ^ ft0, 16 *" 2, — ^ ^ urther loan of 2 »°W- required by Sir A. Aston, 
oobpohatioh. whereupon it is agreed that a petition be forthwith presented to his 
Majesty praying to be herein excused, " for that they are altogether 
unable by reason of their great payments, burthens and losses, which 
they have already and do daily undergoe, since the first advancement of 
his Majesties armie to the towne. Which petition with his Majesties 
answer thereupon endorsed is upon the fyle of this yeares busynes."* 

18 Jan. 1612. — By order from the King through Sir A. Aston 
Henry Bradley is dismissed from being an attorney of the court, and 
Francis Seakes admitted. 

6 Feb. 1642. — A meeting of the clothiers summoned by Sir A. Aston, 
at which he declared the King's good intentions to the town to be that 
they should have free liberty to trade to London, and desired them to 
procure like liberty from the Parliament. The Governor also read the 
Parliament's petition to the King and propositions for accommodation, 
and the King's answer, with his propositions. Some persons are double 
taxed towards the payment of the second 2,000/. «* loaned " to the 
King. 

10 March 1642.— 100/. lent to the town by Sir A. Aston. 

15 March 1642. — Petition to the King for security for the 2,000/. 
" loaned " to him. His answer " appeares upon the fyle, under the foot 
of the petition." 

20 March 1642. — Petition that the goods and cloth now in the town 
of the western men may be stayed until free trade be procured for 
Reading. 

5 aud 7 Aug. 1643. — Money raised in pursuance of a letter from Col. 
Thomas Blagge for the fortifying of Wallingford. 

Aug., Sept., Oct., 1643. — Several aldermen resign, or refuse election. 
One, Edw. Hamlin, refusing both to serve aud to pay the fine, is com- 
mitted to the Compter, but is released a fortnight afterwards on pay- 
ment. 

6 Oct. 1643. — Agreed that Sir Jacob Asteley, the governor, shall 
have 7/. a week for his allowance. 

18 Oct. 1643. — Agreed that the King be petitioned to release the town 
from the monthly contribution. 

16 Feb. 1643. — A petition to be sent to ... . [blank] at Oxford 
for free trade in cloth for the town. 

27 March 1644. — Robert Westmerland presenting a bill amounting 
to 40/. for materials aud work had and done about the garrison, " was 
promised to be paid when the King payeth the towne." 

6 April 1644. — Letter read from the King requiring the town to 
supply men for duty during the absence of that part of the garrison which 
iB gone to the Lord Hopton. 

16 April 1644. — Sir Jacob Asteley and divers officers were present when 
divers instructions sent from Oxford were read, and a new oath taken. 

8 May 1644. — Petition to the King that no one of the Corporation 
may be sued by any shopkeeper, tradesman, Ac. for anything had for 
the King's use, until he repay the 4,000/., or the county pay 1,500/. 
according to his former directions.

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15 May 1644.— The Mayor to undertake for 40/. worth of bread £**i!!g 
required for the army. " Agreed as touching the some of money Corporation. 
demanded by the Lord Generall from the towne, that answere shalbc 
given to the said Lord, that the Kings Majestie hath graciously freed 
the towne from the payment thereof, and that the towne is so much 
impoverished that they are utterly unliable to pay any money." 

20 May 1644. — "In obedience to his excellencies the Earle of Essex 
warrant," the carpenters are called, and agreement made with them 
for the making up of Cawsham bridge. 

19 June 1644. — Letter from St. John's College, Oxford, announcing 
the death of Will. Brackston, fellow ; and on 21 June, John Blackmail, 
aged near 17, "a modest, ingenious and hopefull young scholler, very 
fitt to learne logique," was elected in his place. 

25 June, 27 June, 1644. — Letters from licut. col. Lower, the lieut. 
gov. of Wnllingford, with an order from the King for 150/. for three 
weeks' contribution for the maintenance of the garrison at Wallingford. 
" Submissive " answers sent, alleging utter inability, notwithstanding 
willingness. 

18 July 1644. — Warrant from major-gen. Browne and others for the 
making up of a sufficient drawbridge in Caversham bridge.

— Mr. Pocock to be examined by the ministers 
touching his sufficiency as schoolmaster. 

I Oct. 1646.—" Agreed that a letter be sent to Mr. Vachell to free 
the towne from free quarter of soldiers, in regard of the infection and 
their great chardg in building penthouses." In Aug. 1647 a " great 
number of poor people " infected. 

9 Oct. 164G. — Tux levied for quartering capt. Morris' company, 
consisting of 3 sergeants, 2 drummers, 3 corporals, one gentleman of 
pikes, one gentleman of amis, and 60 common soldiers. " Many questions 
about a ncwe schooleraapter, but nothing resolved upon." 

21 Oct. 1646.— 40*. allowed to John Blackraan of St John's College 
" to supply his present necessities." 

4 Nov. 1046. — Mi*. Pocock's sufficiency as schoolmaster to be forth- 
with proved by Mr. Fowler and Mr. Wylde. 9 Nov. 10/. paid to him. 
18 Dec. further order for his examination. 6 Jan. 1646, 14 July 1647, 
4 Aug. 1647, further proceedings thereon. 

30 Aug. 1647. — "Agreed that a petition slialbe forthwith presented 
to the hon.

Caroli, 
Angliae, &c") 

4 July 1649. — "The dauncers of the rope were this daie forbidden to 
stay any longer in towne." 

20 Aug. 1649. — Mr. Thomas Pocock's proposals for payments to be 
made to him at his leaving the School at Michaelmas next. Mr. Will. 
Wise recommended as his successor by Mr. Dan. Uhigrave, but takes 
time to consider it. Further proceedings, 17 Oct. ; 21, 26 June 1650. 
Pocock continues to keep a private school of his own, «« for he knew 
noo la we to contradict itt." 

25 Aug. 1651. — No toll henceforth to be taken for bread brought 
to be sold in Beading market. 

14 Jan. 1651. — The mace to be new-gilt, the head to be made 
3 inches larger, tho cross at tho top and the King's arms to be left out, 
and the State's arms to be set in the place, according to the pattern 
prescribed in the Act of Parliament. 
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24 Jan. 1651. — The cost of making a new mace (weighing 80 oz.) MSS.or 

V>eing estimated at 26/. or 271. besides the price of the old one (weighing CouroBATiox. 
52£ oz.), it is ordered that the old mace he sold in London, and a new 
mace made on the best terms. 

19 March 165). — The new mace, silver gilt, weighing 91£ oz. cost 
4-1/. 12*. ; the old mace was sold for 14/. 7s. 

7 Oct. 1652. — Mr. Will Page, formerly schoolmaster, claimed arrears 
due for 9 months ; but it appeared that he had received all that was 
due at Mich. 1642, and in Nov. following the School was made a 
magazine for the King's army, and Mr. Page thenceforward never 
officiated ; further, he was sequestered about 1644 by the Committee for 
Berkshire, and Mr. Pocock appointed ; there was, therefore, nothing due. 

22 Nov. 1652. — " Agreed that the eucking-stoole be sett in the 
markett-place, and chayued to the pillory." 

19 Sept. 1653. — ''William Sample, clarko of St. Giles, was sworne 
parish register here." 

19 April 1654. — John Gripp and Edward Woodward elected for 
St. John's College. 

18 Dec. 1654.— The Right Hon. Bulstrodc Lord Whitlocke chosen 
High Steward, in the place of Col. Robert Hammond, deceased. 

Diary, No. 5, April 1665 — May 1656. XVIII. 

23 July 1655. — Mr. Reeve leaves the School because no house is 
provided. 

30 July 1655 — Mr. Robert Jennings, M.A., appointed schoolmaster. 

17 Dec. 1655. — Mr. Will. Brackston discharged of his offices of 
alderman and justice of the peace in pursuance of the Lord Protector's 
Declaration for settling the peace of the commonwealth. 

2 Jan. 1655. — " Upon the motion of Mr. Fowler in the behalf of 
himself and Mr. Ford for removing of the scandall raysed upon them 
whereby they are charged to have the swaye of the towne in point of 
government, Mr. Mayor and the rest of the aldermen now present that 
have been mayors do affirme that the said Mr. Fowler and Mr. Ford 
and either of them neuer exercised any such authority."* [Mr. Simon 
Ford was the well-known Puritan minister and writer, who after tho 
Restoration conformed, and died in 1699. Christopher Fowler was 
ejected from St. Mary's in 1662, and died in 1679.]

— The schoolhouse was used at the assizes as the court 
of Nisi Prius. 

17 March 1655. — Daniel Blagrave discharged from the office of 
steward of the borough for insufficiency and neglect, and also from that 
of one of the assistants. He was again " removed and discharged," 
10 Aug. 1657. 

7 April 1656. — Agreed that a petition be made to the Lord Protector 
for confirmation of the Charter. 3 June, agreed that " such additional 
privileges " be desired " as shalbe thought fitt." 

19 April 1656. — Richard Bulstrode elected steward, on the recom- 
mendation of the Lords Whitlocke and Fleetwood. Elected again (the 
former election having, apparently, been annulled for informality) 3 Oct. 
1657. 

XIX. Diary, No. 6, 17 May 1656—21 Oct. 1657. 

23 June 1656. — Ten shillings allowed to the bellman for warning the 
inhabitants to hang out lan thorns and candles in the dark nights the 
two last winters. 

7 July 1656. — Lord Whitlocke advises that the Charter be renewed 
as speedily as possible. Sir John Barkstead and Sir Thos. Pride to be 
arbitrators in a difference between Mrs. Harrison and the Corporation. 

14 July 1656. — Sir John Barkstead thanked for his pains therein. 

21 July 1656. — " At this tyme the Company with the ministers and 
divers other people assembled in the Townehall to seeke God for a 
blessing in the choice of a burges for this borough to serve in Parlia- 
ment. And Mr. Jemmatt and Mr. Ford performed the duties of exhor- 
tation and prayer for that purpose." Sir John Barkstead, lieut. of 
the Tower of London, elected. 

22 July 1656. — Sir John Barkstead admitted a freeman. 

15 Oct. 1656. — "Mr. Garrett, schoolmaster of the Free Schoole, made 
complaint against John Jemmatt for comming into the schoole and 
beating and misusing the schollers." 

22 Oct. 1656. — "Agreed that the Company will joyne with the rest 
of the freeholders of South stoke to defend them against the inclosure of 
the commons there." 

25 Oct. 1656. — Debate concerning additional points to be considered 
in the renewing of the Charter ; i. whether the Company or those that 
pay to the poor elect the burgess for Parliament; ii. whether the 
assizes for the county shall be held only at Reading. 

15 March 1656. — Mr. Garrard, the schoolmaster, cited by an order of 
the commissioners for ejecting scandalous ministers and schoolmasters 
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to appear at Speenhamland on 8 Apr., upon a reference from the Lord 
Protector upon the petition of Mr. Robert Jennings. 

11 July 1657. — ** This daye in the open market! in Reading the pro- 
clamacion of his Highness the Lord Protector and the Parliament, and 
the Petition and advise of the knights, citizens, and burgesses in Parlia- 
ment to his Highness, were read and published, accordiug to the tenor 
of the said proclamation." 

27 Aug. 1657. — A perambulation of the outbounds and limits of the 
borough made, in accordance with the Charter. About twenty boys of 
the Free-School accompanied the mayor and others. 



Diary, No. 7, 23 Oct. 1657—17 Dec 1658. XX. 

6 Sept. 1658. — The Lord Protector Richard solemnly proclaimed in 
the market place between the hours of 10 and 1 1 ; the warrant of tho 
sheriff, and form of proclamation, with a copy of the order of the Council, 
** remaine in the press cupbord in the councell chamber." 

17 Dec. 1658. — Mr. Joel Stephens voted out of the office of mayor, 
for that he "hath knowingly and willingly, by forreine and private 
advice and practice, attempted to acte and acted severall things against 
the judgement and consent of the major parte of the said Corporacion, 
and to the disinherison of the said Corporacion of their rights and 
priviledges." 



Diary, No. 8, 30 Dec. 1658—30 Sept. 1659. XXI. 

30 Dec. 1658. — Henry Nevill, esq., and Daniel Blagiave, esq., unani- 
mously elected burgesses in Parliament by near 1,000 persons. 

9 Feb. 1658. — Peter Burningham and William Bracksten restored as 
aldermen, upon writs. 

12 Feb. 1658. — Richard Bulstrode removed from his place of steward, 
and Daniel Blagrave chosen. 

Account of a disturbance at the meeting on 17 Dec. last, when, in 
consequence of a dispute about a suit at law upon the former " false " 
return of Sir John Barkstead as burgess in Parliament, the mayor was 
voted out of office, the cupboard aud great iron-bound chest broken open 
and the books, mace, and common seal removed. In consequence, nil 
those aldermen and assistants who took part in "these great insolent 
aud notorious misdemeanours and offences " are this day removed. 

2 March 1658. — The expelled aldermen come and take their s~ats, 
and refuse to withdraw, whereupon the meeting is adjourned. Law- 
suits follow thereupon. 

17 June 1659. — Rich. King elected from the School to be a fellow 
of St. John's College. Again elected as a scholar, 29 June, 1661. 

19 Aug. 1659. — Forty shillings allowed to John Gripp, a young 
scholar chosen from the School ; and again on 27 Aug. 1G60. Similar 
pa3*ments afterwards to other Bcholars. 

10 Sept. 1659. The expelled aldermen and assistants desire to treat 
for re-admission. 

19 Sept. 1659. Mr. Thomas Gcrrard summoned to show by what title 
he holds the School.

3 Oct. 1659. — Mr. Gerrard disowned as schoolmaster. The mayor 
closed the School-door last Friday (30 Sept.) to prevent his entrance. 

Letter sent to Mr. Jennings io tell him that possession of the School 
is kept for him. 

12 Oct. 1659. — Resolved that the order of Oliver late Lord Protector 
appointing Mr. Gerrard, schoolmaster, and all proceedings thereou, are 
groundless, illegal and null. Gerrard removed and Jennings restored. 

31 Oct. 1659. — Mr. Fowler is desired to perform divine service iu 
St. Mary's church every morning, six days in the week, according to 
Mr. Johu Kendrick's will, and to continue the weekly Friday lecture. 

Mr. Edwards being nominated as schoolmaster, he is desired to come 
and exercise the scholars. 

5 Nov. 1659.— Mr. Edwards is desired to enter on the School next 
Monday (7 Nov.), and a letter to be written to Mr. Jennings to resign 
his interest. 

29 Nov. 1659. — Mr. Gerrard is told that if he keep possession of the 
School he shall have no further pay.

5 July 1665. — Agreement to be diawn up with John Shawe, a 
founder at the Dial in Lothbury, for the making the engines for 
quenching fire. (Order for payment on 4 Sept.) " At this time (Sir 
William Armorer and Mr. Aldworth being present) it was ordered 
. . . that the hackney coaches belonging to this Corporacion be 
restrained from bringing any passengers or goods from London to this 
Corporacion during the time of the visitacion with the Plague in 
Loudon, and that the coachmen be prohibited from bringing any such 
persons or goods." Further order on 14 July. 

15 Sept. 1665. — Tax ordered for payment of searchers and buriers of 
those who have died of the plague, and of the warders employed to keep 
suspicious persons and goods from entering the town.

7 Sept. 1668.— Mr. Thomas Ireland, of Wallingford, elected school- 
master.

2 Apr. 1672. — A letter to be sent to Sir Bulstrode Whitelocke desiring 
him to resign the office of High Steward. 

21 June 1672. — Compton Read elected to a scholarship at St. John's 
College in the place of Mr. Page, deceased.

— A petition to be presented to the Duke of Monmouth 
for easing the Corporation by removing two out of the live companies 
quartered in the town ; the Earl of Clarendon to be requested to assist.

5 Feb. 1678.— Poll for two members of Parliament : John Blagrave, 
927; Nathan Knight, 766 ; Thomas Vachell, 426; Sir Will.

384. Blagrave and Knight re elected without opposition, 12 Aug, 
1679. Re-elected again, 9 Feb. 1680, Thoma* Coates, an alderman, 
retiring from a contest. 
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m^.op 18 Juno 1679.— Will. Wotton elected to a scholarship at St. John's 
i >BroR\?K)s. College, vacant by the death of David Webb. 

7 Oct. 1680. — Sarah Mayott, maid-servant, elected to Laud's charity 
as being of kin. 

23 May 1681. — Ordered that an humble address be presented to his 
Majesty, to give " their most humble and hearty thauks for his princely 
favour in publishing [his] Declaracion, and to beseech him to accept 
their loyal resolutions to oppose their lives and fortunes to the greatest 
extremity in defence of his Majesty's person, royall prerogative, his 
lawfull heires and successors, and for the preservacion of the Protestant 
religion as by lawe established against all Popish and factious endeavours 
whatsoever." [The Declaration was on the dissolution of Parliament.] 

7 Nov. 1681. A collection made in each parish on account of a fire 
caused by fireworks in the market-place on 5 Nov., one of which set fire 
to the thatch of a stable. 

24 Dec. 1681. — Letter from the King to the Mayor, requiring him to 
restrain all riots. 

26 Dec. 1681.— Warrant from the King for a brace of fat does from 
the park at Windsor. 

27 March 1682. — Agreed that an address to his Majesty be drawn up 
signifying abhorroncy and detestation against all unlawful association?. 

8 April 1682. — The said address signed by all the members present 
except two ; Thomas Blake, an assistant, saying he would have uothing 
to do with it, and Francis Terrell, jun., another assistant, desiring time 
to consider of it.

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is graunted by their Charter, and that Sir Thomas Clarges be spoken mss.of 
with to remove all incroachinents there, and that if hee refuse soe to doe coIpoiuti 'n 
that then an action at law be brought against him at the suite of the — 
Mnior, &c. as they shall be advised!" 

9 Feb. 1684. — A letter received from the Earl of Clarendon, High 
Steward, announceing the death of Charles II. " of blessed memory, 
and the proclamation of K. James at Whitehall on the 6th inst. K. James 
consequently proclaimed this day in the market-place by the town- 
clerk at 12 o'cl. "in the presence and hearing of the said Maior, 
aldermen, and assistants, being in their formalities, and accompanied 
with the clergy and abundance of gentry and the inhabitants with greate 
acclamations, the bells ringing, drummes beating, and trumpetts sounding. 
God blesse King James the Second. Amen." 

20 Feb. 1684. — Address sent to the King on his accession. 

12 March, 1684. — Sir Henry Fane and Sir Will. Rich, bart. (candi- 
dates for the representation of the borough in Parliament) desired to be 
admitted freemen of the borough ; the question was put to the vote and 
carried in the negative. 

13 March 1684.-— Election for Parliament; Sir H. Fane, Sir W. 
Rich, John Breedou, esq., and Thos. Coates, gent., candidates. The 
two former demanded a poll ; but the question being put to the vote, it 
was carried in the negative, for that thoy were not freemen of this 
borough ; and Breedon and Coates were declared elected.

— Precept received for election of a burgess in Parlia- 
ment on the death of John Breedon, esq. 

17 Nov. 1685. — William Aldworth, of London, esq., admitted a 
freeman on the recommendation of the High Steward as a fit person to 
be a representative in Parliament. The precept haviug been read in 
the Guildhall, "the said Will. Aldworth, and George Blagrave, of 
Bulmarsh Court, esq., were cryed upp by the commonalty there, some 
for the one and some for the other ; the said George Blagrave (being 
then and there present) did publiquely deny and refuse to stand in 
election, and did forbid them to vote for him. Soe none other being 
cryed upp, the said William Aldworth was elected, and soe then and 
there declared by Mr. Major to bee duely elected, there being noc poll 
demanded for any other." 

15 Feb. 1685. — A letter of thanks to be writ and delivered by 
Mr. Coates and Mr. Aldworth to the Lord Treasurer.

14 Feb. 1687. — Order for three of the aldermen to survey the writings 
in the Hall at their leisure and inventory them.

10 March 1687. — Letter read from the King (date not given), 
onleting that three of the lately elected aldermen be turned out 
(Sam. ilowse, Tho. Stephens, and Edw. Braxton) and six of the 
burgesses, and nominating others in their places. The mandate is 
obeyed. 

15 May 1688. — "This day it was debated whether the Major and 
ComjMiny should waite upon the Princess of Denmark [" Orange " Jirst 
written, and struck out] att her passing throng this towne to the Bath 
to wellcome her Highness. into this borough, and it was carryed, neinine 
con trad teente, in the affirmative, but withall that there should be no 
present made.

17 May 1688. — " Ordered that the Princess of Denmarkc be presented 
with a dish of sweetmentes, and that there be eighteene yards of woolen 
cloath bought and provided for the said Princess to walkc upon." 

1 June 1668. — Mandate from the King read, removing Mr. Sebastian 
Lyford from being alderman and chamberlain. " The election of Mr. 
Clare who was nominated in his place is respited until a farther time, 
there being no such man." 

6 Aug. 1688. — "Ordered that every alderman and assistant of this 
borough shall cloath himself with a neate and hansome gowne made of 
purple cloath by the first Monday in September now next ensuing." 1

1 Orders respecting the wearing of cowus (as authorised by the Charter of 
Charle* I.), and inflicting fines on those who neglected it, are frequently met with. 
After the passing of the Municipal Act, it was ordered on 29 January 1836, " that 
the wearing of gowns be altogether abolished"; but on 20 Dec. 1838 it was 
resolved that " as such custom is conducive to the honour and respectability of the 
corporate body, the custom of wearing gowns on public und solemn occasions be 
now revived." It was also subsequently resolved that the shape of the gowns 
should bo the same as those worn by the Corporation of London. The material is 
black cloth, trimmed with Russian sable, with a roll collar extending down the 
front, for tho*c who have passed the chair, and trimmed with black-silk velvet for 
those who have not passed the chair. The town-clerk has a black silk gown with 
black silk-velvet collar, tippet, and facings. The three mace-sergeants and two 
wardens also wear on state occasions black beaver cocked hats trimmed with gold 
lace, and brown cloaks with scarlet collars, similarly trimmed. On their cloaks they 
have silver badges with the arms of the town, dated 1744, and in one case (as noted 
below) 1688. The senior sergeant carries the mace, and the two wardens have long 
Maves tipped with silver balls. (Collections respecting the mace, official dresses, 
&c. made by Mr. Henry Day, town-clerk, and kiudly communicated by him to me.) 
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Kbadiho And m obe<li 0Tice thereunto Mr. Joseph May was (nemine contradiccnte) 
corporation, elected to be one of the aldermen of the same borough." Mr. Charles 
Calverley was elected Mayor in Bigg's place. 

16 Oct. 1688. — Two or three new lights, " such as are used within 
the city of London," ordered to be set up in the most convenient places 
within the town ; and as they are approved of, more shall be added for 
the whole town. 

24 Oct. 1688.— "This day the members present did send to Mr. 
Calverley, the late mayor, for the mace, keys, and other things belonging 
to the Hall, which being sent they possessed themselves of it, and 
also of the Hall, and of the presse, chests, and trunck of writings." 1

30 Oct. 1688. — An Order of Council brought in by the Steward 
dated 17 Oct., ordering the late mayor, aldermen, assistants, recorder, 
town-clerk, &c. to be removed, displaced and discharged.

bo fixed lor hay, oats, flesh and bread, as shall in equity be found 
fitting, u especially in those townes and villages within your countie 
where his Mnjestie's servaunts and retinue are enforced by iheir attend- 
ance upon the court to lodge and sojorne." Followed by an order 
made at the Quarter Sessions at Newbury on 1 Oct in accordance with 
these injunctions. The mayors and bailiffs are to fix the price of bread 
and flesh in their several jurisdictions ; at inns, oats, being now 15rf. 
per bushel, are to be sold at 20tf., beans, being 2s. 6d. the bushel, arc to 
be sold at 3.v. ; and hay being 20c?. by the hundred, the traveller may 
have the half-penny bottle to weigh two lbs.

I had eleven horses tnken away by the Kiug's soldiers, r.nd 
fower of those eleven were well worth 40 pound ; I rode after the eleven 
horses, nnd bought nine of them againe, and brought them home; ll en, 
rideing after the other two, whiles I was abroad the King's souldiers 
tooke the other nine away again, and I could never have them more. 
Since againe this last winter, gocing to market with a load of corn, the 
earle of Manchester's souldiers melt with my men, and tooke away my 
whole teamc of horses, letting my cart stand in the feild, 4 millesfrom 
home ; never had them more. You know by ordinance of Parliament 
laudlords should pay there taxes for their tenaunts. Besides all this, 
when the King's souldiers comes to u;*, the[y] call mee roundheaded 
rouge, and say I pay rent to the Parliament garison, and they will take 
it away from mee. And likewise when the Pari, souldiers, they vaper 
with me, and tell me that I pay rent to Worcester and to Winchester ; 
therefore the Parliam. souldiers say they will have the rent."

LVI1. Vellum roll (of two membranes) containing " Divers antes and 
decrees by Edmund Vlowdeu, Thomas Stafford, John Okeham, Richard 
Warde the younger, esquicres, and William Wollaston and Thomas 
Berington, gent.," commissioners appointed by Q. Elizabeth, by com- 
mission dated at Windsor, 22 Oct. an. 12 (1570) touching the rivers 
of Kennct and Loddon and all other rivers and brooks falling into the 
same. The orders ( which are dated 7 March 1575) provide minutely 
for the deepening of a portion of the Hallowed Brook (parcel of the 
river Kennet) by the occupiers of the Abbey Mill, and for the careful 
cleansing of the brook and its protection from pollution, since the 
inhabitants of Reading " have chifely theicre water to brcwe, bake, 
and dressc theire meato out of the broke."

The greater part of the rich stores of historical materials contained in 
this Library came to the Society of the Inner Temple by the bequest of 
William Petyt, Keeper of the Records in the Tower, the well-known 
writer on constitutional law, and controversial opponent of the historian 
Brady, who died 3 Oct. 1707. His own vast collections and transcripts 
from Records have been occasionally used and referred to by Daines 
Barrington and others; and the invaluable volumes of ecclesiastical ^

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M88. o» tub papers, relating chiefly to the time of Queen Elizabeth, have been largely 
Iwwkb Tbmplb. junje use c f Dv Strypc. But no calendar of the contents of Petyt's 
books has hitherto been compiled, and their character is little known ; 
while of the materials for the history of the Roman recusants in the 
latter part of the 16th century, which are alike abundant and interesting, 
largely dealing with the conflict between the secular clergy and the 
Jesuits, no public use appears ever to have been made. Of two of the 
ecclesiastical volumes a portion of the contents was calendared, as a 
specimen of the collection, by Mr. H. T. Riley in the Second Report of 
this Commission ; and additional notes, with some corrections, on this 
portion are here included. Whence it was that these volumes of eccle- 
siastical documents came into Petyt's hand docs not appear. It may be 
conjectured, however, that he acquired the official papers of Eome one of 
the law-officers of the Court of Arches, possibly those of Dr. Richard 
Cosin. Some of the papers arc stained with damp and injured, in the 
way in which such accumulations of a lawyer's chambers might be 
expected to suffer. 

Besides the MSS. bequeathed by Petyt, the Library contains: — i. A 
large number of MSS., chiefly Law Reports, sent by the executors of 
Bishop Barrington, of Durham (which had doubtless been previously in 
the library of Daines Barrington) in 1823 ; ii. Some which were sent by 
the executor of Baron Maseres in 1825 ; iii. Reports purchased at Sir 
Charles Wetherell's sale; and, iv. Reports and common-place books, 
given by the Duke of Northumberland, through Mr. Martin, the late 
librarian to the Temple, who was also librarian to the Duke. Of the 
library of printed books of Sir Martin Wrighte, which were given to 
the Society, there is a MS. Catalogue. The whole series of MSS. 
throughout are now sumptuously bound, chiefly in red morocco. 

The following catalogue contains all the MSS. which possess historical 
or biographical interest. The purely legal MSS. are omitted, with a few 
theological and general MSS., which, with the exception of a beautiful 
copy of the Somnium Scipionis of Macrobius. of the early part of the 
twelfth century, are of trifling character. The catalogue was com- 
menced some years ago by the present Deputy Keeper of the Public 
Records, but then laid aside ; it has uow been made de novo, but with 
the incorporation of a large portion of the notes then made for some of 
the volumes ; for the free use of which the writer's best acknowledgments 
are due.

The priest* must use this mercy 
though they fall more than once, and though they have some " pro- 
bable fear " that they will of like infirmity fall again ; for God may 
give them more strength ; so that more must not be required of the 
penitent than in any other sins that be subject to the sacrament of 
penance. On the other ride the priests roust be careful not to teach or 
defend " that it is lawfull to communicate with the Protestants in 
theire praiers or service, or conventicles where they meete to minister 
theire untrue sacraments." This is not n positive law of the Church 
which can be dispensed with upon occasiou, but God's own eternal 
law. Lest however any of the brethren should not be satisfied with 
the writer's judgment or with such proofs as have been made in this 
matter, he has demanded the sentence of the Pope who now is, *« who ex • 
pressely tolde me that to participate with Protest Antes either by prayinge 
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with them or goinge to theire churches or service or suclie like was MS3. op tub 

by no meaner lawfull or dispensable ; but a<lded witliall that suche as IX5ER « Mr,H ' 

of fearc and wcakeues or other temporall force and necessity do it, 
ought to be gently dealt withall and to be easely absolved, as before 
said."

Has 
been earnestly requested to come " to your house, to visit yow all ; " 
desires to know whether it be convenient, and can be done safely ; " yf 
I thought your keper wold be at Sturbrige fayre I wold come then." 
[// appears from this that the letter was written to one of the prisoners 
in Wisbeach Castle.'] " I pray put her name into the Societie that this 
bearer shall deliver yow, but ye nede saye nothing to bim of yt, for yt 
is none of his bowse, and therfore I have sealed yt up, because I wold 
not have her name knowen ; " 23 July. " Burne my If e, burue my 
lfe." 
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msS.optub cxxxiv. f. 374. Letter from [Robert] Fisher, to Dr. Bag[shaw], 
vneb^Templb. bitterly inveighing against the Jesuits or " Ignatians." There was 
never a more fit time for the passage from England. Laxity of the 
searchers; a student of Douay and a priest came over without any 
search. A number of Dutch ships are now at London, and within 
twenty miles, and only waiting for the wind. On the previous Friday 
the writer saw a good many soldiers start for Flanders, to enlist there 
because they could not get their living in England, and the searcher 
passed them nt once, saying he wished all who had not wherewithal to 
live would do the like. Reports a long conversation with Mr. Barras, 
who refused to help the writer with money to leave England, while pro- 
fessing to be a great friend, and rebuked him strongly for what he had 
spoken and written against the Jesuits. " And I did smell a rat, for it 
is hard to halt before a creple. I had his meaning presently, and there- 
fore I did plic him with a carde often," and said all he had done was to 
tell the truth about the College at Rome. Mr. Barras then Baid that he 
would hinder this confraternity as much as he could, and would write 
his mind about it to those at Wisbeach. "After that I ranne uppon 
him with a fresh vi" and spoke of the ungodly dealing of the Jesuits 
and the unmerciful deiding of Rome. Barras then spoke most falsely 
of the great difficulty of getting out of England : " when I hard him 
speake thus, I was about to breake this jest uppon him, Fie, goe far, for 
you smell of tar ; he hath becno so long under Mr. Gerard that he 
cannot but cog and lie ; lie I must not say but equivocate." .News brought 
from Rome by Mr. Bartley, and of " some little jarring betwixt the 
President of Doway, sc. Mr. Dr. Barret and father Conyers, one whom 
T know to b<) a prating companion." Desires to know, if Mr. Bluat " be 
not a quene Marie's priest," where and when he was made so, and 
what orders he had in Q. Mary's days ; also what bishop it was that 
died here, and how long he was prisoner, and how long Bagshaw and 
Father Edmonds have been prisoners in Wisbeach. Not dated. 

exxxv. f. 376. The same to the same. Has been unable to deliver the 
letters Bagshaw sent him ; cannot find Mr. Cullington ; Mr. Long has left 
England, and Mr. Heb[urne] refused to receive the letter. Has vainly 
endeavoured to procure money from Mr. Barras for his passage ; Bag- 
shaw's brother only gave him 5s. ; ever since he came to England has 
not been in any Catholic's house one week together, and has had to pay 
for his meat, his bed and his journeys. If he had had 30s. or 40s. he 
might have passed (the sea) finely. A man lately came to his lodging 
and asked for him under the name of Brathait, which not any of London 
knew, and said that whatsoever his name was, he was sure he lodged 
there. This made his host suspicious and put him to his shift, for he 
durst not stay there. The few people who knew his lodging deny 
having sent the man to him. It is plainly given out by the Jesuits that 
the writer is a crafty spy, and that he only pretends to be a Catholic. 
He has been told that there is a plot against him. He now fears the 
Jesuits more than the heretics. If a navy had gone he would have gone 
with it anywhere, so that he might have landed out of England. In 
waiting .so long for it he has not left anything unsold. He even lagged 
when three miles from London, until told that if he did he must not stay 
in that town. But let the Jesuits, the world, and devil spit aud spite 
him as much as they will, he is content to bear it. Desires Bagshaw to 
tell him what to do. Dated May 16. In a postscript he adds that 
"Mr. D. Norice " is sore sick in Warwickshire, and that he hears that 
one of his schoolfellows, chamberfellows and bedfellows, named Robinson, 
was lately martyred at Carlisle. 
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cxxxvi. f. 377. The same to tho same, about a Dominican friar, called ^JJ- tbm OT 
Father William, who came into England a little before Easter, and was * — ,IB * 
apprehended, but, by means of his brother and others, was bailed ; having 
supported the cause of the English students (iucluding the writer), who 
were expelled from the College at Home, he is now reported by the 
Jesuits to be a spy; Dr. Norice, Mr. Fletcher, a priest, Mr. Mauger, a 
priest, and divers others of the same coat, affirmed it to the writer. 
The latter therefore found the friar in a tavern, and conversed with him, 
and found him very zealous for the Church of Rome ; and has vindicated 
him to Mr. Barras and others, who accused tho writer of conferring with 
a spy. When the friar was apprehended, there was also taken a young 
man who served Dr. Elie of Mussipont, and had been sent by his master 
to Mr. Major upon his fall, a fall which Dr. Elie had bitterly lamented 
to the writer ; and then Elie was said to have sent over a spy. " I sc 
that many wold have men spies wlo are more honest than themselves. 
If an honest man come from Rome or Flanders, and not follow their 
vaine, he is no lesse at first than a spie ; and if he come from Spaine or 
from hel, if he serve them he is no lesse the first day than a seint. Mr. 
Atkinson came from Spaine in September last, who gave informa- 
tion against his owne fellow being a preist, and hath done much hurt in 
the North. Mr. Warwicke came from Spaine in Februarie last, and is 
the cause of all this persecution there. Mr. Nelson came from Spaine 
of late, and is knowne to be a spie. Theis are honest men, allwayes 
had in account, never talked of nor taken for knaves." Not dated. 

Received his 
letters by R. F. and J. H. Thejtyranny which he sustains ; they have far 
worse to bear than that which they endure of heretics. The only remedy 
is to send two or three of the gravest of the body to Rome to declare the 
true state of affairs, and seek redress. Their adversaries have declared 
that all is quiet and in concord with the fathers, and solicit for a head 
either a Jesuit or one at their devotion. There arc false brethren. 
Send word of some safe means in London for sending news without fear 
of interception. Let Dol[man], Mich[ell], Blu[et], Nor[ris], or 
Rntt[on] come; else all is lost. 20 Sept. 1597.

Another letter from J. Musshe, signed M. J., to Dr. Bag- 
shaw. Sympathises with him about the divisions in their company at Wis- 
beach. Mr. Gwyn tells him that Fisher is " ungone " as yet from London. 
He marvels why tho man stays all this while, unless it be to carry news 
of the foul dealing of the Jesuits who band themselves thus mightily 
against the Association. Had been often warned by Bagshaw and others 
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mss. of Tim against them, but he was ever too incredulous. They accuse him of 
i v.ner^Temple. being tho author of the tumults at Home, of which he knew nothing, 
and of being the head of a faction to expel them the realm ; and, fearing 
that the credit of the confraternity might countervail theirs, will never 
endure any union of priests ; but the Association should have gone 
forward, to the confusion of their slanderous tongues, had not Bag- 
Shaw's godson, Michell, and others been faint-hearted.

*' a Catholique in profession but none in re." He wrote authorizing the — 
dealing with secretary Cecil, but no word has been sent him of what 
was done. It is said that the Queen will send new ambassadors to treat 
of entering into the peace already made between France and Spain. If 
it so fall out, it will be a good time to deal effectually by means of the 
King of France that liberty of conscience may be given to the Catholics. 
He has received mauy lamentable and earnest letters from England, 
where the persecution is more rigorous than before. Mentions Robert 
Pett and his brother, whom he caused to be made priest. Mentions 
"the turbulent company"- and " disordinate proceedings" at [the 
English College at] Home. Congratulates his correspondent on having 
procured some means of maintenance for the English in Paris. The 
more help there be for their nation the better, if it be well employed. 
Some persons have written that it may prove a matter of schism and 
division if the persons be not well chosen. They do not suspect his 
correspondent's intentions so much as the event itself by reason of the 
variety of humours that reign, through the nrt and iniquity of some 
sticklers among Catholics themselves. His correspondent must be very 
wary what manner of men he gathers together. The condition would 
be fittest for good priests who have laljoured in England and have been 
driven back upon particular and personal persecution. As for priests of 
the seminaries who come to perfect their studies, it would divert their 
purpose and rebate their fervour of going towards Englaud " wherein 
all the good of the seminaries consisteth." As for the Masters of Arts 
that Constable names from the Universities, if they have no inclination 
to live in seminaries of more strict discipline, Douay would be most 
proper for them where they may have more liberty, and yet such in- 
struction for the end of helping our country as is needful to frame in 
them an ecclesiastical spirit. With regard to the succession to the 
crown people may do and think as they judge best either in respect of 
conscience or commodity. For himself he could heartily wish that he 
might attend only to matters of the kingdom of heaven without thinking 
about the affairs of any earthly kingdom. The misery however of their 
countrymen in spiritual matters forces them to reflect upon the latter, 
for otherwise they could have no hope of the restitution of religion. He 
has no other eye iu the world about this affair, but only that the person 
to be preferred bo a tried Catholic, be he of what nation soever. He 
has no personal aversion from any pretender be he of what religion 
soever ; bnt so far as he is no true Catholic, " so far am I and shall ever 
be agaynst him." As to Constable's request for his assistance for 
obtaining a cross of the Order of Malta, he cannot tell what hope of 
success he may give, for divers other English gentlemen as Mr. Capt. 
Crips in Spain, before he was married and since, Mr. Robert Warrant!, 
Mr. W. White that serves the King in Sicily, have earnest and long 
saits, with the recommendation of the King and of " our " Cardinal 
[Allen] while he was alive, and yet have not sped; and at present 
Mr. Arthur Poole has all the favour and friends of Cardinal Farnese, 
and three principal Irish gentlemen came lately, greatly recommended 
by the King of Spain and by the Ambassador, and with the Pope's 
letters, and yet nre put back hitherto. Sir Andrew Wise, Prior of 
England, told the writer lately at Naples that the Order had determined 
not to create any more of these nations, that they enjoy no wealth, uutil 
these kingdoms be reduced ; for that they cannot send knights thither 
to make the lawful proofs of lineage according to their statutes, as also 
that such men admitted arc not able to bear out their state without 
burden of the Order. Indeed he thinks that one principal cause hath ^ 
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. M . ss - m F TnE been that Sir Andrew himself hath wrung (?) from them this dignity of 
vn£r__emfi.e. Q rand p rior ^ a p r i nc ip a i dignity amongst them for making the Grand 

Master) against their wills, and also hath constrained them to give him 
a commendam in Italy for his maintenance. But Sir Audrew saith that 
the true cause is that the French faction, which is most potent in Malta, 
hold that the English and Irish Catholics are partial to Spain. Denies 
that any men are ever sent by him as spies to watch what others are 
doing. Hears it said that there is talk of making suit in England to the 
Queen and Council for peace for Catholics by means of the King of 
France ; others say, that it may be done on condition of the expulsion of 
the Jesuits.

" Mem. I do affcrrae that Calverly, one of the prysts under my 
charge in the castell of Wysbyche, tould me that Edmunds the Jezuet 
and his Jezueticall faction did usually resorte together, and had ther 
pryvat counsayles howe the State should be determyned of after it 
should pleas God to call hyr Majestic, and that nowe it was fully 
determyned of by them that then the Cardinall should be our Kynge 
and the Infanta of Spayne our Queene, and that we should have no 
other Kynge or Queene but them. Calverlye, in manuer pyttyenge 
them in ther follye, sayde unto me, I prayo God helpe them and send 
them more wyte, for they ware busye-hedded fellowes. 

Blewet, presently after Doctor Bagsho was sent for upe by my LL. 
of the Counsaylc, with teares in his eyes, tould me, that himselfo 
with the secular prysts ware in moste mysscrabell takynge, and that ho 
fered ther should letters cumo froine a Cardinall that was governer 
of the Inglcshe Colledge at Rome to Edmunds and his Jezueticall 
faction to swere all the prysts to the obedience of the Infant of Spayne, 
as Parsones had caused the prysts tliat ware in Spayne to be sworene ; 
but Blewet sayd, before he would take sucho an othe he would starve 
in prysson, as himselfe and his fellowes ware lyke to do that would 
not be factious with them, for the Jezuets had wrought so here in 
Ingland that they should have no mayntenance from any of ther frynds 
but suche as should be distributed by the Jezuets. And thus moche 
of my owne knowledge I cane saye that synee Edmunds was sent for 
from the Castell ther hauc not one penye for ther releife beyne sent 
thether, the Jczeticall (sic) prysts beinge alredy well furnyshed, and the 
secular prysts havinge scarse monye to releve them. 

Ther is under my charge a ffryar they call Sir Wotter, and one 
Wyges a Jezueticall pryste, who when 1 stayed my 3 prysonors that 
would have broken out at ther wyndowes, gave me, ther sayd keper, 
Richard Blunte, beinge the hygli cunstabell, and Tho. Edwards, one 
of the right ho. the Lord Noorthes mene, that came to my assystanee, 
verve wyldo ami leuved speches, in so muchc that by multeplyiuge of 
woords they justyfyed Walpoole his actiones that was in Spayne, 
callyngc us knaves and tray tores, and that all thoes who so evar ware 
knaves and traytores that would saye that Walpoole was a traytor. 

Wotter reviled me, and sayed that myself e was the cause that they 
xnent to escape ; his reason was, for that he had sent him woord from 
a secretarye (as he sayde) who was appertaynynge unto a great Coun- 
saylor, that Bagsho was a spye, and myscife was the caues that 
Edmunds, Archer, South woorth, and Pound, waie sent for from the 
Castell, tellinge me that if Edmunds had byne here styll he would 
nevar have attempted to have goone awaye." 

Draft, in the handwriting of Dr. Bagshaw, of a Latin 
letter without address, but written to Black well, vindicating himself 
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[and Bluet] against the charges brought against them in Blackwell's Mss. of the

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drawn away by these persuasions and made to believe that she must ^j.™.}^ 
not come into his company. He has not been able to hear from her, 
much less to meet her, ever *ince Father Fleeminge and others of them 
got her into Lancashire. But Mr. Watson, hearing that he was a 
married man, declared absolutely that he could not entertain him with- 
out hist wife's consent, and would not believe his explanation until it 
was confirmed by others. Had it not been for Watson, who made his 
innocency known, the writer had died in the Marshalsea, where that 
faction had sought to bring him to the gallows. Because he has 
vindicated the secular priests from unjust slanders, they hinder his 
living in service, have taken away his good name, and caused him 
to lose seven hundred marks which they have gotten amongst them- 
selves. He desires to have his clothes returned by his wife. "Aske 

„ father Walley [i.e. Garnet] your great case man with 

what face he can carve a gentlewoman up and downe the cuntrye 

with him Laste of all, as for my wyfe 

herselfe, keepc her and use her as you list and can agree among your- 
selves, for she shall not, if she and you bothe woulde, scoke to come 
any more at mc ; let me have n good rounde reckonings made by you 
for her in money after tenne in the hundred, and that is all I looke 
for ; you shall never be called unto any counte about e her by me."

The writer dwells on the causes of the unruliness of the English 
students at Rome, and enters into many curious details about the recent 
disputes in the College ; in reply to statements in a letter from a priest 
in England to Blackwell. The last great broil fell out on the death of 
Cardinal Alien, and was due to a secret negotiation of some English 
for the advancement into his place for the faculties of " the former 
principall man ; " in which all the scholars and the rector of the 
college joined ; but the Pope flatly refused. Hereupon they all banded 
together by oath against the Protector and the fathers. Such 
obstinancy on the part of youths was never before heard of at 
Rome. Many wise men begin to suspect that the sufferings of the 
martyrs and confessors in England were not so much due to virtue 
and love of God's cause as to "acertayne choller and obstinate will 
to contradict the magistrate there." "Your friend Robert" [Parsons] 
therefore took a long journey from Spain to Rome, where he found 
the College divided into two hostile camps, the Father General and 
his assistants determined to leave, and the Protector thoroughly 
wearied, and the rest of that order extremely scandalized, and 
namely, Baronius, who often said that the youths bragged much of 
martyrdom, but had no part of martyrs' spirit, which was in humility 
and obedience. His holiness often told [Parsons] that he wn« 
never so vexed with any nation in the world, and then related the 
different measures that had been taken in the matter. When " vcur 
friend " left Rome eight years before to set up a College for English 
youths in Spain, the College in Rome was in good condition. He is 
often asked whether the College in Spain will not prove equally un- 
ruly in course of time. After much trouble and discussion [which is 
related at some length] ho made the scholars perceive the evil of their 
course; and peace was at last made on Ascension Day, 1597. But 
on the 27th of September next, some scholars were taken at a tavern 
on a Sunday morning, and were accused by the taverners of repairing 
thither frequently, and others of some worse behaviour. The Pope 
therefore ordered a visitation, and some members were dismissed. Some 
accordingly declared that the former peace was dissembled, but " your 
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vnek T^Iu'tK f r,en ^ " ossures his correspondent that this is false. Six or seven were 
— quietly dismissed by mission in September, and hud their faculties, 
viaticum, and Pope's benediction, but with u sharp reprehension (see 
art. 131). "Your friend" does not understand why some men in 
England call his action in the matter " tyrannical!, Turkish, and Machi- 
avillian." Particulars of tho withdrawal of faculties from three priests 
when on their wav to England. 

In a postscript he adds that his health is somewhat better, and that 
he hopes the baths will do him good. His companion is sick of an ague. 
Mr. Martin Aray only is with him. They have been much occupied 
about the delivery of thirty-four Englishmen whom they found in the 
galleys at the oars in extreme misery. One was a young gentleman of very 
good parts, who has been sent to Home to study at the seminary.

— Petition of the churchwardens and other officers of the parish 
of Christ Church, London, to Sir Henry Martine, knight. In order 
" to prevent the oppression of an exacting parson, and the fall and ruine 
of their decayed church," they have lately procured a grant of their 
parsonage, and thereupon undertaken to repair the church at a cost of 
800/. " As their said parishe is the greatest, soe it is the poorest within 
the walls of London, having above 800 poore people in it which receive 
relief." Most of the parishioners are therefore unable to contribute 
towards the repair of their church. They cannot raise more than 400/. 
and they pray Sir Henry Martine to assist them with money, according 
to his accustomed goodness.

Convent garden."

On the late breach — 
between England and France all their estates, goods, and debts to the 
value of 7,000/. were confiscated by the French for reprisal of the goods 
taken by the English ships at Conquett. In June 1627 they petitioned 
for recompence out of the profits of the French prizes, or by abatement 
of customs, and Sir Henry Martin and Mr. Burlimachi, to whom the 
question was referred, reported favourably. They have, however, hod 
no relief. They suggest that they may be recompensed out of an addi- 
tional impost on coals carried from Newcastle and ether places in 
England by Hollanders and French, who make great profits thereby. 
They say that in the reign of James I. coals were sold at Rouen and 
elsewhere " for 12/. and 13/. the 100 barrels, a measure proportionable, 
to three Newcastle chaldrons, but now for some few years past and at 
this present the coles are growen soe usefull aud nessessary abroad 
and soe greately is that trade augmented that the same measure is sonld 
for 20/., 22/., and 26/., and the price they pay for them at Newcastle 
and other places continuing the same." They propose an addition of 
3*. 4d. per chaldron to the existing import of 6y. &/., which is farmed 
to Sir Thomas Lake and others for 6,000/. a year. 

The matter was referred to certain Lords on the 20th of October 
1630, and they, two months later, required the Attorney General to call 
the farmers or the coah before them.

Osborne dissuaded five different merchants from taking the notes, aud 
caused the petitioner to bo arrested. The latter prays that he may not 
be obliged to pay any costs or damages beyond those awarded by a jury 
in the Court of King's Bench.

His landlord Mr. Mullins and other creditors 
proceeded against him and they daily endeavour to cast him into gaol. 
" there to endure the loathsome plagues of Egipt, without cleane foode 
or sweet ayere (worse than beastes), most miserably to suffer a linger- 
ing death by loathsome imprisonment ." He prays that they may be 
ordered to take an extent of 200/. against the lands of Sir Nicholas 
Halse, knt., in Cornwall, for the satisfaction of his debts to them. y

This they 
have often testified in words and by printed books to the whole world. 
Their case is very miserable both at home and abroad, "at home 
nttUcted for our consciences, abrode persecuted for our fidelitie to our 
Prince." If the Queen knew this, she would surely of her clemency 
make a distinction between them, her natural children and subjects, and 
" those unnaturall Bastardes who do attend to nought else but conquester 
and invasions," by giving them leave to serve God freely and securely, 
and easing the yoke of the severe laws enacted agaiust them. They 
desire freely " without f care of pursuy vants " to offer up their sacrifices 
for her prosperous health and happy reign, as indeed they do yet daily, 
notwithstanding the execution of her severe laws. His correspondent, 
he says, is envied, maligned, and hated by many. " The partizantes and 
favorers of the late seditious Puritane Erie doo beare your honor in 
special cancred hartes, poysoned entrailes, and unspeakable hatred, 
swelling with desired vengeaunce." He would therefore be greatly 
strengthened by the support of the Catholic party. The writer prays his 
correspondent to give him an audience, upon the least intimation of 
which, made through her Majesty's agent at Paris, he will be soon with 
him.

The number of priests in Fremingham Castle 
who are in want is six ; they differ only from the others there in that 
they are appellants to the court of Rome. A letter from the Archpriest 
would soon redress their grievance.

He would be very sorry that his good sisters or 
any of his Catholic friends should through simplicity be intangled with 
such persons. They must be very careful. He denounces the foolish 
books that have been written about the right to the crown and about the 
lives of particular men.

The expenses of his stay were 
paid for him, and at his departure the Princes gave him a gold medal 
and a number of thalers for his journey, with the promise of a larger 
stipend if he would write to them. He would to God that their power 
was greater. They consider that the Queen (of England) will do great 
harm to the common cause if she make peace with the enemy, who if at 
peace with England and Holland would be able to trouble all the world, 
and especially Germany. Other Princes are careless of this, knowing no 
more about the affairs of Christendom than those of Africa. The 
Princes of Anhalt say that one might search all Germany for 
Princes worthy of the name. There is a great quarrel between the 
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Prince of Brunswick and the Landgrave on account of the disorders of mss. op the 
the army of Germany. The Elector Palatine has tried in vain to IwyER tb.mfle. 
reconcile them. He himself has been at issue with the Landgrave for 
some time past, on account of a report which Monsr. Bongars had made 
of one to the other. This however seems now at an end, and they both 
lay the blame on Bongars. Germany is so constituted that if the 
Spaniard were to attack her he would make himself moster of her. The 
emulations and dissensions among the Princes and the factions of the 
theologians, Calvinist and Lutheran, ruin the Princes, who for the most 
part are simpletons and brought up to hunt and drink, and for the rest 
believe whatever the Church believes. Every minister wishes to appear 
to know something more than his brethren, and to raise a standard 
of his own, striving for victory rather than for truth. The Princes 
being badly trained by these ministers mismanage their affairs. Prom 
Anhalt the writer went to Wittemberg which abounds in theologians 
who believe in Luther only, and give over all others to the Devil. 
Thence after two days he went to Berlin, where he arrived on the 22nd 
of November. On the following day he presented his letters to the 
Chancellor of the Elector, and to the Marshal. He did not however 
present his royal letters as the Elector was absent for three weeks for 
hunting. In the evening there came a messenger from the Prince of 
Anhalt with letters requesting him to return in order to discuss certain 
important matters which had been overlooked. He accordingly started 
on the 24th, and reached Dessau on the following evening, where he 
was honourably received at the Castle. He returned to Berlin on the 
last day of the month, but he has not yet seen the Elector. He sends 
messages to his relations. If his correspondent wishes to write to him 
he should address the letter in Latin, "Nobili viroPetrovan Heyle,"for 
such is the way in which the King and the Senate of the Kingdom write 
to him. It is wrong to err in such matters in Germany. He sends mes- 
sages to [Fr.] Bacon, and to the good Earl of Essex, whom he has been 
extolling to the sky in Denmark aud in Germany alike, so that he alone 
of the English nobles is known thereto be a good citizen of that common 
Republic of which the good Princes of Germany are citizens. Would 
that the Earl might know how zealous the writer has been in describing 
his incomparable virtues. Dated at Berlin, Dec. 3, 1599.
